LARGEST TURNOUT IN TIIE HISTORY OF 
POST 62— THE AUXILIARIES WELL

Hearings were granted on t iking land 
for sewer purposes in Mt. Vernon and 
Morton streets and upon widening 
Waban and a portion of Washington 
streot.

The taking of land for park purposes 
in Ward Four caused a little discussion 
by Councilmen Degen and Weed who 
were of the opinion that the city had not 
accepted the land offered by Mr. Miner.

Messrs. G. Crane, et. al., petitioned for 
i ho laying out and acceptance of new 
streets at a uniform width of 40 feet as 
follows: From Waluut street to Fisher 
avenue to be known as Dunklee street, 
from Griffin avenue to Berwick road to 
be known as Saxon road, from Dunklee 
to Walnut street to be known as Fisher 
avenue. These petitions were referred 
to the highway committee. 

Councilman Briston presented an order, 
requesting the committee ou parks to 
consider and ©report at an early date 
some plan for the improvement of Boyd’s 
pond, as recommended by the board of 
health. The order was adopted.

A Plea for Boys and Girls. 

To tbo Editor of the Graphic: 

Thanks for the timely editorial on 
‘.'Collecting Birds’ .Eggs” in the Graphic 
of May 28th. 1 hope parents, teachois 

and the boys will all rend it and heed its 
suggestions. The subject is worthy the 
attention of all our local societies, the 
Garden City Improvement Society, the 
Horticultural and Natural History Socie- 
ties and the school committee. 

It is getting to be noticed that the 
number and variety of our local birds is 
increasing, at least in some parts of our 
city. This is partly owing to tbe gradual 
disappearance of the bullying English 
sparrow and partly to the increasing 
number and growth of trees. This is a 
very welcome state of things on all 
accounts. The birds are beautiful in 
form, motion, color and song. Their 
songs are especially charming, because, 
curiously enough, although their notes 
are generally sweet, they always sing 
without uotes. But besides being beau- 
tiful, the birds are very useful. They 
are our valuable allies in tbo war against 
many insect pests, aud ought to be glad- 
ly cherished, defended aud protected ns 
our friends. A good boy, properly 
taught, would no more rob a bird’s nest 
than he would pound his little sister. 

Yet, somehow, each boy is carried 
away and enticed by the idea of a collec- 
tion of birds’ nests and eggs. Well, the 
idea is uot a bad one. if only it is not 
allowed to run away with a fellow like a 
pond breaking its dam. There is a great 
collection of birds aud eggs in tbe Bos- 
ton Museum of Natural History, and an- 
other iu the great Agassiz Museum at 
Cambridge. If more be wauted, first, 
let our own Nowton Natural History 
Society be kiudlv, aud wisely too, pro- 
vided with a place iu which to open and 
exhibit its collections; aud if still more 
be wanted— which is very doubtful, let 
our schools form collections of local 
birds, doing it gradually, so as to make 
no serious ioroads upon our serviceable 
and pretty bird helpers, and companions. 

But for all beyond this, there is an- 
other way which is much better than to 
make separate collections, bid away in a 
drawer, aud seen by few. It is this: 
Let everybody in Newton, look upon all 
tbe birds together in Newton, with their 
eggs aud nests, as Newton’s living bird 
collection, to be carefully kept alive, aud 
defended as much as possible from cats, 
snakes and all other destroyers of their 
lives. A living collection is far more 
beautiful and everyway more interesting 
tbau a dead one. Anyone forgetting, or 
wanting to know bow any bird, nest or 
egg looks, can look at it aud write it 
down. A living collection kept in tbe 
memory, is better than a dead collection 
kept in a box. 

But one more: prevention is better 
than cure. It is partly restlessness from 
not knowing what to do with themselves, 
and from having nothing to do, that 
makes boys rob birds’ nests. Here is a 
very serious matter. Our buys, iu whom 
are our brightest hopes, are of infinitely 
more importance than land or goods or 
dollars. Blessed be every parent who 
heartily enters into his boys’ lives, and 
provides them with tools, garden or me- 
chanical, and with hens, goats or any- 
thing to keep them from the street as 
their only resort, and mere play as their 
only occupation out of school. The 
street! Why do wo all instinctively fly 
to the great, wild, free open country as 
soou after July 1st as we can, and stay 
as long as we can? Surely, not only be- 
cause it is tbe fasbiou, but largely be- 
cause we soou tire of ground “dressed 
up to kill,” yes. literally to kill, by being 
so nice that nobody must step on it, much 
less play ou it. If all our houses were 
rustic simplicity itself, at least outside, 
and more viue-clad, and all our lots just 
halt wild euougb, at least on some part 
of all of them, that reasonable running 
over them, and playing by turns on 
them, would uot hurt them. all life would 
be more sensible, sweet, simole aud de- 
lightful. 

Yet with lots as small as many of 
them must be, one thing more is indis- 
pensable, acd fortunately is easily to be 
had; and that is, numerous small play 
grounds, scatteied all over Newton, 
wherever open fields are not free aud 
near by. These would provide, as a fosv 
fancy-dress parks, large or small, uever 
can, for all the boys, say from seven to 
iourteeu, and I earnestly hope aud beg 
that our eularged and strengthened 
“Gardeu City Improvement Society” will 
take up this subject vigorously as being 
at least as well worthy of its attention «s 
boulevards, river banks, grade-separa- 
tion by depression, civilized 3rd of July 
nights, or auy other of the excellent 
objects wliicb it may have iu band for 
making Newtou the joy of the whole 
earth. I have not mentioned the girls, 
but does auyoue need to be reminded to 
care for them? S. E. W. 

Concerning the Issue of Monopoly. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Among the speakers at a recent meet- 
ing of the Milhollaud Republican corps 
at New York was Mayor H. S. Piugree of 
Detroit, who is attracting much atteu- 
tiou in Michigan by his reform adminis- 
tration of the chief city of the state. 
He gave an interesting account of what 
had been doue iu the four years of his 
publio service to free the city from the 
control of the rings and private corpora- 
tions holding public franchises. First a 
cement ring was broken up, which had 
beeu bleeding tbe city of large sums, and 
a paving ring aud a sewer ring of tbe 
sime kind were uext uuborsed— tbe 
companies doing business iu tbese Hues 
having been found to be combined to- 
gether to keep up the terms of contracts 
with the city and to divide the great 
profits among themselves. Next, the 
gas monopoly was induced to reduce the 
pi ice of gas from $1.75 to $1 and event- 
ually to 80 cents aud this even after a 
fight in the Michigau Legislature, “in 
which the gas monopoly, as is usual iu 
such bodies, was victorious.” More re- 
cently Detroit has been brought to estab- 
lish au electric lighting plant of its own 
which will light the city at cost, aud the 
mayor predicts that it will then be the 
best aud most economically lighted city 
iu the country. He seems to have great 
faith iu the policy of city operation of 
all natural monopolies, and in now after 
| the stieet railways; “the ultimate object 
for which we are contending is the own- 
ership by the city of everything iu the 
streets, including tracks, aud a fare at 
the rate of eight tickets for 25 cents, with 
universal transfers. The only thing now 
standing iu the way is the watered stock 
of tbe company, and the wringer is busy 
at work squeezing the water out.” 

( Mayor Piugree is not a professional 
agitator or reformer, but a successful 
bool aud shoe manufacturer aud sup- 
posedly a hard-headed man of affairs. 


His furthor remarks on the goneral in- 
dustrial problem are thus of some inter- 
est: 

While this is not strictly municipal, I 
want to say that tho days of watered 
stocks, immor.RR issues of bonds on I otl- 
tious values, and trusts formed to raise 
the price on the neceasaties of life, and 
all other forms of monopoly whose 
special objects are to grind down tho 
wealth-producing masses for the benefit 
of the lion-woalth-producing classes, 
these days aie, I say. drawing to a close. 
I hope never to see the time in this coun- 
try wheu force will be used as a remedy 
against these evils. But the condition of 
affairs ns to the concentration of wealth, 
which is power, and the spread of povei- 
ty, which is weakness, seems to be get- 
ting worse instead of better. And it is 
tho history of the world that, there is an 
end to human endurance. Tho change- 
able voto in the stato of Now York indi- 
cates the ominous condition of unrcBt. 
Tho tide flows first ono way and then an- 
other. It is the throb oi the populnr 
heart iu tho vain hope of tho pooplo 
that one party or tho other will afford 
them needed nod expected relief. 

This is a business man’s view of the 
causes, and justification of the popular 
discontent which is now so profoundly 
disturbiug the country. It presents con- 
siderations which all classes need to 
study.

Paris Green for Canker Worms. 

Newtonville, May 28, ’04. 

To tbe Editor of tbe Graphic:— 

For the benefit of your subscribers, 
residents of Newton, I herewith give you 
a brief account of my exporieuce with 
apple tree pests, viz., tbe tout eaterpillar 
and canker worm. My first fight was 
with the caterpillar, which I attacked 
with great zeal by burning their nests. 
This method proved very unsatisfactory,, 
for if done thoroughly the trees were more 
or less iujured,and if not, a uew nest was 
immediately built by the survivors, aud 
the burning had to be done over again.

I found that tbe proper way was to 
destroy tbe eggs early in April, and 
should auy be overlooked, put on some 
old gloves, gather iu the nests aud burn 
them. After getting rid of tbe cater- 
pillar, I found tbe canker worm to be 
far more destructive aud difficult to 
mauage. It has taken me four years to 
find out that paris green will completely 
destroy them. One year ago 1 procured 
a force pump and showered tbe trees 
thoroughly. Tbe uext moruing tbe 
ground beueatb the trees were literally 
carpeted with dead cauker worms. Once 
was sufficient. Now as to tbe dauger of 
poisoniug, there is practically none at 
all. Tbe rains during the summer wash 
off every vestige of the poison. My 
family managed to dispose of about two 
barrels of apples picked from the trees 
that I showered with paris green last 
year, with no ill effects. This year those 
same trees are comparatively free from 
the caDker worm, and three of them 
seem to be loaded with fruit. The 
operation is so simple that a boy ten 
years of age could easily do it, allowing 
five minutes time to each tree. Fifteen 
cents worth of paris green is amply 
sufficient for eight large sized apple trees. 

Use a pail of water for each tree, mak- 
ing a total of 10 gallons. I write this 
hoping that others owning apple trees 
will go and do likewise.

TOST 02 AND OUKHT8 ATTEND SUNDAY 
HKIIVICK8 AT UPPER FALLS AND 
NEWTON. 


Memorial Sunday dawned briabt and 
oloar, ushering in a welcome day, after 
the storm of a week previous. 

The morning services, which the mem- 
bers of Charles W ird Post 0 i 0. A. P. 
and invited guests, were to attend, took 
place at 10 30 o’clock in the Baptist 
church at Newton Uppor Falls. Barges 
oonveyed the veterans from this side of 
the city and there was quite a large turn 
out to attend the service. 

The ohurch was filled to the doors, the 
unusual visitors drawing many to the 
service. Draped in the rear of the altar 
with a shield as the centre, were the 
American colors, and a beautiful bouquet 
of cut flowers wns placed near the desk. 
The members of tost 02 occupied re- 
served seats in the centre of the churoh. 
They were represented by about 70 mem- 
bers and with them wore delegations 
from J. Wiley Edmands Camp 100 S. of 
V., numbering about 12, A. E. Cunning- 
ham tent 2, D. of V., numbering about 20. 
The musical portion of the service was 
by a malo quartet, consisting of Messrs. 
Moody of Boston, William Peck of New- 
ton Centre, Edwin Cooper and Edward 
Nowell of this place. 

The soprano solo by Miss Edith New- 
ell was an onjoyablo feature and Miss 
Newell and Mr. Cooper sang a duet. 

The sermon was delivered by Rev. II. 
8. Davis, pastor of the ohurch, who took 
for his text, Prov. 14—64: “Righteous- 
ness exalteth at nation but sin is a curse 
to any people.” 

The thought was derived that right- 
eousness was the source and the pledge 
of a nation’s perpetuity and greatuess. 
The salient events in the development 
of our national life were portrayed as 
theresulc of righteousness as ingrafted 
by our forefathers. The Pilgrim fathers 
sought these shores to gain freedom in 
worship, and the predominant idea of 
true Americanism has always been 
freedom of thought. To secure national 
righteousness not only the principle but 
the practice of entire freedom of con- 
science in man’s individual action must 
be preserved. This is the prime factor, 
for natioual righteousness is but the ex 
pression of individual life in the aggre- 
gate form. The fountain rises no higher 
than its source, nei her c»n the nation 
be better thau the individual. Reference 
was made to the decade between 1865 
and 1805 when the political experience 
of the people and nation, the causes in 
operation were not theu understood. 
It constituted a period of mystery. But 
we can look back now and see more 
clearly the designs of Providence and the 
leBson to us, that God rules the destiny 
of every nation, and we believe it has 
resulted in a nobler aud fuller expression 
in our national life of the American 
ideal. 

There are still great things before us 
and by preserving righteousuess or right 
doing in the nat.on wqr shall secure to 
our children a worthy heritage. In 
closiug, tho speaker referred to the 
brotherhood which obtains in the Grand 
Army and its auxiliary organizations. 
The memory of their service to the 
country should be preserved and perpet- 
uated uot as in the olden time, but by 
extending this bond of brotherhood 
which is more enduring aud which in it- 
self will constitute a lasting expression 
of national blessing. 

The afternoon services, to which the 
veterrns were invited, took place at 3 30 
o’olock in the Channing chuich, Newtou, 
and it proved one of the most impres- 
slves services which the post has attend- 
ed for several years. The attendance 
was very large, the great auditorium be- 
ing well filled, and tbe decorations about 
the altar were unusually floe. The rail- 
ing in front of the choir seats was 
draped and festooned with the American 
colors ;about tbe altar were potted plants, 
hydrangeas and out flowers, and on either 
side of the altar was a stack of rifles. 

The veterans and friends occupied 
special seats reserved for them iu the 
front of the churoh. 

Charles Ward Post 02 G. A. R., under 
commaud of W. A. Tripp, turned out 76 
veterans, J. Wiley Edraauds Camp 100 
S. of V., under Captain C. E. Kimball, 
turned out 10 men, A. E. Cuuuingham 
tent 2, D. of V., under Miss Ella E. 
Jenntson, numbered 15, Claflin Guaid 
Co. C. 5rh Regt. M. V. M., under Captaiu 
J. Albert Scott, numbered 40 men. 

Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke’s address was 
substantially as follows: The text was 
2 Timothy 11,3. Thou therefore endure 
hardness as a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ. 

The name of tbe soldier has been an 
honored one among all nations and in all 
times. The annals of history recount 
deeds of military service, sometimes Al- 
most to the exclusion of everything else 
besides. Thu geuius of poetry has al- 
ways sought to lend new lustre to war- 
like achievements. The highest re- 
wards of uatious have always been giveu 
to those who have woo victory for them 
on fields of battle. No profession has 
beeu more honored in social life thau 
that of arms. The cause of this is evi- 
dent. For ages nations have depended 
upon the soldier for their existence. 
They ueeded him, as they needed no 
other inan, and they needed him often. 
The ability to reuder military service 
was iu constant demand. Naturally 
enough he who oould respond to the call 
of bis native laud in this way, wou an al- 
most exclusive portion of its gratitude 
and veneration. But this is uot quite 
tbe case today, at least among us. The 
call for military service is almost un- 
known to ull but the smallest fraotion of 
the men of our country. Almost thirty 

ears have passed away since large uum- 

ora of men were called upon to reuder 
it. Then our modern life has become so 
complex that there are many ways be- 
sides that iu which they are able to serve 
their country. It is uot to be wondered 
at that less attention is giveu to the work 
of the soldier thau in days gone by. But 
while his work is uot so muolr or so ofteu 
needed, the essential qualities of soldier- 
ship are ueeded as much In all our life us 
they ever have beeu. Still as much as 
ever they ure earnestly demauded uud 
prized. What are some of those quali- 
ties aud how may we use them iu the 
highest interests of our oountry iu peace 
as well as iu war? 

Tho most strikiug quality of the 
soldier is self-sacrifice. It is that which 
more thau auvthiug else that endears 
him aud euuobles him. No one can see 
a company of men num bing to where 
suffering aud death awaits them without 
feeliug his eye moisten and his heart 
throb. Thatself'sucriflce finds expres>dou 
in many ways. It is seen iu his wiiliug- 
uess to do every duty which belougs to 
him as a member of a military force. He 
calls the muu who is uuwilliug to do that 
a shirk. It is seeu iu the way iu whioh he 
faces the hardest aud most paiuful tusks. 
It is seen also iu his surreuder of persoual 


success to the success of the oause he de- 
fends. We need all that today at home, 
ns much as we needed it thirty years ago 
on the tented field. It is needed to shame 
the man into a setiso of what he is really 
doing when he evades the payment of 
taxes which are due from him as a man 
who owns so much property, and so 
compels others poorer than himself to 
bear Ills burden. It is needed to inspire 
men to the servico of their country on 
the jury, at the polls, in the performance 
of civic duties. These things, it is true, 
take time; often they are unpleasant. 
But what if they are. The soldier re- 
minds us th At no duty ought to be too 
hard for a man who desires to Bervo his 
commonwealth. The soldier, too, teach- 
es us all that tho nation, no more than 
the army, oan prosper when men put 
themselves, their assumed interests and 
passions and prejudices above the 
general good of all. 

Another quality of tho military life is 
its discipline, its devotion to its leaders, 
its faith in the cause it serves. Without 
discipline tho army becomes a mob;«vith- 
out devotion to its leaders it loses its 
self-respect; without faith in its cause it 
loses its enthusiasm. These alone can 
enable it to move on with the assurance 
of victory in its heart. But true as tbis 
is of the life of the army, it is just as 
true of the life of the republic. There 
are evidences only too abuudant to show 
how muob we ought to heed these teach- 
ings from the experience of the soldier. 

There is a disregard of law which 
sometimes becomes painful. And tbis 
disregard does not come alone from new- 
comers to our soil, not alone from those 
who in their determination to seour 
higher wages face the representatives of 
law with deadly weapons in their hands, 
but also from those who iu the confi- 
dence that comes from financial and 
corporate power too often act as if the 
laws of the land wore made not so much 
for their obedieuce as for their interest. 
Well will it be for us if we can arouse 
that spirit of discipline, that can make 
men fear even if they do not reverence 
the laws of the land. Then there is too 
revalent among us a spirit that loves to 
nd in the great names of our history 
objects of mirth. We have even had 
comic histories of our country. But no 
nation oan do its noblest work or de- 
velop the highest form of national char- 
acter that has no reverence for those 
who have been its leaders. And no 
nation that forgets to honor its past is 
likely to have a future worthy of honor 
As Americans let us cultivate tbe spirit 
of respect and honor for our representa- 
tive men. 

And we also need faith in our tenub 
lican institutioi s. We look too much at 
imperfect and discouraging details, and 
at our own failure to realize as we should 
like our ideal of a republic. But here we 
must walk by faith. Let us look at the 
great ends that have beeu accomplished. 
Let us remember that if our form ol 
government has often led to the eleva- 
tion of bad or inefficient men to high 
places in the state aud nation, other 
forms of government have done no 
better, sometimes oven worse. All forms 
of government, as well as ours, are ex- 
periments. We must develop and 
strengthen that faith in our republican 
institutions, which will result in works 
which will not let them fail. Faith will 
give us success in our civic endeavors as 
well as to military. Put the same faith 
in our men at home, that was in the meu 
whose memories we honor today, and wr 
need not despair of the life of the re 
public. 

Then the success of the array depends 
upon the character and capaoity of each 
individual soldier. Want of these may 
reuder tbe wisest plans useless. The 
movement of the whole army is affected 
by what each soldier iu it does. Tbe old 
emperor William of Germany expressed 
the true military spirit when he said 
that one button lacking on bis coat 
would lower the tone of his armies. 

The knowledge each man possesses 
adds to efficiency, as we found during 
tho last war that the mechanical know 
ledge of men in the ranks enibled them 
to at once repair the damages doue by 
the enemy. 

But character and capacity are just as 
much demanded of us all today as 
citizens as they were theu demanded of 
meu as soldiers. To the extent that 
men are efficient in their occupations, to 
the extent that they study to under- 
stand the sooial and moral conditions of 
their time, to tho extent that they 
develop what is highest and uoblest in 
themselves do they help the nation to do 
its appointed work. 

We belong to u great nation, a uation 
which has risen into being as the out- 
come and result of the thought, tbe 
work, the aspiratious of the ages. It is 
a nation well worth the best service we 
can give it, and it needs us all. That 
service is ueeded uot on the battlefield 
alone, but everywhere, in the school, iu 
the home, in the shop, in the place of 
busiuess, in our hours of meditation and 
prayer. Our service may sometime call 
for self-devotion, for tho endurauoe of 
hardness. But what of that? All the 
great ends of life must be won in that, 
way. The memory of those who died 
that we might still remain a united 
people may well inspire us to consecrate 
our uoblest powers to the attainment in 
our life as a people of those great ends 
which God has appointed nations to ful- 
fil.

THE V A LUE ~of RICH ~MEN. 

Extract From an Address by Richard 
H. Dana, In Boston, Feb. 2 A. 1804. 

When in Chicago at the World’s fair 
you probably saw in the fine art gallery a 
very striking statue of a group of persons 
struggling for labor tickets. As you 
know, there have been times in certain 
pnrts of England when labor has been 
very scarce, and what little employment 
there wns used to be distributed by scat- 
tering labor tickets nmong the people. 
This statue represented such a scene as 
often took place. One large, strong man 
hns grnsped the ticket and holds it aloft 
in his hand, a stalwart young man is try- 
ing to take it from him. An old mnn 
clings piteously to his wnist, but all the 
while the eyes of the fortunnte holder nre 
looking at a poor woman with her child 
at his feet, nnd he is struggling between 
his own desire for work and his pity for 
those more helpless than himself. 

Now what does nil this menn? It means 
a senreity of wealth in that town. Now 
let us suppose that there should come 
into that town to stay 100 men with in- 
comes of $15,000 apiece, let us sny owners 
of a rich copper mine in the west. Wiint 
would bo the result? They would build 
homes. That would create a demand for 
lumber, bricks, stone, lime, cement, hard- 
ware and ' labor. Then the lumber and 
hardware dealers would have money, the 
brick yards would start up and with the 
joint employment of labor there would be

The storekeepers would have more 
money, rents would be paid, renl estate 
would advance, and again there would he 
more demand for goods, nnd that would 
he a demand for more labor nnd thnt In 
its turn create demand for goods and so 
on. Not only the townspeople, hut the 
farmers would be benefltted. The de- 
mand for farm products would not stop 
with what the 100 rich »en and their 
families would consume, hut storekeep- 
ers, mecliunics and laborers who before 
could not afford the pittance to keep 
life in their bodies would now be pur- 
chasers of milk, butter, eggs, meat nnd 
vegetables. 

Now, wonld It have been a wise policy 
to have kept these 100 rich men from com- 
ing into that town by insisting on impos- 
ing an unjust double tax on their prop- 
erty which other countries did not insist 
on? 

I heard on the floor of the legislature 
last year a member who got up and de- 
nounced rich men generally and said. 
“We don’t want any more millionaires in 
the commonwealth.” What is the use '»f 
talking that way. It isn’t that we want 
the individual millionaires or that 
they are any more agreeable than 
equally well educated, honest and able 
men Who nre poor, hut we do need their 
wealth, nnd yet we insist on a double tax 
in this state such as none of our surround- 
ing states requ re. nnd which tends to 
keep out nnd drive out wealth from this 
state, and effort** nre being made at the 
state house to enforce th it unjust double 
tax more strii gently than ever.

OUR LEGISLATORS, 


There is a good deal of talk of the way 
the Bell Telephone has been favored by 
the present legislature, and the means 
taken to bring it about, and to allow the 
monopoly to divide up its increase of 
capital stock among the stockholders. 
Some direct charges of lobbying and 
bribery have been made, but as of 
course it is very difficult to prove this 
sort of thing, those who made the 
charges in too explicit a manner have 
had to take them back, and some of the 
Boston papers have been subservient 
enough to proclaim that the legislature 
granted all its favors out of a pure 
Platonic love for the Bell company, aud 
that there was not eveu an odor of any- 
thing but purity aud disinterestedness 
about it. If this is so, then the men 
interested in presenting the matter to 
the legislature must be more (than 
ordinarily persuasive talkers. No one, 
of course, is simple enough to believe 
that the legislature bwould voluntarily 
except the Bell Telephone’s new millions 
of capital stock from the bill requiring 
such uew issues of stock t* be sold at 
auotion, and to pass the atock-auctiou 
bill aod then not have it apply to the 
Bell stock, is to make the bill a ridicu- 
lous measure. It puts a very elaborate 
lock upon the stable door, when there is 
nothing in the stable worth taking away. 
It is the same old story that is repeated 
every year, where corporations fare 
favored at tbe expense of the public, 
aod plausible arguments Jare; always 
given why the public should be sacrificed 
just this once. Thoie in a positiou to 
know, say that the force of lobbyists at 
the State House was never greater than 
this year, aod evideutlv they are more 
than a match for the average legislator 
in shrewdness, especially if they secure 
all these valuable concessions for 
nothing. 


The weather for Memorial Day w is 
made to order and could hardly have 
been improved upon. Tbe dust had 
been liid by the rain of the d»y before, 
and it was just cool euough to mak* the 
marching comfortable.

The improvements along Cheesecake 
Brook are getting widely advertised as 
the proper way to treat a brook that 
fl iwg through a city, aud which usually 
becomes a nuisance as soou as houses 
ate built al >ug its banks. Engineers 
ftom other cities and towus come to visit 
this boulevard, and are v ry enthusiastic 
over the way the brook has been made a 
great attraction, aud other cities are tak- 
ing pattern from tbe example Het by 
Newton. 

There are rumors that the gypsy 
moth has been at work iu some puns of 
Newtou, but possibly it is a case of mis- 
ttkeu identity, aud the cauker worms 
aud apple tree caterpillars are tneiely 
parading under a uew name. Newtou 
lias up to this season escaped invasion 
by the gypsy inoih, and if any of the 
pests are discovered the fact ought to be 
made known at once, so that vigorous 
measures could he taken.

At Notre Dame, tho Madeleine and 
St. Clotilde the salary is £00, aud there 
are jierquisitos at grand weddings and 
funerals. In smaller churches tlie pay 
is £40.

The Chinese women are not only forbid- 
den to leave this territory, hut even to 
pnss the great wall of Kalkan and enter 
into Mongolia. All tho Chinese of this 
border city are exclusively traders, and 
they accumulate money till their trad- 
ing with Europe through Siberia has 
created a sufficient fortune to enable 
them to return to their native cities and 
live there iu ease with their families. 
Their dwellings indicate their prosperi- 
ty. They arc separated from tho street 
by a clay wall, rather ugly, it is true, 
but surrounding generally a very ele- 
gant looking house, before which aro 
gamboling those sleek looking, plump 
«cnes, with unusually big eyes, such as 
aro pretty faithfully represented on Chi- 
nese vases and screens. The main part 
of tho houses of Maiwatchin is divided 
into two compartments, and that which 
is behind is raised. Fires are kept up 
under this great platform, which is cov- 
ered with mats that serve as seats by 
day and beds by night. Opposite the 
door a niche is generally seen whero 
the domestic idols, unaccustomed to at- 
titudinize to profane eyes, reposo be- 
hind an ornamented blind. The walls 
of tho reception room aro lacquered in 
red or black and sometimes covered 
with figured silk, according to tho 
wealth and taste of the owner. The 
apartment overlooking the conrt is gen- 
erally of light wood, perforated and 
carved, and over these openings colored 
paper is stretched, producing something 
of tho graceful effect of stained glass. 
The idol temples are gorgeous build- 
ings. — Chicago Tribune! 

Lift* In Other Worlds. 

Tho fact has been established that tho 
supposed diamonds found iu meteorites 
near tho Canyon Diublo, in Arizona, aro 
actually such. This is a matter of pro- 
found interest, indicating ns it does that 
such stones exist ou other planets. Some 
authorities assert that diamonds — like 
coal, which is so nearly of tho same 
chemical construction — could not possi- 
bly come into existence without previous 
vegetable growths to generate their ma- 
terial.

Canker Worms. 

To the Editor of tlio Graphic:— 

There has beeu some discusssion as to 
the nature of the worms which have left 
some apple trees as bare aud brown as if 
a fire had swept over them. They are 
what are called canker worms and seem 
to be more prevalent than for many 
years. A strip of tarred paper fastened 
tightly around the trees, coated every 
few days with tar, or a cheap kind of 
printer’s ink, is a sure protection, as any 
one can s**e by travelling about the city. 
Trees thus protected are untouched, 
while other trees across the street have 
uot a leaf on them. I see that some 
apple trees in front of the old cemetery 
ou Centre street, that presumably beloug 
to the city, have had their foliage de- 
stroyed, although their bark was care- 
fully scraped, to destroy the eggs of tbe 
tent caterpillar. The canker worms like 
a smooth bark, aud as they last tlnougb 
the season, instead of for a few weeks, 
like the teut caterpillar, they will proba- 
bly attack the elm trees next, unless pre- 
cautions are taken. Agriculturist. 


NEWTON BOULEVARD. 


CONTRACTS FOR TWO SECTIONS AWARDED 
BY THE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE. 


The highway committee of XewtoD 
have takeu the first steps toward making 
a practical reality of the new boulevard. 

Bids were opened aud two sections of 
the roadway were let out. They were 
numbered 5 aud 0. The former extends 
from Yaleutiue to Chestnut street, while 
the latter section extends from Chestnut 
to Washington street. 

The contract for No. 5 was awarded to 
Jeremiah Cotter & Sans, and sec. 6 to 
Thomas F. Mague. 

Sec. 3 and 4, which comprise the dis- 
trict from Centre street to Valentine 
street, will be laid out by the city. 

Secs. 1 and 2, comprising the distance 
from the Bostou line to Centre street, 
to Frank Stuart and YV. II. Migue, re- 
spectively, and the contract price was 
about $28,000 and $2:5,000 for two sec- 
tions. The total for the sections whete 
contracts have been awarded is about 
20 per cent, less than the estimates, 
which is fortunate for the city.

The regular meetinir of the aldermen 
was held Monday evening, the mayor 
presided and every member was prosent. 
There seemed to be more than a cursory 
interest in the proceedings of the board 
oil this evening, to judge from the in- 
creasing number of people who found 
places in the chamber as the time for 
opening the session approached. It was 
noticeable that most of the spectators 
came from Newton Upper Falls, and in 
addition to the male portion of the at- 
tendance there were quite a number of 
girls and ladies. Among the more promi- 
nent of those present were ex-Alderman 
George Pettee, Mr. Otis Pottee, Mr. II. 
B. Parker, Mr. Geo. Albree, City Solid- 
tor Slocum, Mr. Amos L. Hale, Mr. 
Bernard Billings, Mr. Joseph Temperley, 
Mr. Herbert E. Locke, Dr. .1. R. Dean, 
Dr. W. H. McOwen, Mr. J. \V. Mitchell 
and W. A. Marcy, Esq. 

The session was called a little late 
owing to a previous committee meeting 
and the records were lead and approved. 

The mayor submitted an invitation 
from II. H. Sawyer, representing the 
Young Men’s Assembly of Watertown, to 
attend a public meeting in the Towu 
Hall. Wednesday eveniug, Juue 13, in 
the interests of the Charles river ira 
provement, which was accepted. 

Papers from the common couucil were 
pjssed in concurrence. 

A hearing was granted the N. E. Tel. 
A Tel. Co. on locating additional under- 
ground conduits. 

Mr. Aibree of the company stated that 
they wished to extend the work com- 
menced last fall on Centre street iuto 
Franklin street, and to begin similar 
conduits in connectiou with the West 
Newton exchange for the distribution of 
their lines in various directions. The 
company intended to gradually extend 
the underground sys:em in the future. 

No remonstrants appeared aud the 
hearing was closed. 

A hearing was also opened in behalf 
of the Newton & Watertown Gas Light 
Co. for an arc light pole, coruer of, 
Berkeley and Chestnut streets, and was 
closed without remonstrance. 

Alderman Roffe claimed the attention 
of the board at this point, stating that 
be held a petition from Bernard Billings 
of Newton Upper Falls for a sixth class 
druggist’s license. It had been adver- 
tised by authority of the license com- 
mittee, and as parties interested in the 
matter were present, he moved that tbey 
be granted a hearing at that time. 

The motion prevailed and a hearing 
was opened. 

The petition was first presented and 
referred in due form. 

Ex-Alderman George Pettee was the 
first speaker. He appeared in favor of 
granting license in Newton Upper Falls, 
representing Mr. Billings, some of the 
residents of that village and himself. 
He felt some embarrassment in speaking 
as it had pleased the board to refuse 
licenses in that section of the city, but 
the privilege thus denied bad led to 
serious inconvenience to the citizens of 
the place in secuiing medicines and 
filling prescriptions, which necessitates 
:beir going to Newton Highlands or Bos- 
ton. They asked equal facilities as al- 
lowed all other sections of the city, 
which he believed they had a right to 
request from the board. Ho desired, be- 
fore proceeding, to hear what ground 
the remonstrants had for opposing li- 
-.censes in that place. 

The mayor stated that the board 
would hear all the evidence in favor, thut 
the reram strants would then be beard 
and that Mr. Pettee would then have an 
opportunity to close. 

Mr. Marcy for the remonstrants wished 
to ask Mr. Pettee a few questions ami 
was grauted the privilege. 

Q. You are quite a prominent man in 
Upper Falls, are you uol? 

A. I should not like to say about 
-.hat. 

Q. You have been au alder inau? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You kuow that Mr. Billings has 
violated his license and sold liquor il- 
legally. don’t you? 

A. I hardly think I should make that 
statement. 

Q. You have beeu pretty aotive for 
Mr. Billings. 

A. I have been active for no one 
Q. But you have thrown your iu- 
fiuence in his favor. 

A. Whatever iufiueuce [ have, has 
beeu exerted in behalf of the interests of 
the citizens. 

Q. You have seeu some of the alder- 
men? 

A. Yes, sir. 

You signed the petition in his 

£ iVOI ? 

A. I signed a petitiou circulated by 
the citizens in favor of license in thut 
village. 

Some important questions in detail 
were here introduced relative to wheu, 
wtiy and where he signed the petition, 
ami an endeavor made to show that his 
signature iufiueuced others. 

Mr. Petteesaid he signed the petitiou 
when he got ready. When it was brought 
o hi in there were .'0 names ou the peti- 
turn. He did not consider it a retuou- 
straut’s business wheu or where he 
signed the paper. 

Alderman Hamilton asked Mr. Pettee 
what he meant by sayiug he was speak- 
ing for himself. 

Mi. Pettee— 1 moan that I am persou- 
a'ly in favor of granting the druggist’s 
of Upper Falls a license, but I want to 
be emphatically ami distinctly under- 
stood, I am not here to advocate or 
• niuteuance such, conducted otherwise 
than as directed by law. 

Alderman Plummer — Are you familiar 
with the mines on the petition you 

• 

Mr. Pettee— With all except perhaps 
a half dozeu. 

Q. Do you consider that the best 
people of the pluco waut license? 

A. 1 believe a mujarity of the repre- 
sentative citizens of the place waut it. 
The names on that petition represent 
>200,000 of taxable property. Tliev are 
citizens, wiio are permaueut residents 
ami live in their own houses 
Mr. Billings was introduced ami was 
luestioned by Mr. Pettee. 

Mr. Billings said he had beeu in busi- 
ness iu Upper Falls for 10 years. He 
carried a stuck of drugs aud cheuiieais, 
exclusive of cigars, stationery, etc., of 
over $2000, which was about twice the 
stock that would usually be carried iu 
such a place. 

Q. Do you carry this large stock be- 
cause there is demand for it? 

A. Certainly, sir. 

Q. Thu village gives fyou a good 


patronago then? 

A. I have enjoyed a majority of their 
patronage. 

It, was then brought out that alcohol 
was an important factor In the business 
and in compounding prescriptions, vory 
few of which were without it in Homo 
form or other. 

Q. Without license, then, you are cut 
off from compounding prescriptions 
which require it? 

A. That is what I believe and prac- 
tice. 

Mr. Billings in answer to questions 
said he had been postmaster for 10 years 
and bandied laige money order amonuts 
every month. 

This line of questioning was interrupt- 
ed by the mayor, who thought it irrele- 
vant to the question. 

Mr. Pettee replied that ho understood 
the remonstrants bad attacked the char- 
acter and business integrity of Mr. 
Billings aud wished to show how false 
statements of that kind wore. 

The mayor said if such charges were 
made the petitioners would have an 
opportunity to reply later. 

A letter from Rev. H. S, Davis of the 
Baptist church was then read, protesting 
against the granting of sixth class 
liceuses and remarking an increased 
orderliness and absenco of loafers in the 
square near his church on Sundays. 

The side of the remonstrants was 
opened by Mr. Otis Pettee who camo 
there as opposed to license in nny form 
or place. It had come to his ears that 
some gentleman had been interviewing 
the aldermen under his name aud he had 
come there to place himself in a 
true light on this matter before them. 
He din not know how true the rumor 
was, but bad beard it. Regarding the 
compounding of medicine bo read an ex- 
tract from tlio Massachusetts statute 
law, allowing druggists to sell pure 
alcohol for medicinal chemical or 
manufacturing purposes. As be under- 
stood it this allowed no bindrauce to the 
compounding of prescriptions. He be- 
lieved as far as the Falls were concerned 
no license was ueeded. The petition 
which he signed in remonstrance was 
done so conscientiously. But for the 
rumor alleging duplicity of action on his 
part he might have appeared in a differ- 
eut light before the board. He did not 
believe a majority of the better class of 
people wanted license. 

Aldermau Hamilton— Do Upper Falls 
people think the aldermen liavo dis- 
criminated against that portion of the 
city? 

Mr. Pettee— I have heard nothing said 
against the board of aldermen. 

Q. In your judgment are a majority 
of the more influential people against 
license? 

A. I think a majority of the better 
class are. 

Q. A majority of the voters? 

A. No, I should say not. 

Q. What is the feeling since the 
action of the aldermen in this matter? 

A. Satisfactory, so far as [ can say. 

Q, Have you beard auy opiuions ex- 
pressed relative to the noise or number 
of loafers on Sundays? 

A. I do not go into the square od 
Sundays. One lady remarked to me that 
she felt she could go to the postotfice 
with a greater degree of satisfaction and 
freedom from an offensive crowd. A 
trader near there told me more people 
bad paid their bills recently than usual. 

Q. Do you believe liquor is sold there 
now? 

A. I don’t know. One of the payers 
said locally awhile ago that Upper Falls 
was very dry now. 

Alderman Plummer— Do the people 
object to iiceuse if it is lived up r«>? 

A. I am uot prepared to answer as I 
have beard no expression. I don’t tbmk 
license is necessary. 

Alderman Thompson — Was there any 
fear among ladies when license was iu 
force? 

A. I only have heard the remark of 
that one lady. 

Aldermau Plummer— You cousider 
from these petitions that the best people 
are opposed to license? 

A. Yes sir, emphatically. 

Mr. Oscar A. Nutter thought those 
most inconvenienced by no license were 
those who drank habitually. These 
parties now' had to go out of the villago 
to get what they required. Referring to 
the petitions for Iiceuse first submitted 
containing 132 names, be said seventy- 
five were not voters, f >ur were uot sup- 
posed to live there, two were down twice, 
three were now suspected of selling, 
eleven were men who had been dis- 
charged from work because of driuk aud 
tweuty three were habitual drinkers. 
Of the last petition fifty-two were voters 
and twelve were uot voters in that pre- 
cinct. He was uot opposed to Mr. Bil- 
liugs, for whom be bad a great regard, 
but did not waut auy license iu the 
place. 

The mayor presented a petitiou here 
from O’ H ire A Kerrivan for a sixth 
class liquor license at Newtou Upper 
Falls, which was referred. 

Aldermau Hamilton to Mr. Nutter— 
What is the relative proportion of the 
signers of all these petitions? 

A. I should say many more have 
asked for it, than oppose it. 

The mayor— Leaving out those who 
are not citizens? 

A. I should think about evenly di- 
vided. ' 

Aldermau Iiumery — Do you know who 
circulated the petitiou you first analyzed? 

A. There were several netitious. I 
think I do kuow, but should uot care to 
say. 

Aldermau Thompson— Was Mr. Bill- 
ings behind any of them? 

A. I don’t know as he was. 

Q. Do you thiuk so? 

A. No, I do not thiuk he was. 

Mr. Maicv took the wituess at this 
point aud after extracting his history up 
to the present era, asked if the men iu 
his employ at the Puttee Machine Works 
exhibited any signs of reformation in 
the amount or quality of the work per- 
formed? 

A. I could not say that they do. 

Q. Have tbey worked steadier? 

A. I dou’t know as tbey have. 

(J. D » you think they are quieter? 

A. They have that appearance. 

Ch tries Temple of Perseverance lodge, 
spoke iu ruraoustrauce. There was less 
loafing in the square on Sundays now 
than formally, lie hail seeu a man uuder 
the influence of liquor near Mr. Billing’s 
store, a year ago last September. The 
in iu failed to state where he got his 
liquor when asked. Another time iu 
conversation lie said he had obtained 
liquor at the drug store. 

Aldermau Plummer— Do you mean to 
say he got it illegally? 

A. He did not tell me that. 

Ernest Young said he had appeared at 
the previous hearings and was willing to 
repeat the statements then made. In 
onediug store liquor hud heeu sold il- 
legally aud he had got the proofs of it. 
He was thoroughly opposed to grautiug 
licenses iu Ward Five, aud as a member 
of the Good Templars had been active in 
fighting the grautiug of licenses iu 
Upper Falls. 

Mr. George Pettee— Did you say yon 
have purchased liquor there.' 

A. I have purchased it there aud 


others have. 

Q. How long ago? 

A. On Apr. 10, 1803. 

Q. Any other time. 

A. Not since then. I remombor the 
date because it was Sunday. 1 have got 
it there other times before. 

Q. How long have you been in tho 
United States? 

A. Three years. 

Q. Are you a voter? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you sign the petition against 
granting licenses? 

A. I did. I was one of tho committee 
of the Good Templars on the mat tor. 

Q. And still not a voter? 

A. No. 

Continuing, Young said dice had been 
shook and liquor drauk from the glass 
in Mr, Billings store. 

Alderman Thompson— When did this 
occur? 

A. Within three months. 

Q. Do you kuow it? 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. Bow do you know? 

A. I was told. 

Q. 1 thought you said you knew? 

A. Well, I know from wbat 1 have 
been told. 

Dr. W. II. McOwen, who has practiced 
in Upper Falls for nine years, said ho 
did not come there from any personal 
motives, but believing the best interest 
of the place was opposed to license. 
He bad no personal feelings against any 
one and no confidences to betray. Tho 
mothers of families had spoken to him 
and asked his influence in their favor. 
He had told them to go to the store and 
see Mr. BiHings and they had done so 
with good results for a time. He 
thought it waR time to refuse licenses 
when ho was told a city official iu uniform 
could drink there and another had stood 
with a committee from the city govern- 
ment and drank liquor drawn from the 
soda fountain. 

Alderman Hamilton— With respect to 
drawing liquor from the fouutaiu what 
authority have you for such a state- 
ment? 

A. I know what he said. 

Q. Is he a responsible and reliable 
party? 

A. Yes I think I can say so. 

Alderman Roffe — Have you a regard 
for his veracity? 

A. Y'es,— quite a regard. 

Alderman Plummer — Do you consider 
the discharge of an offending party in 
the store bas eliminated a disturbing 
facror? 

A. I certainly do. The character of 
the two men is not to be compared. I 
have a great regard for Mr. Beruard 
Billings. 

Alderman Hamilton — Is there any 
change recently. 

A. I feel that them has been a change. 
Mr. George Pettee— Have you seeu 
anyone UDder the influence of liquor 
there recently? 

A. Yes. 

Q. A dozeu? 

A. Yes. as many as a dozen. 

Q. Do you thiuk they got it at Mr. 
Billing’s store? 

A. I don’t think Mr. Bernard Billing's 
would sell it. Don’t believe he has sold 
it in the last five years. 

Q. In the course of your practice, do 
you come across any ki.cben bar rooms? 
A. I think there are some. 

Mr. Marcy took the doctor in hand and 
elicited the fact that he was a gradu 
ate of the Harvard Medical school and 
that he needed brandy or whisky in his 
prescriptions about once a mouth. 

Joseph Temperley spoke as one inter- 
ested in temperance but belonged to no 
organization. He believed there was no 
influence other thau a desire for reforma- 
tion in the opposition to these licenses, 
and temperance people would be glad to 
see every drug store in the city refused a 
license. The open bar rooms of the 
past bad been closed up aud now a lever 
was being exerted against the druggists. 
I’iie place is improved since the first of 
May, aud the patrol wagon does uot come 
up there so often, he claimed. There 
w. is not so much liquor drauk there now 
as before. He had signed a petition 
against iiceuse and had talked with 
many who would have signed, but for 
the enmity thereby engendered. 

Alderman Hamilton — How many iu 
that attitude have you talked with? 

A. I know of two old residents and 
might liud more if I tried. 

Quite a sensation was created by the 
introduction of a new wituess. who was 
brougbt to the hearing by M. U. Coffin. 

The latter said he did not corue with 
any malice toward anyone, and had 
brought a boy who had been in the habit 
of carrying liquor about the viil.ige from 
Mr. Billiug’s store. 

His name was Charlie Andrews. 

He had beeu hired for a few cents to 
go aud get liquor. 

Aldermau Ilamiltou— Do you know 
that he has done su? 

Mr. Coftiu— Ask him, I have not ques- 
tioned linn at all, I simply asked him if 
ho would come here tonight with ine. 

Alderman Ilamiltou then directed his 
queries to the boy. 

Q. How old aie you? 

A. Ten years. 

Q. You have carried liquor, have 
you? 

A. \ es sir. 

Q. Wheu? 

A. Last summer. 

Q. What did they do with it? 

A. I c^ou’t kuow. 

Q. Were they sick. 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. You carried it to them because 
they were sick. 

A. That’s wbat they said, (laughter.) 
Mr. Pettee — You have been in tho 
habit of carryiug packages for Mr. Bil- 
lings? 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. How did you kuow there was 
liquor iu them? 

A. I didu't. 

Q. Did you always go for Mr. Billiugs 
or for others. 

A. Sometimes for others. 

Q. Did you carry an order wheu you 
weut to the store. 

A . Yes sir. 

Aldermau Ilamiltou — How much did 
you earu iu all? How much did you get? 
A. Five or ten ceuts. 

Q. Did you earu as much as a dollar? 
A. No sir. 

Mr. Coffin spoke in vefereuce to the 
square which he said was much less fre- 
quented Sundays thau formerly. 

Herbert E. Locke spoke for Rev. 
Nathaniel Fellows who was unable to be 
pieseut, but was iu lie trtby sympathy 
with aud eudorsed the action already 
taken by the board 

Mr. Marcy iu summing up for the re- 
monstrants, thought it had been clearly 
showu that Mr. Billings’ license had been 
violated. He continued iu a personal 
strain agaiust Mr. Billiugs for several 
minutes, aud after speaking of thd dis- 
charge of a certain clerk at the store, 
which, he claimed was simply a blind, as 
the geutlemau was uow iu the post office, 
next door, proceeded to uufold an 
elaborate plan of the store uud post 
office, and to describe in detail to the 
board of aldormeu just how far away

the aforesaid gentleman w«b located. 
The plan, ho stated, was not drawn to 
any scale, unfortunately, but the approxi- 
mate number of teet between the pre- 
scription donk in the drug store, which 
is quite a nice affair, with plate glass 
front, etc., and the office chair before the 
roll top desk in the post office, was 
shown. The room botween the post 
office and the drug store he called the 
stook room, as bo had never boon in 
there, and did not know what it con- 
tained. Then from a little back room, 
he explained, stairs took ono to the 
second story, or so he understood, for he 
had never been in or up there, to what he 
called the “laboratory for want of a 
better name.” He then made the state- 
ment that on this second floor with tho 
“laboratory,” a social club was located, 
whore he was told that gambling and 
drinking formed a prominent feature of 
amusement, and ho demonstrated how 
convenient that “laboratory” must, be to 
them. To return to the post office, of 
course it was very easy, ho resumed, for 
this gentleman to step into the drug 
store if so disposed, and dispense liquor, 
ammonia, or anything else. 

Aldermau Botbfeld rather brusquely 
interrupted a beautiful theoretical de- 
velopment, by inquiring what all this 
proved. If these things could not be 
proved the board had other business in 
whioh to eraoloy the time. 

Alderman Plummer to Mr. Marcy— Do 
you mean that Mr. Edward Billings is in 
the drug store and selling liquor? 

Mr. Marcy. No. 

Q. Do you mean to convey any such 
idea? 

A. I only told this as I thought he 
was not a responsible partv. 

Alderman Hamilton— Do you mean 
formerly or now? 

A. Formerly. 

Mr. Marcy in concluding claimed the 
petitioners had not advanced one point. 

Mr. Pettee in concluding for the peti- 
tioners touched upon the testimony in- 
troduced. Notwithstanding the police 
and other officials of the city, according 
to the remonstrants, the square was 
filled with loafers to the discomfort and 
terror of ladies and others. Mr. Davis' 
letter had been inoluded in these re- 
monstrants, when he might have been 
relieved by the police had they beeu 
asked. Ono lady only has referred to 
disorder in the square and these things 
are used against the petition of 200 of 
representative resident citizens of the 
village. 

Fifty are claimed not to be voters, but 
even if 100 are taken away there are still 
100 oitizens left who ask for license and 
these are the people who own land and 
houses and pay taxes into the treasury 
of the city of Newton. Today the people 
of Upper Falls go to Newton Highlands 
or elsewhere to buy their medicine, 
where before they have purchased of the 
local stores. Discrimination is made 
against these citizens, while all other 
sections of the city enjoy the privileges 
allowed by a sixth class license. 

The remonstrants say they did not try 
to get all the names they could, and only 
20 names are filed at the office of the 
city clerk, and these are used as the ex- 
ression of the whole villuge to deny the 
ruggists of that place and the citizens, 
the privilege of a sixth class license. 

From our own observation there has 
beeu more real drunkenness lately than 
is usual. The olaim is made that Mi;. 
Billings has been selling illegally and in- 
discriminately. Is there a store iu the 
city that is not selling illegally? But 
one mau is singled out for punishment 
and the others are allowed to continue. 
At a recent hearing Mr. J. W. Mitchell, 
although remonstrating ngainst the 
issue of license there, expressed the 
opinion that Mr. Billings was fair, oon- 
soientious, and that if license was grant- 
ed, there was no doubt that the business 
would be con iucted to the satisfaction 
of this board aud the citizens of Newton 
Upper Falls. There is no question in 
our minds but that he was discriminated 
against. 

The petitioners should be accorded 
the same privileges enjoyed by other 
sections and it is just as much the busi- 
ness of tho oity fathers to see that the 
letter of the law is adhered to iu this 
as in every other oase. Then these 
remonstrants who have no word to say 
agaiust Mr. Billings can go to him if 
they have a grievance and be assured he 
will govern himself accordingly. When 
reform is shown to be sound and logical 
there is no such weakness in its present- 
ment as exhibited here, aud it is adopted 
without successful opposition. 

This closed the hearing. 

The N. E. Telephoae it Telegraph Co. 
accepted a location for underground con- 
duits which was received. 

A communication was received from 
the inspector of buildings relative to the 
erection of a stable, 30x30 for Chas. 
Curtis on OtiB street. It had the ap- 
proval of that official aud was according- 
ly grauted. 

A petition was received from the 
drivers of the tire department aud of 
Chemical B for au iucrease of pay to 
$2 50 per diem. 

Referred to fire department. 

The mayor made these appointments 
to the tegular police force for a pro- 
bationary period of six months. 

Charles H. Taiuter, Nathaniel Seaver, 
.John A. McKenzie aud Festus A. Put- 
nam. 

They were confirmed. 

These jurors were drawn for the next 
session of the Superior Court. 

Chester Guild, Jr., Park street, Ward 
Seven, Richard H. Adams, High street, 
Ward Five. 

John J. Forbes, et. al.. petitioned for 
exteusiou of the sewer 000 feet in Free- 
man street. Referred. 

Wm. Cahill, et. ul., petitioned for 
sewer in Lexington street from River 
street to the Wnltham line. Referred. 

J. C. Elms petitioned for the laying 
out of Elmhurst road and sidewalk ou 
same. Referred. 

U. G. Grey petitioned for au oflioer to 
be stationed at Riverside. 

Aldermun Plummer said this was a 
much need provision for public safety. 
Many of the boat and launch men re- 
turned home at night oftentimes with 
considerable sums of money aud severul 
people had beeu waylaid in the late 
eveniug, oue mau losing quite a large 
sum which he was fortunate enough to 
recover later. He thought it advisable 
to make some provision for police pro- 
tection here. 

The petition was referred to the polioe 
committee. 

Alderman Bothfeld for the highway 
committee reported, recomtneudiug the 
discontinuance of a portion of Beacon 
street; relative to the assessment of 
bcttermeuts ou the Cheesecake boulevard 
on the basis of the improvement of the 
brook aud the laying out of the street; 
also reuommeudiug the grautiug of 
various petitions for sidewalks. 

Au order appropriating $1)51 for the 
water board to lay 7iH) feet of maius in 
Cornell aud Ottawa streets was passed; 
ulso au order to construct various side- 
walks ou Wiuthrop aud other streets. 


Alderman Bothfeld offered the follow- 
ing ordei : 

CHEESECAKE ASSESSMENTS. 

An order was adopted making assess- 
ments on account of widening, deepening 
aud straightening Cheesecako brook 
from Watertown street to CbnrleH liver. 
Tbo following is the list of assessments:

An order whs adopted making assess- 
ment on abuttors of Cheesecake brook 
from Watertown street to Charles river 
on account of highway built on each 
side of same. Emily A. Parker, $783.88; 
Anna M Hyde, $400.00; Lucy J. Cate, 
formerly Fuller, $288 88; Arnas* W. Trr- 
box, $538.83; John C.Cbaffiu,$200;Emeline 
Maynard, $2000; Robert H. Hill, $200; 
Mary C. Morrill, $683.84; Gilbert May- 
nard, $00.07; Geo. B. Wilbour, $338.84; 
Harrison Dunham, $800; Alice D. Hall, 
$-333 34. Total $0488.34. 

Alderman Botbfeld explained that in 
all but three cases it was simply a matter 
of form as the land bad been released to 
the city. 

Aldormau Hunt reported in favor of 
constructing sowers in River, Beach and 
Faxon streets. Accepted. 

W. S. Slocum for the building commit- 
tee of the Central Congregational church 
petitioned for permit to occupy eight 
feet of Walnut street. Referred. 

C. F.Eddy petitioued for concrete side- 
walk on Parsons street. Referred. 

Alderman Rumery presented a letter 
from W. H. Baker, having a olaim 
against the oity in favor of Dr. K. F. 
Newton of New York for damage result- 
ing to property comer of Harvard Btreet 
And Norwood avenue during the con- 
struction of the sewer, the house re- 
maining idle for six months. Referred 
to sewer committee. 

S. E. Strout et al.. petitioned for two 
street lights on Paul street. Referred. 

J. H. Farrar, Cook street, netioned for 
a pool table license. The petition was 
accompanied by a petition in its favor 
signed by C. W. Kinder et al, Referred. 

D. Frank O' Hare petitioned for a sixth 
class liquor license at Newton Upper 
Falls. It was received, referred and 
ordered advertised in the Newton 
Journal. 

Alderman Plummer presented an 
order requesting the mayor to order the 
Hags to be displayed ou all public build- 
ings, and the city hall closed on Monday, 
June 18 th. Passed. 

C. F. Crehore & Co. endorsed D. W. 
Warreu’s petition for license as a public 
weigher and the mayor appointed and 
the board oonfirrnod this action. 

Orders were passed giving notice and 
apportioning bearings ou the la>iug of 
sewers in Faxon and Beach streets. 

The board then took a recess for 20 
minutes. 

Upon reassembling Alderman Rumery 
put in an order appropriating $750 for 
the fire department, to expend $500 in 
the purchase of additional hose and $250 
for a new horse for Truck One. 

Alderman Bothfeld wanted informa- 
tion regarding the order. 

Aldermau Rumery said the committee 
had $400 and proposed to put $500 more 
with it to make up their regular comple- 
ment of hose. The horse was to replace 
one of the white span which was about 
30 years old. The latter was to be trans- 
ferred to the supply wagon at Newton 
Centre. 

Alderman Roile believed it imperative- 
ly essential that the balky horse on 
Steamer Three should be replaced with- 
out delay. 

Alderman Rumery said two horses 
were really necessary. Councilman 
Parker telephoned him that he could 
walk to Box 75 Sunday quicker than 
Steamer Three got there, because of that 
horse. 

The order was adopted. 

Au order was passed and a hearing 
appointed for the widening of Washing- 
ton street to 75 feet near the estute of 
Charles Harrington. 

Harvey B. Holt petitioned for permit 
to ’move a building from Hillside across 
Columbus street. Granted. 

Edward Bosson et al., petitioned for a 
concrete sidewalk on Hillside avenue. 
Roferred. 

J. Allen Smith petitioued that Collins 
road be accepted by the city. Referred. 

T. G. Woodmau and Mary Yaleuci, 
Upper Falls, petitioned for innholders’ 
licenses. Referred. 

The mayor stated that several bearings 
had been set for June 18, and ou moliou 
of Alderman Rumery they were post- 
poned until Juno 19. 

Alderman Thompson presented au 
order that the mayor petition tho rail- 
road commission to take steps to pre- 
vent the continued use of the wbistie as 
a signal at crossings by the N. Y. & N. 
E. railroad company in Newton. 

He said the signals had been iu use 
three weeks aud had become a perfect 
Duisance. Au appeal to the superinten- 
dent bad beeu productive of uo result. 

The order passed. 

Aldermau Rumery preseuted an order 
authorizing the tire committee to ox- 
pend $400 for hose. Adopted. 

Alderman Hunt introduced au order 
whioh passed, relinquishing laud takeu 
for sewer purposes iu Gasometer court. 

Orders wore passed to lay out sewers 
uear Suffolk road aud in River street. 

Alderman Thompsou said that two 
parties iu his ward were anxious to have 
some action taken on the matter of the 
street railway looation on Woodward 
street. The road bed was partly ou their 
laud and they wanted it moved. One of 
the gentlemen was present that evening. 
It was time something was done about 
the matter as the board bad ordered 
them to be moved. He motioned that 
the N. A B. Street Railway Co. be 
ordered to move their track on Wood- 
ward street forthwith to the looation 
grauted them. 

Aldermau Bothfeld said au order was 
passed early lust year for them to put 
the traok where it belonged. They had 
taken uo notice of the board’s require- 
ment. The motiou passed. 

Au order was passed granting the tele- 
phone compauy locatiou as requested for 
underground conduits for their wires. 

An order was udopted granting the N. 
A W. Gas Co. location for pole, ooruer 
of Berkeley aud Chostuut streets. 

An order appropriating $1325 for the 
settlement of cluims aguiust the city wus 
passed. 

Alderman Plummer’s motion to meet 
next ou June 19 was adopted. 

Aldermau Plummer spoke at this time 
of the old nuisance at Auburudale kuowu 
as the Mague piggery. Oue year ago he 
took oocasiou to sneak of the uuisauoe 
aud it is there today just the sume ex- 
cept that an 8 foot fenoe has beeu built 
to keep the smell out. The atmosphere 
in all that section is ladeu with maluria. 
The fumes are somethiug terrible to ex- 
perience, “Why, a mau came to me with 
tears iu his eyes,” he coutiuuod, “and 
said his children al home were shukiug 
like rats,” from the malaria spread 
abroad from this public dumping 


ground. Not only was all the filth of 
every ward in the city brought here Into 
Ward Four, but that from the Newton 
Hospital was spread on top the ground 
with everything else. Imagine the ac- 
cumulations from tho hospital and its 
contagious disease wards, even aside 
from the contributions of the other six 
wards, and the people of Auburndsle 
living with it all right under their noses! 
And not only Is this refuse dumped and 
spread right on top of tho ground but 18 
big hogs are put in there to root around 
aud keep the odors in circulation. He 
protests i most emphatically against its 
longer existence. It was the business of 
the health officers to attend to this 
matter but they say it is out of their 
province. He wanted to know whose 
business it was to look after such things 
if not the hoard of health. If the state 
board of health should get on to the 
condition of this section and indict the 
city of Newton, some one would be 
found responsible, and that very sudden- 
ly. Stagnant water stands in the 
meadow there where the city has built 
a 4 1-2 foot drain, but the drain has be- 
come clogged up so one oannot get one’s 
hand into it, — and no one is responsible! 
The claim made for an abatement was 
just and reasonable, and he wanted the 
matter probed and remedied at once. 

Ho then made a motion that the 
matter be immediately brought to the 
attention of the board of health with a 
request for acltou. 

Aldermau Rumery seconded the 
motion. 

Alderman Hunt suggested that the 
board of health be ordered instead of 
requested. 

Alderman Plummer— We cannot order 
them. 

Alderman Thompson— I believe if the 
board of health cannot attend to these 
matters it is time they were legislated 
out ot existence and replaced. 

Alderman Plummer— That’s a good 
idea. 

The motion was then put in this form 
—that the board of health be requested 
to immediately remonstrate agaiust and 
prohibit the dumping of garbage and 
offal as now practiced, and that the high- 
way committee fix the drain. 

This was adopted. 

An order appropriating $250 for ex- 
change of horses for the fire department 
was passed, also au order allowing the 
abuttors of tbe Mague meadow drainage 
00 days in which to pay their per cent of 
tbe cost as assessed them. 

The board then adjourned at 11.12 
o’clock.

The new parkway between Newton- 
▼ille avenue and Cabot street is now open 
to the public, aud makes a very pretty 
drive with its curved road and groves of 
trees. A sidewalk covered with crushed 
stone has been constructed on one side, 
and the work contemplated is about com- 
pleted, except the grading of the banks 
of the brooks. The highway depart- 
ment has managed the expenditures so 
judiciously that the work will be com- 
pleted iuside of the appropriation, which 
is a very gratifying result. On the Cabot 
street side a number of new houses have 
been completed on new streets connect- 
ing with the parkway, and more are 
contemplated, so that the addition to the 
taxable property of this city and the rise 
in values of land will more thau pay for 
the expense already incurred. Cabot 
street has beeu regraded and reconstruct- 
ed, and changed from a country road to 
one of the best streets of the city. The 
next thing will be to continue the park- 
way through to Mill street, which can 
easily be done, as there is already a road- 
way through the woods and the owners 
of the land would probably be more than 
willing to give what was needed for a 
wide street, on account of the great 
benefit it would be to them, in opening 
up their property, and from Mill street it 
would only be a short distauce to the 
uew central boulevard. A few years will 
see great changes in this section. 

The condition of the court 100m and 
the cells adjacent at City Hall, are cer- 
tainly a disgrace to the community. This 
week a youug girl was detained at the 
lock up, and had to be placed in one of 
the cells, which had been occupied over 
night by a drunken man aud was not 
in a very sweet smelling condition, aud 
the next cell was occupied oy a drunken 
man at the time. It is au outrage to 
place a woman in oue of the cells at any 
time, but as the city makes uo other 
'provision the police have uo alteruative. 
The cells are dark, unveutilated, no suu- 
light ever reaches them, aud any man 
who stabed a dumb animal in such a 
place would be iu danger of prosecutiou 
from the S-iciety for the preventiou of 
cruelty to animals. Surely Newton, 
with its wealth aud many humanitarians 
cau do something in the matter, 
.and provide a better place for the unfor- 
tunate t.ffemlers against the law, aud it 
is time that something was done in this 
matter. Very few people have ever 
visited these cells, to see just what the 
condition of affairs is, and it delegations 
from the various womeu’s clubs of the 
city could be prevailed upou to make a 
little investigation, they would mate 
such a stir that the c» • y fathers would 
awake to the uecessily of liking some 
action. 


Bkooklixe is still going ahead with its 
municipal improvements aud has voted 
to widen Harvard street at u cost of 
$75 000, and Washington street at a cost 
of $01,000. A town government is in 
some respects superior to a city govern 
men), as when a public improvement is 
needed, action can be promptly taken, 
while in a city government it is a matter 
of years. Our owu Washington street 
is a case in point. It needs widening 
m- re than either of the Brookline streets 
ineutioued, but aft-r several years of 
agitatiou the matter still stauds where 
i* did in the beginning, aud as far as cau 
be foreseen nothing will b* done for 
several years to come. We have got the 
Central Boulevard through, but in other 
respects Newton is hardly keeping up its 
eud with Brookline, and it is such thiugs 
tii it determine the growth aud prosperity 
ol a municipality. 


Born branches of the City Couuoil will 
meet in special session ibis evening, 
to amend an order so that the Mayor cau 
execute au ugruemeut with the City of 
Boston iu regaid to work uloug the aque- 
duct. It win supposed that the order 
recently p issed gave such authority, as 
it was copied after oue passed a year 
ago, but wbeu examined, t wo words 
were found to be left out, aud uo agree- 
ment could be signed. The City of Bos- 
ton declined to allow any trespassing 
a oug the aqueduct, an 1 placed police- 
men to look after their rights, uulil such 
time us the agreement was signed, aud 
this has delayed wotk on the second 
division of the liist sectiou of the boule- 
vard. 


The usual scandals attending the 
passage of a tariff bill are now being 
detailed at gieat length, aud the result 
will be to still further lower the reputa- 
tion of our Nutioual beuute. But until 
more care is taken in electtug beuators, 


and men aro chosen for their Integrity 
and ability, instead of their wealth or 
their success as hustling politicians, 
nothing else can be expected. Tbe 
whole business will give added force to 
the movement in favor of olecting Sena- 
tors by popular vote, although that is 
not always certain to secure the choice 
of the nest men. 


The Boulevard Syndicate have gotten 
out a map, showing the attractive man- 
ner iu which their land has been laid 
out, under the direction of an eminent 
landscape engineer, so as to make tbe 
most of all the natural beauties of the 
localities to be improved. 


The World’s Paper Trade Review of 
London has a photograph of Col. E. H.

The Late De Witt C. Butler 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— . 

As we have eujoyed walking on Mt, 
Vernon street, not only on account of 
the fine residences and iuviting grounds, 
but also for the exceptionally flue view 
to be obtained from tbere, it has brought 
to mind our esteemed fellow citizen, De 
Witt Clinton Butler, who so lately 
passed away, and the interest wbioh he 
took in that locality. And it has seemed 
that a short resume of his life would not 
be amiss. 

He was boru in 1812, being the oldest 
son of Hon. Josiali Butler of Deerfield, 
N. H. In 1835 be was appoiuted post- 
master at South Deerfield, also Capt. of 
Infantry iu the 18th Regiment. He re- 
ceived his education at Greenfield and 
Exeter Academies, but, preferring a 
mercantile life, eugaged in the whole- 
sale grocery aud Hour busiuess on Black 
stone street. Boston, which he carried 
ou successfully for a number of years. 
Afterwards he entered the Boston Cus- 
tom House where he remained until 
1874. 

He was an active member of the 
Bowdoiu Square Baptist church, until he 
removed with his family to West New- 
ton, when lie uuited his interests with 
the society just formed here. Thorough 
ly appreciating aud wishing ali to enjoy 
the beautiful prospeot to lie obtained 
from tbe hill, he bought in 1870 a large 
tract of land thereon, through which he 
constructed Mt. Veruou street and built 
the four handsome residences uow oc- 
cupied by Wm. Bullivaut, Gao. L tvett 
J. R. Carter aud Chas. Ilosmer. He 
could have advanced his own interests 
much in ue by acceptiug the mauy op 

f iortunities to sell the laud iu small house 
ots, which would have resulted iu cut- 
ting off the view which is eujoyed by so 
muiy who uow walk uud drive through 
Mt. Vernon street. But placing restric- 
tions for twenty years on each lot sold, 
he determined to adhere to his original 
plau to do all in his power to make the 
place a source of pleasure to residents; 
although, on accouut of the business de- 
pression at that time, lie sacrificed his 
own property by so doing. 

Until within a few years, active in ail 
that pertained to the welfare of his 
country aud u stauuch Republican, he 
was interested iu the national questions 
of the day to witbiu a few weeks of his 
death, lie leaves three daughters, Miss 
L. J. Butler, a teacher, Mrs. Wm. E. 
Elder aud Mis. Wm. H. Kind, the oldest 
child, a sou, haviug died in South 
America wheu a young man. 11 is wife, 
the memory of whose sainted life will 
ulways he cherished by his frieuds, was 
called to her Heavenly Home, Oct, 23, 
1898. He died April 21, 181)4. 

Seldom has the world been blessed by 
the loug life aud example of two such 
unselfish persons; aud uow after fifty- 
eight years of companionship iu this 
sphere, they are reunited iu another 
world, where “There shall he neither 
sorrow nor crying, neither shall there be 
any more naiu; for the former things 
have passed away,”

BEGINNING OF MAN. 

DR. BRINTON FURNISHES INTEREST- 
ING DATA ON THE SUBJECT. 

(Irnfrnl Agreement on I1n> Discovert** In 
tlic "Dsirr* — The Glacial Age Band- 
w Idled In Itetween Worm r«rlotls. 
Where >laa Opened II l« Kye*. 

"The Beginning of .Man ami the Age of 
the Race” is the mihjtvt of an article in 
The Forum by Dr. Daniel G. Brinton, 
one of the foremost anthropologists of 
the time. The very earliest deposit in 
which there may l*e said to be a general 
agreement that man's remains are found 
is that called the Drift, a series of gravel 
beds in the valley of the TJiiames in Eng- 
land, Somme in France and the Manza- 
nares in Spain, and elsewhere in western 
Europe. In these beds his stone tools and 
weapons are found lying in undisturbed 
relations with bones of animals long since 
extinct, and which under the present con- 
ditions of the climate could not exist in 
that locality, these animals belonging to 
a tropical or subtropical fauna. From 
this one is led to believe that man lived 
there at an early date when the climate 
was much warmer than now, and that 
he bail lived there for a long time, for 
thousands of his implements have been 
found in various strata and scattered 
over a wide area. 

After this warm period a period of ex- 
treme cold descended from the north 
over central and western Europe. Hugo 
glaciers covered Scotland, Scandinavia 
and Switzerland, and the forests of 
France were the haunts of arctic qua- 
drupeds aud birds, of musk ox, reindeer 
and the white fox. Man, however, 
weathered this cold period and contin- 
ued to roam the woods aud fish the 
streams, transferring his habitations to 
natural caves, where evidence of his 
hunts and his battles are still to he 
found. This jieriod of cold is what is 
called the “glacial period,” and by some 
of our most learned geologists the length 
of this “icy age” has been placed from 
20,000 to 30,000 years. 

Adding this to the former calculation, 
and allowing a reasonable time for prime- 
val man to develop and spread over the 
area in which he lived, we have as the 
approximate time since man has ap- 
peared in Europe — where, up to date, we 
have found the earliest trace of his ex- 
istence — about 50,000 years. This Mr. 
Brinton regards as the minimum allow- 
ance for him. Some writers of eminence 
have required 200,000 years to explain 
all these chauges in climate, in organic 
life and in geological deposition, but Mr. 
Brinton points out that the tendency of 
late years has been toward u reduction 
of these figures, especially by field geol- 
ogists, who seem to be more impressed 
with the rapidity of nutural actions than 
heretofore. 

Coming next to the consideration of 
the origin of man, Dr. Brinton declares 
that “there is no trace anywhere of the 
missing link, no evideuce that man de- 
veloped out of some lower animal by 
loug series of slow changes.” Nor does 
he accept the doctrine of specific crea- 
tion as a scientific explanation. There 
is a third possible theory of the origin of 
man which Dr. Brinton holds is as good 
as another — namely, that called “evolu- 
tion per saltum,” or with u jump. 

“It is that procefcs, whatever it may 
be, which produces ‘sports’ in plants and 
•cranks’ and ‘geniuses’ in respectable 
families. No doctrine of ‘heredity’ or 
atavism’ or ‘reversion’ can explain these 
prodigies or monsters, us they happen to 
he. A family of we know not which of 
the higher mammals, perhaps the great 
tree ape which then lived in the warm 
regions of central France, may have pro- 
duced a few ‘sports,’ widely different 
physically and mentally from their par- 
ents, and these ‘sports’ were the ances- 
tors of mankind. This is a theory which 
asks for its acceptance no blind faith in 
the dogmatic assertions either of science 
or religious tradition.” 

As to where man first appeared Dr. 
Brinton says: "In fact, we are limited by 
a series of exclusions to the southern 
slope of that great mountain chain which 
begins in western Europe and Africa 
with the Atlas mountains, the Cantabri- 
an Alps aud the Pyrenees and continues 
to the Himalayas and their eastern ex- 
tensions iu farther India. Somewhere 
along this line in southern Asia or in 
southern Europe or in northern Africa 
we may confidently say man first opened 
his eyes upon the world uhout him. Up 
to the present time his earliest vestiges 
have been exhumed in the extreme west 
of this region, but that may be because 
there search has been more diligently 
made, hut the fact remains that, speak- 
ing from present knowledge, we know of 
man nowhere earlier than in England, 
France and the Iberiau peninsula.” — Re- 
view of Reviews. 


MORE TIM K WANTED. 

NEWTON VII.LK A WATERTOWN STREET 
RAILWAY ARKS EXTENSION OK ONE 
YEAR. 


At tho last, meeting of tho Watertown 
selectmen a communication was roceivod 
from tho Newtonvillo tfc Watertown 
street railway company, asking for an 
extension of timo oil their franchise to 
build an electric road on North Beacon 
street as far as the Boston line. 

The company, through its president, 
George W. Morse, says that his company 
entered into a contract with tho West 
End railway company that, provided 
they received tho franchise, they would 
build a railway from North Beacou 
street bridge on tho Boston side to the 
Watertown line. 

Tho West End railway oompany finds 
itself unable to build the line in the 
specified time, and asks for further time 
to ob aiu its franchise and make its ex- 
tension. 

The Newtonville & Watertown com- 
pany says that until tbe West End street 
railway company extends its tracks ac- 
cording to tbe agreement thoy cannot 
judiciously extend their tracks beyond 
their present limits. The company asks 
for an extension of one year. It is 
probable that the people of the towu 
will object to the extension.

Charles River Improvements. 

[Boaton Herald.) 

Assuming that Sunday last was a 
pleasant day in England, it is probable 
that the Thames river, from Richmond 
to Henley, and no doubt well above the 
last named point, was filled with thou- 
sands upon thousands of pleasure craft 
of different descriptions, their occupants 
finding in this way healthful as well as 
delightful recreation. No one who has 
not made a trip up or down the Thames 
in a steam or electric launch or a canoe 
or boat of some description can form an 
idea of the manner in which this river 
has been utilized for pleasure purposes; 
and, it may he remarked, this utilization 
lias been made possible hy a careful 
regulation ntul improvementof the water 
course. 

Not many years ago, before tbe con- 
trol of the river passed into the hands of 
the Thames conservancy, the waterway 
was impassable in consequence of small 
rapids, shoals aud other conditions 
which made it uecessary for one voyag- 
ing up or down it iu boats to resort to 
frequent “carries;” but now, by the 
establishment of dams with locks and 
the collection above each dam of a large 
amount of backwater, navigation for 
craft of light draught— that is, four or five 
feet of water— has been obtained over a 
long distance, while at the same time a 
water coveriug has beeu secured for a 
great deal of what would otherwise be 
low and marshy laud, tbm adding to the 
attractiveness of the river front of the 
Thames for residential purposes. 

We have referied to tbe benefits de- 
rived from this as a means of calling 
attention to an improvement which 
might easily be made in tbe immediate 
vioinity of Boston. The commission 
having iu charge the improvement of the 
Charles river haB recommended certaiu 
chnnges which would have the effect of 
giving to the lower part of the Charles 
the benefit that we have referred to 
which have beeu obtained by the treat- 
ment of the Thames. But it seems to us 
that a very valuable work would be ac- 
complished at a comparatively small ex- 
pense by thus improving the middle and 
upper sections of the river as well as its 
lower course. Whether the falls at 
Newton could be overcome— that is, 
without too much expense — is au en- 
gineering matter upon which we should 
not care to pass a hasty opinion; but 
such an improvement appears to be 
easily practicable as far as the lower 
falls, aud after passing Newton Upper 
Falls and proceeding toward the head- 
waters of the river, it is obvious that a 
few judiciously placed dams with locks 
would afford attractive uavigatiou for a 
great mauy miles. 

Wo think, apart from its historic re- 
lations, that tho valley of the Charles is 
quite as attractive as the valley of the 
Thames, aud there are reaches of river 
within ten or twelve miles of Boston 
which for quiet beauty are uot to be 
surpassed by auy which Eugland cau 
offer. Tho Thames conservaucy, hy 
levying a small toll for the use of its 
locks, securer a revenue sufficiently large 
to pay the requirements of interest aud 
sinking fuud on the improvement under- 
taken aud to keep up the work of needed 
repair; that is, the system is self-sus- 
taining, and it seems to us, if properly 
undertaken and gradually carried ou, 
that a similar improvement ou the 
Charles river would be attended with 
equally desirable financial aud health and 
amusemeut giving results.

Her 
birth-place was Detroit, Michigan, hut 
very early In her life her parents removed to 
Concord. N. II., and it was there in early 
girlhood that she developed the helpful and 
unselfish Christian character whlon had 
endeared her to a multitude of friend-. 
Her en|ly religious training was within tiie 
Eplscoptl church nnd she entered Into tiie 
life and work of that church with a devo- 
tion ami enthusiasm which lasted until tier 
death. She was endowed with natural 
musical talent and this was so carefully 
cultivated that she was from her youth an 
accomplished musician. With tier generous 
desire to do all tiie good in her power her 
life became a true ministry of music. When 
she was very young she became the organ- 
ist of St. Paul’s churoh in Concord and 
showed at that time her characteristic 
ability in directing a musical service. 
A hen St. Paul’s school was founded in 
Concord she was accustomed to play and 
sing to the hnvs. ns she so thoughtfully 
said, “to keep them from being homesick.” 
During the war her loving activities were 
spent in the philanthropic plans which 
were then deviled to help the soldiers. Iu 
1867 she married Alexander Tyler of Port 
land. For several years Mrs. Tyler lived 
witli her husband iu Minneapolis and there 
entered witli all her heart into the work of 
her beloved church. In 1882 Mr- and Mrs. 
Tvler with their family removed to Newton 
Highlands. From the beginning of her 
life in Newton Mrs. Tyler was active as a 
leader in every good work. Iler labors in 
every kind of beneficence which she under- 
took, and her interests were legion, was iu 
defatigable, She had not been long in the 
village before the Episcopalians began to 
form a parish, and Mrs. Tyler brought her 
energies to this cause with her usual enthu- 
siasm. There was no department of church 
work to which she did not lend a helping 
hand. Her musical tastes and her love for 
children led her to take special interest in 
the music of St. Paul’s church, as the new 
parish called its little place of worship, and 
the surpliced choir which was formed a 
few years afterwards, owed much of its 
inspiration to Mrs. Tyler. It will never be 
fully revealed how much In her unostenta- 
tious way Mrs. Tyler did for the choir. 
With her rare powers of awakening enthu- 
siasm .-lie was able to bring about remark- 
ably good results, and all who have been 
associated wild her in this cause will testi- 
fy to her untiring patience *and unilagging 
energy. She acted as pianist for the choir 
and was always ready with watchful care 
to come to the help of the singers If they 
found a hard place in the music. All the 
men nnd boys in the choir felt that they 
had a real friend in Mrs. Tyler. At Christ- 
mas and Easter she would arrange a ser- 
vice under her special direction, and each 
festival service seemed brighter aod more 
beautiful than the last. It is a significant 
memory that the last time Mrs. Tyler 
worshipped in St. Paul’s church was at tiie 
Children’s Service on Easter afternoon, 
and the last time she left her sick chamber 
she went into Boston to lead a children’s 
musical service in the school room of 
Trinity church, Boston. To this latter 
churcli Mrs. Tyler for years gave of her 
strength and skill at the great lestival sea- 
sons of the church. Dr. Brooks and later 
Dr. Donald warmly appreciated the help 
which she brought to them. But Mrs. 
Tyler’s good works were not confined to 
her church, various good causes claimed 
Her allegiance, and she performed many 
little acts of kindness and generosity which 
were concealed under a delicate privacy. 
A < a member for many years of the local 
circle of the Chautauqua, she was dearly 
loved by all associated with her, and no 
presence could be more profoundly missed 
from til at company. The same qualities 
which shine elsewnere were manifest in 
the interest she felt in the cause ana in the 
members. Such was the earnest life of 
Mrs. Tyler. And although she has passed 
away in tiie prime of life there are few to 
whom could be more aptly applied the 
words “Lord, uow lettest Thou ^hy ser- 
vant depart iu peace.”

Ancient Mindful Inst rinneiitx. 

Ill the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York city there is an interesting 
collection of musical instruments of all 
nations, many of which belong to past 
centuries. They lie silently iu tho glass 
cases. The Htrings of mandolins and 
lutes that made sweet music iu days 
gone by are broken and twisted, and 
the fingers that once swept them have 
passed away, but still tbe air seems 
trembling witli meludy. Imagination 
pictures tho banquet hall, tho summer 
nights when the troubadour sang songs 
under his ladylove’s window, or tho 
Bedouin camp in the desert, where the 
flute and guitar were played during tho 
evening hour of repose. There are in- 
struments here of ull characters — rude 
violins and banjos fashioned by savage 
hands, and daintv lyres inlaid with gold 
and mother of pearl, instruments which 
have played their part iu ancient cere- 
monies in furaway India and China, in 
the castles of the middle ages and iu the 
Airican wilderness. It is interesting to 
note that all nations have tried to make 
instruments to pleuse tho eye as well 
as to produce sweet sounds. The stringed 
instruments and flutes of savage races 
are often grotesque and oven ugly to 
civilized eyes, but the poor savage did 
his best He curved his instruments as 
well as he could and ulso adorned ib 
with whatever precious trinkets he had 
iu his possession. — ii. ti. Couaut iu HL

FUNERAL SERVICES. 

In .Memory of Fire Chief Henry L. 
Bixby. 

AM. DEPARTMENTS OP THR CITY HEPJtR- 


SE.VTED. 


The funeral service* In memory of Chief 
Henry L. Bixby were held at tin* Unitarl. 
an church in West Newton, at 2.30 o’clock. 
Thursday, and the church was filled to over- 
flowing while hundreds were gathered oat- 
side. Tie mourning seemed to be unlver-al 
and in the village business was suspended 
during the exercises, and the City Hall was 
closed. 

The fire bell* were tolled during ‘he «er- 
vice*- and many of the public buildings and 
the booses along the route of the funeral 
procession were draped in black. 

Tne body of the dead chief, resting in a 
black broadcloth ca-ket, nearly covered 
with flowers, was escorted from the late 
residence of the deceased on Margin street, 
to the church on Washington street, by a 
large delegation of the permanent members 
of the Newton fire department. Among 
the out of town firemeu who were present 
were the following:

Secretary and 
many fireman from all sections attended the 
services. 

The services were of a simple character. 
Rev. Julian C. Jaynes, pistor of the 'Vest 
Newtou Unitarian church, officiated. Ap- 
propriate selections were rendered by the 
Ruggle- Street quartet, and the congrega- 
tion prior to the benediction, joined in 
singing one of Cbie( Bixby’s favorite 
hymns. Rev. Mr. Jaynes pronounced a 
fitting eulogy. 

Among other thing* he said: “Through a 
strange and untoward combination of cir- 
cum-tances death has come and stricken 
down in the ripeness of life a brave officer, 
a loyal citizen aud a true man. We have 
met in this solemn presence to pay tribute 
of our love to his memory and to say over 
the open grave the word of farewell. * 

“Could he -peak to u- now lie would ask 
that this service be brief, simple aud 
sincere. I feel sure that he would want no 
extravagant words of praise uttered and 
nothing said out of keeping with tiie 
simplicity and quiet earnestness of his 
life. 

“ The only difficulty I find is to name those 
conspicuous qualities that best represented 
his manhood, and which controlled and 
directed his life. If asked to -urn up his 
character. I should say that it consisted of 
three things. 

"One was his remarkable fitness for the 
portion which he held. The office of the 
chief of the fire department is one of the 
most responsible positions to which any 
man can be called. It is an office of 
supreme tru-t. It carries with it the 
guardianship of life and property. It re- 
quires of him who occupies it uot only 
courage, not only enthusiasm, not only 
confidence, but al-o a quickness of intellect, 
a certainty of judgment. I need not sav 
that our dead chief felt ttie re-pou-ibilities 
of his position, understood its rrquire- 
ments. and was master of his profession. 

"No one questions his geniu-. He wasa 
born fireman. From childhood it was his 
passion. He began a* torch boy in the old 
days ,,f hand engines, and step by -tea he 
worked his way up to the office of chief of 
our fire department, which he has honor- 
ably and conscientiously filled for nearly 
20 years. And 1 think it may be said 
through his exceptional skill thousands of 
dollar-’ worth of property nave been saved 
from destruction, aud through hi- executive 
ability our fire department has b-en 
brought to a degree of excellence second to 
none iu tne state. 

“Another conspicuous trait in his char- 
acter was his unswerving loyalty to d ity. 
Duty is no one thing It does nol meet a 
man iu only one path or at only one point. 
It is many thing*, and i- -peaking to him 
out of all the luuuuierable relation-hips of 
life. W hen duty rAng in its call our friend 
obeyed with the san e promptness, fear- 
le-s devotion, contempt for oer-onal con- 
sequences which led him to his death. 

"Always a gentleman, always courteous, 
always quiet aud uua— muing in manner, 
yet he was bold as a lion when d fficulty 
aud danger stood in tiie way of wtiathe 
believed be ought to do. 

• Whether he was facing oppo-ition and 
criticism -for he had t . meet them as all 
men must who are of any account in this 
world— whether struggling with the fi- 
nancial obligations ot another, which h's 
seu-e of honor called him to discharge; 
whether he wa- tiie gentle officer at his 
desk or the strict disciplinarian on inspec- 
tion, or the helmeted chief dashiu ; through 
tiie darkne-- to answer an alarm, he al- 
ways -eemed to keep one thing absolutely 
free aud distinct from all other considera- 
tions, aod that was his duty as an official, 
a citizen aud au hone-t mau. 

“He \vh> dies heroically may uot be half 
the hero that is he who for duty’s sake 
stands ready, year in ami year ouL to face 
terrors of death, aud tin- is true of him, 
who lies here today. This sacrifice did not 
make him a hero. He was oue a year ago, 
20 years ago. 

"He wore the hero’s laurel iu life, aud 
tragic death has only coutirmed his right 
to weai it still. 

"Our frieud was tenderly attached to his 
home. He wa- a devoted hu-baud and a 
wise and loving father. He went thither 
uot only to receive, to accept the devotiou 
and affection of wife aud children, but also 
to give to them his sympathetic interest 
aud his love, 1 refer to his borne life ouly 
because l feel that these gentle domestic 
graces ouly complete aud rouud out the 
character of this clear-headed, true aud 
splendid man whose form we bury today 
iu flowers. 

"What more shall I say. 1 We know 
what a shock of pain went to tiie public 
heart when the droopiug flag- told the sad 
story Tue-day moruiug. We know how 
the love aud respect of the oily i- iuiiuitely 
more than our words can tell or these 
floral tributes axptess. 

“luto the bunds of eternal Providence 
we can with perfect coufi ieuce commit the 
spirit of him who lived and loved and 
labored here ou earth so earue-tly aud so 
well.”

CHIEF BIXBY KILLED. 


SPECIAL MEETING FlttDAY WITH UKFKH 
KNCK TO T1IE BOtJLKV AR1». 


Tho city council met last Frl lay even- 
ing in special session for tho purpose of 
Amending an order to allow the mayor to 
execute an agreement with the City of 
Boston relative to the construction of 
tho boulevard along the Bostou aque- 
duct. 

The mayor presided in the aldermanic 
chamber and first introduced a commu- 
nication from W. M. Olin, Secretary of 
State, relative to the incorporation of 
the Newton Camera Club as petitioned 
by Theo. \V. Clark ot al. The paper was 
received and the mayor affixed his signa- 
ture thereto. 

John Monaghan petitioned for license 
for one more wagon at West Newton, 
which was granted. S. B. Hunter of the 
London Concerts International Remedy 
Co. petitioned for license to exhibit on 
Morse's field for two weeks, commenc- 
ing June 12, which was referred; Carrie 
M. Ritchie petitioned for concrete side- 
walk on Newlonvillo avenue. Referred. 

The petition of Nathaniel T. Allen 
and other residents of that vicinity was 
presented, asking that Elm street be- 
tween Washington and Webster streets 
be laid out to a width of 50 feet. This 
petition was referred to tho highway 
committee. 

THK IMPORTANT ORDER. 

Alderman Bothfold presented an order 
“that his honor the mayor be and is 
hereby authorized to execute an agree- 
ment, in form as attached to this order, 
with the City of Bostou by its water 
board relative to the laying out of the 
Newton Central boulevard or way over 
land taken by the City of Boston, for the 
purpose of counectiug with its water 
supply system, and for settlement of all 
claims by the City of Boston for dam- 
ages by reason of such laying out of said 
boulevard or way.” This was passed, 
aud in the lower branch received concur- 
rent action. 

Orders were also passed authorizing 
the water board to lay water mains as 
follows: 202 ft. of i? in. off Bourne 
street for $202, and 337 ft. of 0 iu, in 
Sewall and Sterling streets at a cost of 
$475; changing judgments against the 
city caused by the building of sowers, to 
the sewer construction account. The 
board then adjourned. 


Common Couucil. 

President Kuapp presided in the com- 
mon council, aud Councilmen Wing ana 
Tolman were absent. 

Papers from the aldermen were taken 
up in concurrence. 

When the order relative to the display 
of dags on the ISth came up, Council- 
Degen moved a suspension of the rules 
for a second reading and its passage. 
The motion was supported and then 
came similar motions from Councilman 
Parker on the $400 fire order aud Coun- 
cilman Savage ou the $250 order for ex- 
change of fire horses. 

Councilman Weed arose before the 
latter passed, to ask why this exception 
to the rules was being made. He saw no 
reason why the last two orders could not 
lay over until the next meeting, which 
bas recently been the custom in the 
council. 

Councilman Savage siid the city was 
paying $1 75 a day for hiriug horses aud 
a new oue was needed at once. 

A general discussion ensued aud the 
order finally laid over to enable the 
council to secure informvion. 


Tent Caterpillars. 

The Newton Horticultural Society re- 
ceived $125 50 from the citizens of New- 
ton to aid in its crusade against the Tent 
Cateipillar this spring, aud it extends 
its thauks to all who geuerously con- 
tributed. 

The buys in many instances reported ia 
sea city of belts aud a number who col- 
lected iu previous years did not do so 
this year ou that account. The number 
of belts of eggs brought to the commit- 
tee were collected as follows: 

W. J. Dolt, 11,150; C. A. Dickens. 7,000; 
•G. L. Hartfleld, 2,000; S. Cobb, 0 000; P. 
.A. Barton, 14.100; .1. B H iwes. 12,800; 
A. W. Fuller, 1,000; G. G. Sherman, 
1,000; ('. B. Kuapp. 1,000; W. E. Sander- 
son. 1.000. Total, 57 050 belts of eggs. 

While there is a marked decrease iu 
the number of caterpillars to be found 
on the trees iu the vicinity this year, 
owing possibly to the action of our 
society this and the previous years, yet 
the appearauce of the trees is not im- 
provi d owing to the ravages of the 
canker worm. In the circulars which 
we have sent out, the remedies for this 
latter peat have been enlarged upon and 
cii zeus have been urged to combat it, 
but except in a few instances nothing 
has been done. 

The canker worm has not confined its 
atteni ion to the apple trees, but can be 
found on most all the deciduous trees 
and shrubs and undoubtedly will be 
worse next year uuless some unforeseen 
event happens. 

We urge ail to make an effort towards 
its destruction and to those who are in- 
terested in the subject a circular will be 
sent by applying to L. H. Faklow, 
Sec’y.

Thrown Trom Ills Wagon on Washing* 
ton Street. 


DRIVER ItAWSON 11 ADI. Y HI RT AND 
ASSISTANT CHIEF KANI.EfT INJURED. 


While on his way to tho fire in Newton- 
villo, Monday nftornoon, t lie chief of tho 
tire department, Henry L. Bixby, was 
thrown from his w igon and received 
injuries which resulted in his doaih a few 
hours after tho accident. Tho sad fatali- 
ty has shocked tho community, where 
the deceased had lived from boyhood 
and where ho was esteemed and respect- 
ed by overy ono. 

It was about 3 o’clock when an alarm 
was rung in from box 23 in the Newton- 
ville district. Soon after the gong sound- 
ed at fire department headquarters in 
West Newton, Assistant Chief Ranlett 
was on the ioad, closely followed by 
Chief Bixby and his driver, E. A. Raw- 
son. 

There was a clear road down Washing- 
ton street (an extremely narrow 
thoroughfare) until Brookside avenue 
was reached. An electric car had Rtopped 
there, and an ice team, which had juBt 
made its way out of Brookside avenue, 
had partly blocked ®ue side of the street. 

There was very little room to pass 
with safety on the other side of the car, 
and Assistant Chief Ranlett therefore 
tried to turn up Brooksido avenue, un- 
fortunately comiug in collision with a 
post. His wagon was overturned aud 
badly demolished, aud be was thrown 
out. 

Chief Bixby bad to choose between 
two alternatives. He could take tbe 
passageway over tbe wreckage where 
the assistant chief lay in tbe road, or 
chance getting through between the ice 
cart and the car. He chose the latter 
way, aud a collision resulted. 

His horse was thrown high in the air, 
but succeeded in clearing the wagon 
wheu again striking terra flrma, aud 
dashed down tbe road toward Newton- 
ville square. 

The forco of the collision threw Chief 
Bixby and his driver from their wagon. 
The former struck on his head. lie wa 3 
picked up uuconscious and taken to the 
Newtonville truck house. The driver, 
who received serious injuries, was takeu 
to the Cottage Hospital. 

About the time tbe accident occurred 
tbe patrol wagon put in an appearauce 
at tbe sceue and it was immediately dis- 
patched for medical assistance. Dis 
Baker, Hunt, Talbot and Curtis were 
brought quickly to tbe truck bouse to 
attend Chief Bixby. Iu the mean time 
Mrs. Bixby had learned of the accident 
and was conveyed to the place where her 
husband had been takeu in a carriage. 

Tbe injured chief partly regained con- 
sciousness, but only long enough to 
recognize his life-long friend, F. E 
Humphrey, foreraau of eugiue company 
2, who was by bis side, and to make the 
request to be removed to his home iu 
West Newton. 

Tbe has\y examination made by tbe 
physiciaus established the fact that no 
bones were broken. The forehead was 
badly swollen, aud there was a great 
lump on the head. It was thought, how- 
ever, that bo would pull through all 
right. He was taken to his home iu tbe 
police ambulance iu a seini-conscious 
condition. At 8.50 o’cl)ck be passed 
away, death resulting, it is thought, 
from concussion of the brain. 

His family and friends were entirely 
unprepared for the sad ending, for, al- 
though realizing the serious character of 
his injuries, they had beeu buoyed up by 
tbe hope that bad been given them iron) 
the cheering reports of the medic il men. 
At the end, the life thread snapped off 
quickly, death comiug wlieu preparations 
weie being made to provide nurses for 
tb« victim of tbe accident. 

Assistant Chief Ranlett escaped with 
slight injuries. Driver R awsou’s condi 
tiou was regard d us critical, but he is 
now reported out of danger. 

Chief Heury L. Bixby was born iu 
Framingham aud was 52 years of age. 
He came to West Newton with his 
parents to reside when a mere lad. His 
father, Johu Bixby. was the station 
agent at West Newton for a great mauy 
years. 

The deceased commenced to go to fires 
wheu iu his 13th year and was connected 
with the local fire company at that time, 
doing service on the famous handtub, 
Triton 3. A few years later, he was ap- 
pointed a substitute on engine 1 com- 
pany. 

Dutiug the war he was a telegraph 
operator iu Bostou, aud was an expert, 
acquiring the reputation of being one of 
the best telegraphers iu the state. He 
succeeded his father as depot master at 
West Newtou soon after the war, aud 
filled that position until 1878, wheu he 
was appointed chief of the Newton fire 
department. 

Before receiving his appointment as 
chief, he had filled the office of asiistaut 
chief uuder Chiefs Whipple aud Ellis, 
both veterans iu lire matters. 

He earned the reputation of being one 
of the best fire fighters in the state, acd 
was noted for the qualities he possessed 
in the way of discipline aud manage- 
ment. 

He was a mail of more thau ordinaty 
executive ability, aud had the advantage 
of an excellent education. He stood 
very high in the opiniou of firemen 
in various pirts of the country, aud 
was a prominent member aud ex-officer 
of tbe National Fire Association. 

He was president of the Newton Fire- 
men’s Relief Association aud a member 
of various social aud secret organiza- 
tions, including Dalbousie lodge, F. A. 
M. 

Personally, he was a mau of geuial 
manners, sympathetic aud honest in 
character, a reliable friend and an ex- 
cellent oitizen. No mau who has held 
I official position iu Newton will be more 
| sincerely mourned. A widow, two sous 
aud two daughters survive him. 

WHAT EYE WITNESSES SAY. 

i Charles I). Bites was conductor of tbe 
electric car, which stopped as soon as 
i the lire teams were heard, acc jrdiug to 
the instructions given to all the street 
oar officials. Conductor Bates says “We 
saw Chief Bixby aud Assistant Chief 
Ranlett in another wagon, comiug 
towards us at a furious pace. The 
mo tor mau brought his ctr iustuntly to a 
' stop as provided by rule. At this iu- 
! slant a two horse ice wagou bound east, 
aud going near our track, pulled out to 
clear the car aud right iu the way of the 
approaching teams.” 

“Mr. Ranlett was ahead and pulled his 
horse sharp to the left to clear the ice 
team, aud uis burse ran iuto a pole ou 
tho north side, knocking the horse down 
aud throwing Mr. lUulott out. Mr. 
Bixby’s team was close behind aud to 
avoid running over Mr. Ranlett, his horse 
was pulled between the car aud the ice 


wagon, the open space being less than 
six feet. The front wheels of the wagon 
struck the car and the ice wagon, and 
Mr. Rixby was thrown out. turning a 
complete somersault and landing on his 
head, and missing the foot hoArd of tho 
car by about a foot. Tho driver was also 
thrown out, diagonally, lauding on his 
shoulder.” 

“Mr. Bixby was insensible from tho 
shock, and bleeding from the nose. E. 
D. Lovewell, a pissetiger, and mysolf, 
picked him un and carried him Into the 
Hook A Ladder House, and laid him on 
a reclining chair, Capt. Davis and tho 
patrol wagon then arrived and took 
charge of him.” 

On the car were F. G. Clough and two 
ladies of Cambridge, E. D. Lovewell of 
Boston, Geo. E. Thompson of Newtou- 
ville, A. P. Bugbee and G. F. Hodgdon 
of Newton. F. C. Brooks of Newtonville 
and several ladies. 

The driver of the ice wagon waB 
Joseph Trim mons, aud he had a helper 
with him. The wagon was heavily laden 
with ice, aud the wagon made so much 
noise that the driver heard nothing of 
the fire signals. 

Frank E. Browne, the motorman, said 
“Where the car stopped the street bends 
and we could not see 100 feet ahead. 
Tbe car was close to the side of the 
street, as the tracks curve in at the Hook 
& Ladder House. The Hook Ladder 
truck passed us near Lowell street, and [ 
was keeping a sharp look out for other 
fire apparatus, and stopped as soon as I 
heard the gougs. The horses wore com- 
ing at tholr highest rate of speed, aud 
apparently Chief Bixby thought there 
was room enough to pass as he did not 
pull up bis horse. The whole affair was 
over in an instant on account of tho 
speed of tho horses.” 

The testimony of the other witnesses 
was substantially the same as the above, 

SIGNS OF MOURNINO. 

Tho flags ou all tho city buildings were 
placed at ball' mast on Tuesday, and a 
knot of crepe attached to tbe door of tho 
late Chief Bixby’s private office in City 
Hall. The engine houses were also 
draped in mourniug by the members of 
the various companies, long black and 
white streamers hanging over the frout 
of the buildings, denoting the universal 
mourning. 

Tuesday morning City Clerk Isaac F. 
Kingsbury penned the following note 
aud sent it to Mrs. Bixby: 

“My Dear Mis. Bixby: His Honor 
Mayor Fenno desires to extend to you 
and your family bis heartfelt, sympathy 
in the great bereavement which has so 
suddeuly fallen upon you aod the entire 
coinmuuity. Very sincerely,

TUE CITY COUNCIL TAKE ACTION. 

At tbe special meeting of the Newton 
city council called Tuesday evening by 
Mayor Johu A. Feuuo the entire govern- 
ment convened. 

Mayor Fenno called the aldermen to 
order and read the following communi- 
cation, bearing his official signature: 

Gentlemen of the City Council: 

It is my sad duty to announce official- 
ly the death of Henry L. Bixby, chief of 
tbe fire department of the city of New- 
ton. While ou his way to a fire yester- 
day afternoon he received injuries from 
which he died a few hours later. 

Mr. Bixby has been connected with 
tho fire department of tbe city for many 
years, and was appointed chief in 1878. 

Always faithful to duty, he was emi- 
nently fitted for the responsible position 
lie held, and the siguil ability he always 
displayed iu tbe 1 ue of bis profession 
gave birn a reputation that extended far 
beyond the limits of the city aud of tbe 
commonwealth. 

It bas beeu my privilege duriug the 
las' year aud a half to become intimately 
acquainted with him, and I learned to 
love and respect him, not only for bis 
kindly nature aud bis personal worth, 
but aiso for bis unswerving devotion to 
the interests of the city, bis sterling 
integrity and bis fearlessness. 

In his death the city has experienced 
a great loss and the vacancy theieby 
occasioned will not be easy t * fill. 

1 have therefore called you together 
tonight to take such action as you may 
deem best. 

At tbe conclusion of the reading of the 
communication Alderman Hamilton 
made a motion that a committee of two 
from the aldermen, with as mauy from 
the cominou council as that body might 
wish to ehet, should be appoiut d by 
bis honor the mayor, to draft resolutions 
aud to make necessary arrangements in 
behalf of the city government for the 
funeral ret vices. 

Mayor Feuno appointed Aldermen 
Hamilton -ud Ruruery from the bjard to 
act upon the committee. His com- 
munication and the board’s action in tbe 
selection of a committee ou anauge- 
ments was transmitted to the common 
council. 

In that body tbe communication was 
read aud adopted. President Knapp of 
tbe common council aud Councilmeu 
Parker aud Bullard were appointed to 
serve in conjunction with Aldermen 
Kutnery and Hamilton upon the com- 
mittee. 

A recess was thou taken by both 
branches, aud tbe committee went into 
sessiou, and drifted resolutions, which 
were subsequently unanimously adopted 
by both brauebes by a rising vote as 
follows: 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Tbe members of the City Council of 
Newtou with profound sorrow for tbe 
death of Henry Lyman Bixby, Chief of 
tbe Fire Department, desire to make 
some expression of their appreciation of 
his worth, therefore be it 

Resolved, that iu his death the city of 
Newton has hist an officer, who was 
ready for the first stroke of alarm, cour- 
ageous and able at the place of action, 
inspiring confidence aud ready obedi- 
ence; au officer familiar with every de- 
tail of his department, uuassumiug in 
bearing tbe burden of great responsibili- 
ties, enthusiastic as a fireman. 

R-solved, that as a man of unsullied 
reputation, of great kiuduess of heart, 
the shafts of criticism were unavailing 
to prevent the honest purposes of his 
life, or provoke reply. 

Resolved, that the City Couucil reoords 
its deep sympathy with the bereaved 
family aud voices the universal senti- 
ment of esteem iu wbicli the deceased 
was held. 

Resolved, that ou Thursday next, the 
i liags of all stiffs aud public huildiugs he 
i placed at half m ist, the City Hall he 
closed duriug the afternoon, and that the 
City Council attend the funeral. 

Resolved, that these resolutions ho 
placed upou the records of the City aud 
that a copy be seut to tire family of the 
deceased. 

The city government then adjourned.

THR II ACC ALA URK ATE 8KIIMON BY RRV 
DR. RICK. 


Rev. ChnrleR F. Rice, D. D., of (Jam- 
bridge, preached the baccalaureate ser- 
mon to the young women of the grad- 
uating class of the Lasell Seminary, in 
the Congregational church, Auburndale, 
Sunday morning. Tho audience room 
was completely filled, the seniors in 
their black caps and gowns occupying 
seats reserved for their use directly in 
front of the pulpit. About the pulpit 
platform palms and tropical plants were 
grouped, and there was a beautiful dis- 
play of cut fiowers tastefully arranged 
on the reading desk. 

The preliminary service consisted of 
scripture readings by Rev. Calvin Cutler 
and Rev. T. E Bishop of Auburndale. 
Binging by the church ohoir and prayer 
by Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, editor of Zion’s 
Herald. 

Rev. Dr. Rice took his text from Acts, 
xxvi, 18: “Whereupon, O, King Agrippa, 
I was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
Vision.” The words of the text, be said, 
may suggest visions of duty. 

Paul, he continued, saw the heavenly 
vision. It rnennt to him service and 
sacrifice for God. Visions of duty call 
to service. They come in every age to 
all God's children, and in forms as mani- 
fold as the character and condition of 
those to whom they come. 

We shut God out of our thoughts 
sometimes, said the speaker, forgetting 
that he may be in all our thoughts as 
well as in all the world about us. We 
are sometimes thrust into the service of 
God, but it is because wo are impelled 
by a power that we cannot resist. It is 
surely God’s heavenly vision that opens 
to us the path of duty. In a word, God 
has a plan, or purpose, for every life, 
whioh we may discover if wo will. 

Obedience to the heavenly vision, cost 
what it may, he went on, is just as es- 
sential for the realizitton of our soul’s 
happiness as it was for Paul in his 
time. 

Some of the results that will follow 
obedience to the heavenly vision are 
clearer and more frequent visions, hap- 
piness and a broadened usefulness, be- 
yond all expectation. Can one imagine 
a life of greater happiness than one that 
is dependent on God for its guido and 
strength? 

“Young women of the graduating 
class,’’ said Rev. Dr. Rice in conclusion, 
“as you stand ou tho threshold of life 
try and discern the vision of duty. 
Never has there been such a sphere of 
usefulness opened to women. Will you 
not, then, be obedient to God’s heavenly 
vision? He has a place and work for 
you. 

“Obedience will mean your happiness. 
With every door of opportunity entered, 
wider doors of opportunity will present 
themselves. I beseech you be not dis- 
obedient to the heavenly vision.’’

An interesting feature of the com- 
mencement week exercises at Lasell 
Seminary was the reception and banquet 
tendered by the “8. D.” Society to the 
members of the senior class ou Friday 
evening. 

The “S. D.” Society is one of the pop- 
ular organizations of the school, and its 
members take great pride iu endeavor- 
ing to make their auuual social a great 
success. 

The honorary members are Prof. J. W. 
Davis, Miss Isabelle Shinn, Miss Martha 
Ransom, Miss Adeline Allen and Miss 
Florence Wells of the seminary faculty, 
all of whom participated in this year’s 
pleasaut festivities. 

In the decorations, the Marguerite 
was in evidence everywhere. The apart- 
ment where the tables were spread is 
treated in soft tores, with pale green 
walls and harmonizing ceiling tints. The 
frieze is in raised white and gold.

Cultivate small 
pleasures, as there must come lonely 
hours to every woman, as presumably to 
man. 

You must have a religious spirit, for 
there is no place in the universe for out 
without this. If women deserted the 
churches, as men have doue, the church- 
es would be closed up in six months. 
Don’t bo aslmmed to acknowledge your 
need of God’s help 

CONFERRING OF DIPLOMAS. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Livermore’s 
address, which was received with ap- 
plause, Prof. Biagdon conferred the 
diplomas uoon the 21 graduates, making 
the following address: 

“Young women of the class of ’94,” 
said he, “you have come to a day you 
will never forget, a day both pleasaut 
and sad, alike to you aud to us, your 
teachers and mates.

DANGER OF NARROW STREETS. 


The sad accident of Monday, by which 
Newton lost one of its most efficient 
officers, and a wide circle of relatives 
and friends is plunged into mourning, is 
directly due to the narrow limits of 
Washington street, and it is only due to 
«<ur good fortune that such accidents 
have not happened before. Given elec- 
tric cars in a narrow street, with barely 
room for a team to pass on either side of 
the track, with poles and trees lining the 
edge of the sidewalk, and wo have all 
the conditions favorable for_fatal acci- 
dents, especially when the street is the 
only main highway between thickly 
settled villages. 

The men in charge of the electric car 
appear to have taken all due precautions, 
and stopped their car as soon as they 
heard the gongs. The driver of the ice 
wagon did not hear the alarm, on ac- 
count of the noise his wagon made, but 
be was driving along in his usual way. 
Although the car tracks were on the 
side in this section of the street, yet the 
remainder of the street is so narrow that 
two teams can pass with difficulty. The 
fire department teams were going at a 
high rate of speed, as is usual and im- 
portant that they should, because life 
and property may depend' on the prompt 
arrival of the chief at a fire. The road 
makes a curve at this point, and the 
drivers of the teaoi# could not see far 
enough ahead to pull their horses up in 
time. There was a cbauce of getting 
through and Mr. Ranletl took one side 
and was wrecked by a pole on the side- 
walk, and Mr. Bixby, to avoid running 
over Mr. Ranlett, took tbe other and met 
with bis fatal accideut. 

There are many such dangerous places 
00 Washington street, and the same cir- 
cumstances may occur again, lu fact 
the street is generally regaided as so 
dangerous, that owuers of spirited 
horses always avoid it if they can and 
make a wide detour through side street* 
when going between the three villages 
connected by this street. 

There has loDg been au agitation for 
?the widening of this street, and under 
Mayor Hibbard the plaus were all drawD, 
and the work might have been completed 
had not opposition arisen. It' it had 
been done Chief Bixby would have been 
alive today. 

The sad affair has again called atten- 
tion to the dangerous couditiou of the 
street, and there will be au urgent de- 
mand that some action be token before 
more lives are sacrificed. The work 
could have beeu dune three years ago 
much cheaper than it can be done now, 
and it can be done this year much cheap- 
er than at any future time. It is the 
great need of Newton today, aud even 
more important thau the abolition of 
grade crossings, dangerous as they are, 
and tbe people are urgent in their de- 
mands that something shall be doue. 


THE LATE CHIEF B1XBV. 


The high tribute which Rev. Dr. 
Shinn pays to Chief Henry L. Bixby, iu 
a letter given elsewbeie, will be endorsed 
by all wbo knew him. Lie was a mau 
absolutely fearless in the performance of 
bis duty, aud it was to this characteristic 
that be owed a great part of his success. 
He knew what ought to be dona to 
maintain the tfticieucy of the tire depart- 
ment, and to protect the lives aud pro- 
perty of Newton citizens, aud he did it 
without fear or favor. His strict im- 
partiality and his rectitude of character 
always commanded respect, aud few fire 
department officials in the country 
equalled him iu executive ability. His 
woik was done with military precision 
and the results were admirable. It is to 
him that Newton owes its immunity 
from disastrous fires, aud it will be very 
difficult to fill bis place. No change 
of administration had any terrors for 
him, be utteily disregarded politics, but 
did his work faithfully and well aud let 


Thu at’empt made by the committeo 
on nominations of the Boston School ; 
Board to oust Superintendent Seaver will 
cause great surprise to all interested in | 
educational matters. Mr. Seaver lias 
long stood at the head of the school 1 
superintendents of the country, and his 
services in the Boston schools have been 
so invaluable that no one thought there 
could be any opposition to him. But the 
committee on nominations, of which 
Miss Caroline Hastings is chairman, 
went iuto political methods and secretly 
went about among the members of the 
school board getting pledges to vote 
against Mr. Seavor, having a candidate of 
their own they wished to present. One 
of tho prominent members of the board i 
who disliked snob methods disclosed tho 
whole scheme at the school board meet- 
ing Tuesday night, aud there was a lively 
time, tho members of the nominating 
committee trying to defend their action, 
and Mias Hastings admitting that she 
had sent word to Mr. Seaver that his ; 
name would not be presented. The pre- 
mature disclosure may iuteifere with the 1 
scheme, as the committee had not per- j 
fected their plaus, but the matter has 
beeu postponed to the meeting of June , 
:i(Jth, when the influence of public 
opiniou will probably be felt. The 
promiuence of Miss Hastings in the 
matter has pained those who believe in 
having women on school boards, and has 
also gratified the opponents, as they be- 
lieve it demonstrates tbe truth of their 
contention that women can not take a 
large and broadminded view’ of educa- 
tional matters. It was not revealed 
whom Miss Hastings and her committee 
had selected to succeed Mr. Seaver, but 
it goes without sayiug that their candi- 
date will be very far from being the 
equal of Mr. Seaver in ability or iu 
reputation. The secrecy of the move- 
ment is alone sufficient to condemn it. 


Superintendent Balliet of Spring- 
field is the man the nominating com 
mittee of the Boston school board is 
after to succeed Mr. Seaver. The Record 
explaius the trouble by saying that the 
Bostou school board is simply a lot of 
men aud women with hobbies, and for 
superintendent to satisfy all these hobby 
riders is impossible. The liobb\ ists say 
they want an ‘‘aggressive leader,” which 
being interpreted means that they want 
one who will ride the particular hobby 
of each member, and a lively time he 
would have of it. 


The city has won its suit against Mr. 
Perry of Needham, and he has been 
ordered to move from his farm, which 
was takeu by the city for water pur- 
poses. He was paid for tbe land but 
contended that he bad a right to live on 
it and keep his stock and piggery, but 
the court asked what the city paid its 
money for, and ordered him to vacate 
the premises. 


LITERARY NOTES. 

A Daughter of To-day. the new novel 
by Mis. Everard Cotes (Sara Jeannette 
Duncan), is constiued by some of the 
English reviewers as a bailliaut satire 
upon the “revolting daughter” of whom 
so much is heard at present. 

Another successful novel has caused a 
stir among English readers. The title is 
A Daughter of Music, and the author, G. 
Colmore, has been compared with the 
Bronte sisters by various English critics. 
The book seems to have awakened an 
interest as general as that in A Yellow 
Aster and Dodo, although the theme 
appears to be differeut in many respects. 

Justin McCarthy’s new novel, Red 
Diamonds, is said to be full of stirring 
incidents, which form a story of excep- 
tional interest to men as well as women.

Chief Bixby’s Death. 

The death of Mr. Henry Lyman Bixby 
gave a shock to the whole community. 
It may indeed be termed a great public 
loss, even a calamity. 

In addition to our deep sympathy with 
the family and immediate friends, we 
lament bis loss to our eity, which he has 
served so faithfully and with such signal 
ability these many years. A sense of in- 
security is felt from the fact that should 
dread fire come to our dwellings, our late 
trained aud experienced chief is not 
present to direct his efficient force. 

However uugracious it may seem even 
to allude to the cause of our great loss, 
it canuot be denied that in all probability 
our friend would be with us today to 
care for us and our dwellings, except for 
the unfortunate width of Washington 
street, where the collision occurred, 
with its sad results. At least 18 or 20 
years ago, meetings were held in the old 
town ball and a well considered plan, de- 
vised for straighteniug and widening 
YVashiugtou street. YVe were then auder 
town government. The measure would 
have undoubtedly been carried through 
except for the transition from town to 
city government. 

Thed, there were no electric or horse 
car tracks with the added huge poles to 
uarrow the road bed. Without attach- 
ing blame to any man or Bet of men, it is 
true that we citizens of Newton have 
been shamefully derelict in allowing this 
chief and most travelled street in our 
city to become the most dangerous. 

It is quite couceivable that in the event 
of a fire starting in some crowded sec- 
tion of our city, the superior services of 
our late ohief might have been the direct 
cause of a pecuniary saving equal to the 
total expense of wideuiug Washington 
street from West Newton to the bauk at 
Newton. Natii’i. T. Ai.lkn.

A 
largo apple tree was blown down so near 
the house tiiut the piazza roof was 
crushed iu. 1 wus urrestod three tiuios 
for uukuowiugly violating seme of the 
rural laws. Mv wife's mother was 
thrown from a carriage in frout of the 
house uud falully Injured. There was a 
small-pox scare in tho neighborhood 
about bulf the time, aud a mud-dog 
(right every uow and then. Taking it 
all iu ull, I dually concluded tiiut the 
turmoil and excitement of eity life was 
less euorvatiug thau the peuoe and quiet 
of u monotonous country existence."

FUNERAL SERVICES.

during tlie services, and allowed to die out 
gradually at tlie conclusion of t he iinpret- 
sive certiimnie*. 

The officials of the City Hall sent a 
large floral idllow hearing the Inscription : 
“Faithful Unto Death." The tribute of 
the police department was a large cre.cent 1 
and star. Ex-Alderman Luke *ent an 
open hook composed of white carnations. 
The Newton fire department <-ent a floral 
fac simile of its badge and a chief's fire hat 
resting on a bed of oxalyx leave*. 

From the fire department headquarters a 
pillow was sent bearing these word- : “La-t 
alarm -box 23." Tlie Fire Chief*’ Club of 
Massachusetts sent a cross of pink and 
white rose* resting on a base of Mile* and 
ferns. The Gloucester fire department sent 
a fac simile of its badge made of roses and 
carnations. Mr. YVillard Higgins sent a 
floral fire cap, upon which the word “Chief” 
was worked In immortelles. It rested on a 
base of roses, ferns, pinks anil spirea. Ex- 
Alderman Crehore, at one time chairman of 
the fire committee of the city government, 
sent a very handsome wreath of begonia 
leaves partially circled with roses. Messrs. 
P. A. Murray and P. Y. Iloseason sent an 
anchor composed of pink roses, hydran- 
geas, white carnations and maiden-hair 
ferns. Mr. Henry Cate sent a basket of 
roses. Mr. and Mrs. 8. F. Cate a large 
wreatli of pink roses and maiden-hair 
ferns. The contribution of Mr. George 
Haven of Fall Rivpr was a beautiful buncli 
of calln lilies, tied with a bow of satin 
ribbon. The Newton Veteran Firemen’s 
Association sent an ivv wreath and badge 
with the letters “X. \ r . F. A..’’ and Chief 
John Kerr of St. Johns, N. B., sent a 
wreath. Lilies and ferns were sent by Mr. 
and Mrs. E. O. Childs, a shield with *'G. 
F. D.,” from the Gloucester fire depart- 
ment, a wreatli of roses from tlie highway 
department. The Masons sent a pillow 
with a Masonic emblem thereon. Upon 
the casket rested a pillow’ of white immor- 
telles witii the one w’ord “Husband,” and 
beside it lay a bunch of 52 red roses from 
the children. 

Following the services in the church the 
remains were borne to the hearse by tlie-e 
pall benrers: Engineer A. D. Colby, 
Steamer 3; Reuben S. Cummings, Steamer 
2; Ex-Alderman F. M. Crehore; Alderman 
Kumory, chairman of the Newton fire com- 
mittee, nnd President Knapp of the New- 
ton common council, representing the city 
government of this city; Chiefs Cushing 
of Hingham and Tolman of Taunton repre- 
senting the visiting chiefs: George YV. 
YVhitmore, representing the Masons. 

The procession formed on YY’ashington 
street which was lined its entire length 
with spectators and carriages. At the 
head of the procession walked City Mar- 
shall C. F. Richardson and Cant. C. E. 
Davis, and following them in order were 
Steamer One, Hose One, Steamer Two, 
Hose Two, Chemical A and Truck One, 
the old pair of whites, "Frank” and 
"Charlie/’ who went into service in 1878 
when Chief Bixby was appointed and al- 
ways favorites of his. harnessed to the 
ladder. The active aud call members of 
the fire department on foot in citizens 
dress and white gloves, numbering over 100 
men, were followed by sixty members of 
the Newton Veteran Firemen’s Associa- 
tion with the band engine “Nonontum." 
After these came the hearse, and im- 
mediately behind, the chief’s team in 
which he rode to his death, draped in 
mourning, the horse led by Firemen 
Stacy and Ayles. A long line of carriages 
containing the family, members of the city 
council and city officials and the visiting 
chiefs brought up the rear of the cortege, 
the most sad and impressive that the city 
has ever seen. 

The fire apparatus was heavily draped 
in black und white and the members of the 
department wore black and white rozettes 
under their fire badges. 

The route was down Washington street to 
Newtouville square, thence through Wal- 
nut street to the Newton cemetery, where 
the remains were interred in the family 
lot.

The scripture responsive reading was 
conducted by Rev. Theodore P. Prud- 
den, D. D., of the Second church, West 
Newton. In the absence of Rev. Dr. 
Furber of Newton Centre the prayer was 
delivered by Rev. Daniel Green of the 
North church. 

Rev. H. J. Patrick, D. D., of West 
Newton made the first address. The 
church has today takiug the longest step 
forward in its history. It is goiDg from 
wood to stone which means continued 
growth. The speaker was one who aided 
in the first days of the ohurch. It 
started almost unconsciously in the fall 
of 1867 by a brother of another denomina- 
tion, whose mother was a congregation- 
alist and for whom he wanted to inaugu- 
rate a series' of prayer meetings. The 
speaker broached the matter the follow- 
ing Sunday when he exchanged with the 
Methodist preacher at Newtonville, and 
arrangements made for the first prayer 
meeting which was held at the home of 
Mrs. Nathaniel Vose on Walnut street. 
Wednesday evening meetings at different 
homes continued until a church organ- 
ization was talked of and when the 
Methodists vacated the Washington 
street church for their new brick church, 
the former was purchased and a Congre- 
gational church organized. The first 
sermon was preached by the speaker and 
Dr. Wellman preached in the afternoon. 
The first pastor was called within a 
fortnight. The Central church has been 
especially favored in its pastors, always 
getting someone that somebody else 
wanted pretty soon after. The first 
pastor was the devout Dr. Clark; then 
the scholarly Danfortb;tbe well known 
Gunsaulus; the active Pleasant Hunter; 
the devout and spiritual Taylor and now 
a mau whose shoulders are broad enough 
to carry a heavier burden. The person- 
nel ot these men was remarkable. 
Many of the sister churches fear that the 
new church will prove too great a bur- 
den, but there should be no tear. Here 
is an opportunity. There is more youug 
blood in this than any church in the ciry 
and with consecration to the work and 
the exercise of self-denial, the debt ot 
the new church should soon be cleared 
away. The beautiful edifice being con- 
structed should say to the community, 
this is God’s house; it is the best house, 
and should stand as a monument to the 
work and progress of religion and the 
church. 

Rev. Dr, A. E. Dunning spoke upon 
God's house as an expression to the 
community of all that is best. He re- 
ferred to the beautiful cathedrals of the 
16th century. The stately pillars and 
arches were an expression of aspirations 
after God. These belonged to the 
meditative ago and demonstrated the ex- 
pression of thought in the mediteval 
age. 

The idea of religion has changed from 
men reaching after God until today it 
find expression, as God reaching after 
meu. 

The Pilgrim fathers went to the other 
extreme in their buildiug of God’s 
sanctuary. Plain baru like structure 
took the place of beautiful cathedrals 
and religion became a stern, releutless 
belief in the promises of God’s word, in 
his inexorable justice aud the punish- 
ment of sin. 

This era is again changing and art and 
beauty is being considered in the adorn- 
ment of churches with the belief that 
the best in art is none too good for the 
house of worship. 

Through all this structural evolution 
continued the speaker, the pulpit has 
remained the central object and the 
minister the leader of the people in 
things spiritual. Many churches stand 
alone for some particular dogma, the 
one is for reform or another for doctrine 
or creed, but the church of Christ is 
broader than all. 

The concluding hymn before proceed- 
ing to the new church was ‘’Const is 
our Cornerstone,” and was read by Rev. 
C. E. Havens of the Newton church, the 
congregation joining the choir in Bing- 
ing. 

The service at the new church was 
opened bv the choir who sang the Te 
deuin in F after which the cornerstone 
was laid by Mr. W. F. Slocum, senior 
deacou of the church, who as he con- 
concluded, prououuced it ‘‘perfect in 
form, proved and trusty.” 

Deacon A. G. Sherman then made 
a statement regarding the contents of 
the box. Thene included among other 
things a list of the officers aud members 
of the church, officers and members of 
the Sunday school, reports of the work 
of all the different cbuich organizations, 
reports from the last geueral conference, 
the Newton Gkaimiic and Journal, High 
School Review, stoues from Mt. Calvary 
aud Gethsemaue by C. W. Davidson, a 
memorial of Rev. E. A. Howe by Mrs. 
Win. Jones, u memorial of Rev. D. II. 
Taylor by Rev. E. E. Davidson, views of 
the old church by Miss Harriet A. Robin 
sou and a photograph of the present 
pastor, Rev. John M. Dutton. 

The prayer by Rev. Wolcott Calkins, 
I). D., of Eliot church was eminently ap- 
propriate to the occasion ana the sing- 
ing of the doxology was followed by tbe 
benediotiou by the pastor.

THE ANNUAL JUNE DRILL 


TURN. II. 8 RATrAI.tON GIVES A CHED1T- 
A1U.K KXI1IIHTION. 

The annual June drill of the Newton 
High school battalion called out, as 
usual, a very large attendance of ladies 
and gentlemen. The class colors were 
conspicuously displayed about the 
grounds and Mr. Milliken’s house op- 
posite was prettily decorated in light 
blue, the colors of the class of ’07. 

The members of the school board oc- 
cupied good vantage seats at tbo edge of 
the field, and all preseut enjoyed one of 
the best drills that the boys have ever 
given. 

The music was by the Salem Cadet 
band and the battalion buglers. 

Tbe program of the afternoon com- 
prised nine events, with a battalion 
drlil leading tbe list. Tbe companies 
were finely drilled and presented a nice 
appearance. 

The individual competitive drill fol- 
lowed. All of the participants acquit- 
ting themselves in a manner by no means 
discreditable, tbo participants coming 
out three times before a decision was 
reudered by the judges.

The Death of Chief Blxby. 

To the Editor ot the Graphic 

It is quite probable that some of our 
citizens do not realize wbat a terrible 
loss the city of Newton has met in tbe 
death of the Chief of its Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Some have simply known of him as a 
daring fireman, who was always on 
hind promptly, but not all have under- 
stood that here was a man, who held 
himself responsible for tbe safety of 
every family in this city, a man who re- 
garded himself as the protector of every 
home here, and who was determined 
that, so far as careful plans and sleepless 
vigilance went, every timid person in 
Newton should be sure that when the 
emergency came, help would be near. 

We have had the benefit of the good 
chiefs watchful care so long that we 
have all become accustomed to it with- 
out perhaps fully recognizing his re- 
markable efficiency. 

Some years ago, while I was in search 
of information for a lecture ou “What to 
do in times of Danger,” I consulted Mr 
Bixhy, and found him a perfect mine of 
facts and helpful suggestions as to safety 
in fires. lie poured out tbe results of 
his experience aud told me more about 
what to do when buildings were burning 
than I could have gathered from any 
other quarter. 

I shall never forget two piece* of ad- 
vice which he gave. One was: “When- 
ever you go into a buildiug consider bow 
you are to get out if its takes fire. Be 
sure that you know where the doorways 
and staircases are so that you could find 
them even iu the dark and confusion.” 

The other was: “Whatever happens 
don’t lose your head. Keep just as cool 
as you cau. Don’t rush. Don’t he 
selfish. Wait awhile. See what is the 
best thing to do aud then do it.” 

I wish I had known this faithful, 
public servant better. 1 always admired 
him for bis good qualities, aud now that 
he has been so suddenly taken from us, 

I beg permission to write these words of 
gratitude, that Newton had so noble a 
man iu such au important position for ho 
many years, and also to express my hope 
that the kindly feelings felt for him by 
so many, may help to show others that 
an unselfish life is after all appreciated.

IMPROVING THE CHARLES. 

strong reasons w„ v , t should nK 

TAKEN IN HAND. 


The bill advancing the credit of the 
Commonwealth to tho amount of $500, - 
000 to provide for tbo improvement of 
the Charles river above Cottage Farm 
bridge by the Metropolitan Park com- 
mission, was the subject of a bearing be- 
fore the tioauce committee of the House 
Tuesday. 

Among those present were Dr. Wal- 
cott, chairman of the state board of 
health, and of the joint board comprising 
that body and the Metropolitan park 
commission that reported in favor of the 
improvement; Messrs. W. B. de las 
Casas, Philip I). Chase and Abraham L. 
Richards of tbe Metropolitan park com- 
mission. President Eliot of Hnrvard 
University, Mayor Fenuo of Newton, Mr. 
E. B. Haskell, Chairman of the Newton 
boulevard commission; Representa- 
tives Abbott of Watertown and Esta- 
brook of Newton and Mr. Gamaliel 
Bradford. 

Mr. Las Casas briefly stated tbe rea- 
sons why it was importauc that the 
work, concerning tbo importance of 
which there appeared to bo no question, 
should be taken in hand at as early a 
day as possible. 

Dr. Walcott set forth the sanitary im- 
portance of tbe proposed undertaking, 
and said that tbe board of health had 
long recognized it as a problem that 
should be dealt with at tbe earliest 
possible date. 

President Eliot spoke very heartily in 
favor of the improvement, which be re- 
garded as desirable from every point of 
view. Tbe public should enjoy the full 
benefits of the river, and these could 
only be secured by beautifying the 
shores. 

Mayor Fenno of Newton said that it 
was very important that the stream 
should be improved as proposed. New- 
ton had already done considerable to- 
ward that end. It was extremely desira- 
ble that tbe banks of streams should be 
owued by the public as offering the only 
proper means for protecting their watcis 
from pollution. He believed that ulti- 
mately the Commonwealth would adopt 
th it polioy for eveiy stream iu tbe state. 
Newton had begun to observe thiR 
principle in relation to tbe smaller 
watercourses within its limits. 

Representatives Abbott and Eata- 
brook strongly indorsed tbe measure, 
and Mr. Sylvester Baxter said that the 
recreative valuo of the Charles was very 
great, and if taken advantage of as ic 
should be, tho prosperity of Boston and 
the Metropolitan district would be great- 
ly enhanced. * 

Hon. Gamaliel Bradford opposed the 
bill, and read a long argument, in which 
be made a general attack upon the 
methods of tbe Metropolitan park com- 
mission, aud tbe joint board on Charles 
river. 

Tbe chairman asked Mr. Bradford if 
he did not live on the water side of 
Beacon street,. Tho remonstraut ac- 
knowledged that be did. but said that 
did not affect his general attitude ou tbe 
subject. He was in favor of improving 
tbe river, but opposed action at tbe 
preseut time. 

Mr. Las Casas showed that Hon. 
Charles Francis Adams, the chairman ot 
the Metropolitan park commission, not- 
withstanding Mr. Bradford’s doubts, was 
in full accord with the proposition to 
enter upon the improvement of the river 
as soon as practicable, and Mr. Baxter 
read the following words from the report 
of the preliminary Metropolitan park 
commission, written by Mr. Adams, as 
showiug very clearly his position: 

“Take, for instance, the two beaches, 
Nantasket and Revere, already referred 
to, aud tbe Charles river basin. In both 
cases matteis have been so long ueg- 
lected, and things allowed traditionally 
to take their own course wholly with- 
out direction, that to disentaugle the 
existing complication will be a difficult 
task. 

Aud yet, in case of the Charles river 
basiu at least, it is a task that has got 
to be entered upon; for tbe Charles 
river basin has become a problem of 
health, which, through au increasing 
death rate, will soon or late foree its own 
solution upon even tbe most unwilling 
community. Every year of delay will 
only make that solution more difficult 
and costly.” 

Within 15 minutes after the close of 
the heariug the committee reported 
unanimously in favor of the bill.

League. 

The year 1803 aud 1804 has been an 
eveutful one. Tbe great loss in tbe 
death of our dear departed leader and 
friend, Lucy Stone, is still fresb in our 
memory; aud to a certain extent will not 
allow us to enjoy all the progress wo- 
man suffrage has attained in tbe victory 
of our sister State, Colorado, and nearer 
borne in our own legislation. We hav- 
ing come witbiu five votes of receiving 
the right of casting tbe ballot in all 
Municipal elections for which our guid- 
ing star so faithfully stood all her life, 
May tbe thought of her inspire us with 
new animation and may we all strive to 
gain the viotory which is ours by birth- 
right. 

The events of the year in our league 
work are summarized as follows: May 
23rd, 1803, our anuual meeting was held 
at the house of Mrs. Geo. A. Walton a> 
which there was a large attendance of 
members and a great ninny guests. 
After the business meeting, Miss Lorenzo 
Uaoe<* of Waltham, in a concise and able 
address, spoke of the equality of the wo- 
man to the man, aud it was voted by our 
league to havo this address priuted ami 
Bent to the Massachusetts Suffrage As- 
sociation. Senator Gilman, Hon. Mr. 
Howard aud others followed with short 
speeohes. 

In August of this year the executive 
oommittee met and delegates were 
chosen to attend Woman's Day at the 
New England Fair in Worcester. Five 
ladies represented onr league that day. 
We also contributed ten dollars to a 
fund raised by Mrs. HeuHbaw of Wor- 
cester to present to Mrs. Lucy Stone to 
use as she considered best for our 
ouuse. 

Ou October 7th, at a committee meet- 
ing, it was voted to have Mrs. Oriuistou 
Chant of Euglaud lecture for the heuetit 
of our league, aud ou the 18th of the 
same mouth Mrs. Chant gave her lecture, 
the subject being the * Political Status 
of Women in Euglaud aud America.” 

This lecture was a success aud thiity- 
seveu dollars were added to our treasury 
from the proceeds of the sale of tickets. 

Iu the same month a hallow e'eu party 
was held which netted uh seventy-three 
dollars. 

lu November the exeoutive committee 
meet to arruugo for the coming election 
aud to Bee if any woman could be 
secured to fill any vaoanoy ou the school 
hoard, ayd to assise the reuoiuiuutlou of 
Mrs. Davis who has so ably filled this 
position for six years. It was also voted 
at this meeting to seud a letter to Miss 
Blackwell and Mr. Blackwell, expressing 
our siucere sympathy aud regrets for the 
great loss the community aud Woman 
Suffrage has sustained iu the death of 
Mrs. Lucy Stone. At this same meeting 
a resolution was carried to seud fifty 
dollars in uddition to our auuiial cou- 
tribunal to the Massachusetts Suffrage 
Association which has been complied 
with.

Mr N itlianiel Allen, Mrs. Kate Meat!, 
Mrs. Tolmao, Mrs. Burrage and Mrs. 
Carrie Anders. A committee of five 
were chosnn to appeal to our legislature 
for woman's equal right in having their i 
names once registered, retained upon the | 
registry the same as men have. 

Mr. Uihino, our treasurer, being con- ; 
fined in the Massachusetts Hospital for J 
three months, it was voted to send a | 
letter to him, expressing our sincere 
sympathy and regrets at his prolonged : 
illness and wishing him a speedy re- 
covery. Mr. Nathaniel Alleu also paid I 
tribute to the memory of one of our 
most loyal members, Mr. F. H. Henshaw 
of Waban. who died the last week in 
November, his wiie having died a few 
days prior. He was a man « *f sterling in- 
tegrity, of high public spirit ami was 
always ready to help in any movement 
that would benefit the community, he was 
a loving husband aud a kind father and 
Woman’s Suffrage has lost a good friend. 

The rest of the evening was devoted to 
social enj lyment. After partaking of 
refseshments we parted well pleased 
with the evening’s success. 

Mrs. Moses Grain of Newton Centre 
opened her spacious house to a large 
number of friends and neighbors this 
winter. Mrs. Walton of West Newton in 
a very able and interesting paper, spoke 
of the aspect of Woman’s .Suffrage of Jbe 
present day; which during the social 
hour led to quite an animated discussion 
and we hope that it made many con- 
verts. 

On March 13th, our league held a 
social meeting in Newtonville.

Louise Chapman having kindly opened 
her house and there was a large attend- 
ance. Mr. Kimball the president, presid 
ing.

The paper was so much enj »yed that at 
the close of the reading a rising vote of 
thanks was extended to Mrs. Ballou.

At our last exectutive committee meeting 
Mrs. Davis spoke in behalf of the Lucy- 
Stone Memorial Boxes and suggested 
that all members of our league should 
be invited to take one box and to try to get 
as many contributions as possible until 
next August the 13th, which is dear Lucy 
Stone’s birthday.

to be a private citizen, doing his duty iu 
that respect and finding hi- chief pleasure 
iu his home. He leaves a wife, with whom 
lie M>lehrated Ills golden wedding anniver- 
sary several years ago, and two children, 
Mr. John V. Sullivan of Newtonvllle aud 
Mrs. Francis Murdock of Newton. His 
eldest son was J. Albert Sullivan, for many 
years the leudiug druggist iu VVatertowu, 
but both lie aud a younger son, Temple M 
Sullivan, died before their father Botii 
Mr. and Mrs. Sullivan were members of 
tiie First Haptist church of Bostou and 
have always retained their member-hip 
there. The funeral services were held at 
fe- late residence ou Tuesday at 3 p. in., 
and Rev. Wolcott Calkins officiated. The 
house was filled witil relatives and

LAWS OF Til K ROAD OF WHOSE EXIST- 
ENCE TORY SEEM IGNORANT. 


The following letter whiob appeared 
in the Heston Herald is republished by 
request : 

To the Editor of the Herald 

Will yon allow me through your valued 
columns to call attention of the bicyclists 
to tbe law of the road 9 Perhaps many 
of the bicyclists do not know that the 
law is so d*fioi*e; and it cprtainlv seems 
as if the proportion of bicyclists who are 
igDorant of the Uw were an increasing 
one. It is for these reasons: and be- 
cause, while riding or driving ahorse, I 
have lately several tiroes narrowly 
escaped collision with bicycles, that I 
write. Even taking into account the 
bicyclists’ preference for tbe smoothest 
and hardest part of the road, for one 
who has himself ridden a bicycle this is 
easy to do, it is becoming more and more 
difficult to decide on what part, of the 
road a bicycle will go, or to make up 
one’s mind, when a bicycle is approach- 
ing, oo what side it will try to pass. 
Their riders are growing more reckless, 
and the risks taken more unnecessary 
and purposeless. A bunch of bicyclists 
will often have no more system or sense 
as to when to turn out, or in the direc- 
tion they turn out, than would as many 
bens: and every one knows how im- 
possible it is to foretell what way they 
will go.

seasonably drive his carriage or other 
vehicle to the right of the middle of tbe 
travelled part of such bridge or road, 
so that their respective carriages on 
other vehicles may pass each other with- 
out interference. 

“Sec. 2. The driver of a carriage or 
other vehicle passing a carriage or other 
vehicle travelling in the same direction 
shall drive to the left of the middle of 
the travelled part of a bridge or road : 
* • • 

“Sect. 4. Whoever offends against 
the provisions of the preceding sections 
shall for each offence forfeit a sum not 
exceeding $20, aud be further liable to 
any party for all damages sustained by 
reason of such offence; * * *” 

To be sure, tbe law provides a penalty 
and places the liability for damage, but 
to many people it is not all satisfying to 
know that, if when driving you collide 
with and injure a man (or, worse yet a 
woman), if yon are within your legal 
rights, that man or woman may be fined 
$20 and is liable for any damage you may 
suffer. Most people do not want acci- 
dents anyway. There are but a few who 
would accept, and act up to, the rule of 
a driver who was quoted as saying about 
bicyclists: “I never regard them at all. 
1 keep on my own side of the road, go 
ahead and let them look out for them- 
selves. The object of the law is to pre- 
vent accidents, aud for that reason, if 
for no other, it should be observed.

The Summer Solstice. 

The ostrouo uioal summer began at d 
o’clock Thursday moruiug. At that 
hour the suu reached the summer 
solstice, which marks its farthest ad- 
vance uoith of the equator, aud today 
will be the longest day iu the year. But 
w hile the sun attains its greatest eleva- 
tion dunug (his mouth, auo begius per- 
ceptibly to deoliue before tbe mouth is 
euded, yet tbe temperature will ooutiuue 
to increase uutil the latter part of July. 
The reason tbe longest dsy of the year iu 
our latitude is uot also tbe hot’cut is be- 
cause the earth aud the air have uot yet 
at that time, ceased to accumulate heat, 
and such accumulation coutiuucs for at 
least a mouth after the suu has passed 
the solstice. Not uatil tlie auiouut of 
heat radiated from the face of the earth 
at uight becomes greater than that 
which it has received from the suu by 
day cau the temperature commence to 
decline.

A 1, AUOK AMOUNT OF ROUTINE BUSINESS 
TRANSACTED. 


Roth branches of the city c m icil con- 
vened in their respective chambers at 
City Hall, on Tuesday oveninK, and be- 
fore adjournment quite a large amount 
of business of a routine character was 
completed. 

The mayor presi led in the aldermanic 
chamber, where all were present. 

The records were laid asido until a 
later meeting and several hearings wore 
at once opened. 

These were on the taking of private 
land for sewer betwoen Chapel and 
Dal by streets, private land of Albert Gay 
and the R. A A. R R. near Austin street, 
sewer in Reach and Faxon streets, and 
for laying out Dilby street from Cali- 
fornia.

In a hearing for sewer in private lands

In the hearing given on the widening 
of Washington street to 75 feet near the 
estate of Charles Harritigtou, in auswer 
to a query Alderman Rotbfeld stated 
that the land to be takeu was on the 
south side of Washington street and west 
of the Newtonville Truck house, 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

The mayor submitted several papers 
the first being a communication from the 
Garden City Improvement Society by its 
President Francis A. Dewson, setting 
forth the growth of a lawless and defi- 
ant spirit which fiuds expression ou the 
morning preceding the Fourth of July 
by the indiscriminate use of firearms and 
other explosives, tiu-horns, etc. There 
was a disposition on the part of some to 
commit depredations, iu some cases in- 
cendiary fires had resulted. The allow- 
ance made at this time was not only a 
great nnuoyauce to citizens hut encour- 
aged hoodlumism, aud the city couucil 
were requested to enforce the oxistiug 
ordinance and if necessary to employ 
special police officers to that end.

Williams' Benedict us. 

[A Memorial of Sunday, June 17th, 1894.] 

The words of this glorious anthem are 
those of the hvmu of pious thanksgiv- 
ing of Vacbarias for the birth of that 
holy prophet of God, bold preacher of 
His righteousness, and hence fit fore- 
runner of our Lord, St. John the Baptist. 

It is recorded iu St. Luke, 1; 68-79, and 
is found iu the Prayer Book after the 
secoud lesson of the morning service. 

Great admiratiou of it in the musical 
setting kuowu as Williams’ Beuedictus, 
has inspired this brief attempt at an 
analysis of it as thus presented, as a 
small coutributiou toward the combined 
musical aud devotional education of all 
who may hear it without being familiar 
with it, and because a listener to it is 
both musically delighted and inly up- 
lifted much more, if it be heard with au 
intelligent understanding of it. 

It opens with a succession of stirring 
chords on the orgau, as if a company of 
saints and augels summoned all above 
and below, as with trumpet calls, to 
wake and join iu the divine song.

At the invitation of Fr. O’ Farrell, 
president of the corporation of the 
Working Boys’ Home, the ladies of the 
Working Boys’ Friend Srcioty, and 
their friends, visited Monday the new 
home at Newton Highlands, and 
then eujoyed a luncheon. The society 
has just been organiztd, with the assist- 
ance of the home as its special object. 
There are 60 members, each of whom 
has pledged herself to bring in 10 new' 
members before next fall; thus a mem- 
bership of 600 will be secured. 

The scheme for operation is that each 
one of the 000 members shall pledge her- 
self to collect $1 per mouth. By this 
process it is hoped to finish the home, 
which as yet is but brick and mortar. It 
will require $40,000 to fiuisli the immense 
structure, which will accommodate about 
1000 boys. 

Barges awaited the arrival of the 
trains, and the guests were quickly trans- 
ported to Oak Hill, the site of the home, 
which is to be a handsome brick build- 
ing, with granite stairway and trim- 
miugs. The preseut building, which is n 
fraction of the house proper, has a 
froutage of 154 feet, with a wing 44x80 
feet. It is four stories high. Tho entire 
building will have a frontage of 208 feet. 
It overlooks the blue hills of Miltou, and 
commands a tine view of the Charles 
river, three-eighths of a mile of which is 
controlled by the home farm, which has 
55 acres of good tilliug land, 

The kitchen aud laundry are separated 
from the main building, aud are respec- 
tively 50x80 and 22x30 feet in size. Iu 
the basemeut of the main building, in 
addition to the boiler and engine rooms, 
will be the tailor shop, the priutiug office 
aud other departments of the trade 
school. Here, also, in the wing, will he 
the boys’ recreatiou and refectory rooms. 

The first fioor in the main building 
will be utilized for officos, reception 
rooms aud pailors, and iu the wing will 
be located four class rooms, each 24x32 
feet in siz?. 

The second floor will be used as one of 
the dormitories, and small rooms for the 
housekeeping departments of the home. 

Oa the third fioor of the main building 
will be the dispensary, infirmary, emer- 
gency aud liueu rooms. Iu the wing ou 
this floor, extending two Rtories, will be 
a temporary chapel. 

The .attic fljor of the main building 
will be uied as another dormitory. The 
centre of the building rises to a height 
of 175 feet.iu the shape of a stone tower. 
Opening at the tower, at a height of 130 
feet, is a balcony, and space is reserved 
in the tower above for the massive clock. 

While it is not expected that the house 
will be ready for occupaucy uutil next 
summer, the plumbing, steam fittings 
aud part of the interior decorations are 
being pushed rapidly toward completion. 
It will be a magnificent monument to in- 
dustry aud charity, and the dense forest 
that surrouuds the home will be of uu- 
told benefit to those stray waifs who are 
unused to fresh air and cool breezes. 

Messrs. W. H. and J. A. MeGinty are 
its architects.

A sleepy old town it is, quaint aud self- 
satisfied. its streets laid out with dis- 
tressing regularity, but dotted here and 
there with relics of the past, suggestive 
of colonial days aud the Royalists who 
founded it. Oae would naturally expect 
much of interest, historically, iu this 
little town, but will be oisappoioted. It 
was ouce quite a sbippiug port, but 
other cities seem to have stolen its 
prestige away. 

Its principal stock iu trade at present 
is its marvellously pure aud dry atmo- 
sphere, of which there is au inexhausti- 
ble supply of the puiest aud driest kind. 
Geu. Greely is quoted as ample authority 
iu this connection; his reports showing 
that, curiously euough, small ateas, at 
the extreme southwestern nnd uorth- 


ivord ■«. “And thou shalt be called the 
prophet ot the Highest,” the music 
nobly responds iu a succession of thril- 
ling chords of increasing grandeur, like 
the successively overtopping ranges iu 
one of t lie magnificent vistas of a Nor- 
wegian ti ud.

Thus, from beginning to eud, nothing 
iu this composition is unmeaning, noth- 
ing trivial, uothiug unworthy. It is a 
blessing to have heard it aud to share iu 
performing it. It is a helping influence 
in every effort to be aud do better, an in- 
fluence also which must be resisted if 
one would listen to evil. May such in- 
fluence ever be welcome, and never be 
resisted, and may all learn und love to 
study the sacred music that they sing or 
hear, so as to sing with the spirit aud 
with the understanding also, uutil it 
shall uot seem uu impracticable vision, 
that the time may come when whole con- 
gregations will join in singiug such com- 
positions, even iu t lilts our almost too 
practical New England, whose earnestly 
pious founders aud patriot defenders 
were no strangers to the covenant with 
our father Abraham, W.

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HR AY’S BRICK BLOCK. 


THE FINEST BUSINESS STRUCTURE IN 
BOSTON'S VICINITY— THE I’lIIDK OF 
NEWTON CENTRE— A DESCRIPTION. 

The new brick bh*ck, nearly completed 
on Institution avenue and Union streets,- 
Newton Centre, is undoubtedly the finest 
business block in the suburbs of Boston 
and very few of New England's inland 
cities can boast its equal in thorough- 
ness of construction nud completeness of 
equipment. There has been no contract 
work on the building, everything being 
done by tin day and although work wns 
begun on the first of April 1693, theie 
are. at this writing, several weeks work 
before the building will be entirely 
finished. 

The citizens of Newtou Centre aie 
very justly proud of the block and only 
words of praise are beud for the owner. 

Mr. Mellen Bray, for whom the block 
was built, is looked upon as a public 
benefactor and so greatly appreciated 
is his public spirit and enterprise in be- 
half of the village, that the leading 
citizens hope soon to show that ap- 
preciation in some suitable public man- 
ner. 

The foundation work for the block 
was put in by Contractor Arthur Mul- 
doon of tdis place, and it kept a large 
force busy for four mouths putting in a 
foundation which is said to be capable 
of supporting an eight-story brick build- 
ing. 

It was not uutil the latter part of 
August that the brick walls began to 
rise and the floor timbers to be put in 
place. 

The building is a handsome structure, 
250x62 feet in size, facing on both In- 
stitution avenue and Union street and 
the general detail of design is Italian 
rennaisance. Tne face brick is the mot- 
tled Pompeian with trimmings of 
granite and cornices and dormers of 
copper throughout. It is two and one 
half stories in height, a frame slated 
roof covering the building. 

The ground floor of the block accom- 
modates seven stores in all, all but one of 
which are 02x24 feet in size. The corner 
store toward Beacon street is to be oc- 
cupied as a drug store by G. W. Cobb of 
Pleasant street, and the i xtures are 
elegant in design and finish. They are 
of quartered oak in dark antique finish 
with brown • Tennessee marble base 
which makes au extremely rich com- 
bination and with mosaic floor completes 
the finest equipped drug store in this 
vicinity. The mirrors, show windows 
and show cases are all of imported 
French plate g'as-q the show cases con- 
taining beveled plate. 

The store of James Paxton, caterer, of 
Newton, is one of the finest in the block 
and the fittings throughout are in ivory 
white with yellow wall effect. The store 
is divided into two sections, the main 
store and the ice cream saloon, by a 
white archway supported ou carved col- 
umns. The general detail of design is 
Colonial and the effect is very pleasing 
The white polished counters in the main 
store are topped with mahogany aud 
have brown Tennessee marble bases. 
They are flanked by tall antique cases 
with doors of beveled French plate. 
The saloon has a white marble dado, 
three feet high extending around it, and 
above, the walls are ornamented by 
figures nearly life size representing 
“Morning,” “Noon,” “Night,” 1 Sum- 
mer” and “Autumn” and several faucy 
sketches all done in fresco. A stationery 
ivory white display case with plate 
glass doors occupies a convenient niche 
aDd a large ground glass window at the 
rear of the saloon throws a soft light 
over the interior. The floors throughout 
are of moasic. 

George H. Loomer’s boot and shoe 
store is substantially finished with 
fittings of North Carolina piue. A large 
20 foot show’ window affords light and 
an opportunity for display. 

E. E. Brown has the uext store which 
is fitted up in natural wood for his 
bicyole business. Another largo show 
window allows him an excellent op- 
portunity for displaying his goods. 

Tl^e store of C. O. Tucker & Co., 
grocers, is fitted throughout in quartered 
oak oiled and rubbed down to a dull 
finish. The store is one of the finest in 
the New England states. The counters 
are of panelled oak with show cat-es of 
imported beveled French plate glass. 
Boll top bius extend along the left 
counters with rolled French plate glass 
tops. In the rear is another row of roll 
top bins with oak coveis. A large 
refrigerator, with plate glass doors, is 
supplied by cold blast on the premises 
and in front of it sets a counter topped 
with white marble. The office for the 
cashier is large and commodious and has 
a swell front which adds to the general 
beauty of the store. The coffee grinder, 
concealed under one of the counters, is 
run by water power from the power 
house. Two large show windows, with 
reflecting mirrors at the sides, give 
ample opportunity for the display of 
goods. 

The finest store in the block is the 
mammoth oue that is to be occupied by 
Mr. George F. Richardson, and it is 
authoritatively staled that it will be the 
fiuest retail provision store iu Massachu- 
setts aud probably iu the New England 
states. The floor area averages 55x55 
feet and the store haB a magnificent 65 
foot show window of imported French 
plate glass. Inside this window is a 
white marble base five feet wide oon- 
tainiug au expanse of about 300 square 
feet of marble. Atone end is a miniature 
pond sunk in the marble iu which live 
fish will be kept aud from which a 
window fouutaiu will be kept iu opera- 
tion. The store has two main entrances 
aud the rest of the interior is fiuely fitted 
up, Large marble tubles of the best 
material occupy the centre of the room, 
the stands heiug of quartered oak in 
harmony with the store fittings. A 
marble topped counter 36 feet iu length 
with oak shelves above stauds along the 
east side and above the columns, sup- 
porting the ceiling, ure circular oak 
shelviug with murble bases. The refrig- 
erator is supplied by cold blast aud 
through the elegant Freuchsidesa whole 
side of beef can be displayed ou the run- 
ways. Every modern convenience for 
the keeniug aud preparation of fish is 
provided at the rear of the store with 
elaborate marble counters wherever they 
are desirable. The cashier’s place is of 
paneled oak with plate glass frout. aud 
conveniently accessabie for the public is 
u handsome tight oak closet for the 
public telephone. At the rear of the 
store is the elevator to oouvey goods to 
the mammoth cellar, the same size us the 
store aud outside is a large laudiug 
place at the right height for the uu- 
loadiug of the Bostou teums ami the dis- 
patch of orders. The rnurket is simply 


magnificent in its propoitious and equip- 
ment. 

The end of the block opposite the 
depot is to be occupied by ihe Newton 
Centro Trust Co. of which Mr. Jlwigbt 
Chester is president. The dimensions 
are 23x60 feet. The bank has a mosaic 
floor and in the front window is the 
directors room, 13x15 feet, separated 
from the bank by a glass partition. The 
oik counters are surmounted by metal 
grills with openings for the cashier aud 
teller. There are two vaults 5x8 feet in 
size, the upper one for the use of the 
bank and that below for use as a storage 
vault. 

Below the bank are the bowling 
alleys. They are three in number and 
rest upon eight inch timbers imbedded 
in twelve incites of concrete. Dressing 
and toilet rooms fitted with every con- 
venience connect witli the alleys. 

The main entrance leading to the 
second floor is of cut granite with carved 
mouldings and is massive aud effective 
in design. The heavy oaken doors 
swing both ways and one enti rs a white 
mtible hall with marble steps leading in 
two short flights to the second floor. 
There is a four foot dado of Champlaiu 
mai bit; bordered by a browner Tennessee 
shade, and above, the wall is of white 
enameled tile surmounted by a light 
green tile cornice. 

Tne laoding ball is square and is 
Colonial in detail with cornice and beam 
finish of quartered oak. Several square 
doric columns add much to the beauty 
of the hall. 

The ticket offices and check rooms at 
the left, fiuished in the most thorough 
manner, are for the large hall beyond 
which is entered through large double 
doors. The ball is 102x02 feet iu size. 
37 feet high in the ceutre and 20 feet at 
the sides. The ceiling of the main bail 
shows the open timber and the truss 
work painted a light wood color. The 
wood work of the hall and gallery is 
finished in white shellac and the walls 
are of a soft olive shade. There are 
nineteen large windows and above are 
sixteen dormer windows affording splen- 
did light and ventilation and six arc 
electric and three gas chandeliers, 
afford ample illumination after twilight. 
Opeuing from the hnll opposite the en- 
trance is a fire escape providing two 
exits in case of need. Toilet rooms 
fitted in the best possible manner con- 
nect with the hall and also from the 
entrance hall outside. The gal ery ex- 
tends back over the entrance hall inter- 
fering with the main hall in no way, 
upon which it looks thiough four 
elliptical arches resting upon square Doric 
columns. The seats are raised and en- 
trance is gained by two doors opening 
from the third floor. The hall and 
gallery will seat 1500 people. 

The small hall faces Union street. It 
is 35x48 feet in size aud Doric in detail. 
The finish is in pilaster panel work. A 
quartered oak pauel dado is surnn u ted 
by wooden pilasters running to wooden 
cornices aud above the wall coves out to 
the ceiling which is in beam pauel work. 
The lower panels are in old rose shading 
into a light green, ail in oil. Tne stage 
is elliptrical in form with swell front 
and there are ample dressing rooms in 
the rear with exit. The sin ill room at 
the rear of the ball is eutered by two 
doors and can be used iu connection 
with it when desired. 

Just at the left and opening from tbe 
hall or from the entrance hall is a dining 
room, 20x30 feet, finished iu oak with 
browu tile fireplace in oue corner and a 
pantry opening from the room. 

Several office rooms are on this floor 
aud the elevator opens on tbe entrance 
hall. 

Au oak staircase with handsome oak 
rail and three foot oak dado with a wall 
of olive tint, lead to t lie third floor where 
are the janitor’s apartments and several 
other rooms which can serve as offices 
or chamhers. 

At the rear of the block is the power 
bouse where three large boilers, supplied 
by the Walker Pratt Manufacturing Co., 
furnish sream for running the dynamo 
for electric lighting, for the cold storage 
blast, for heating, ventilating and power 
purposes. 

The block is heated by steam, lighted 
by electricity and has a large freight 
elevator. 

The architects were Kendall & 
Stevens. 

The decorations were by Bemis & 
Jewett of Newton Ceutre.

THE CITIZENS HOLD A MEETING TO AR- 
RANGE FOR A TESTIMONIAL. 


A meeting of representative citizens 
was held Friday night in the council 
chamber, City Hall, West Newton, to 
organize committees for the purpose of 
arranging for a memorial to tbe late 
Chief Henry L. IJixby of the fire depart- 
ment, A preliminary meeting was held 
the preceding night, at which ward com 
mittees were chosen, and the meeting 
Friday was to perfect a permanent or 
ganization. 

Ex-Alderman Arthur F. Luke was 
chosen chairman, J. C. Brirablecom clerk 
and David Bites treasurer. After listen 
ing to a detailed description of the acci- 
dent by Assistant Chief W. B. Banlett, 
several gentlemen were heard regarding 
the present movement and the hearty 
support with which it was received. 
Mr. Henry E. Cobb spoke of the devotion 
of the late chief to his profession, his 
lemarkable ability aR a fireman, and said 
that he was a man who held the respect 
of every one. 

Mr. Edwin B. Haskell of Auburndale 
spake of his own loss in tbe last large 
fire the chief handled, and the splendid 
service which Mr. Bixby rendered. He 
was glad to join in a fitting expression ot 
the late chief’s worth and the city’s loss, 
and he declared that the whole city was 
iu hearty sympathy with this movement. 

The meeting iustiucted the secretary 
to notify those whose names were at the 
head of each ward list that a committee 
of 10 citizens in eacli ward be chosen, 
and that vigorous steps be immediately 
taken to allow ail citizens who desired a 
chance, to assist by contribution in rais- 
ing the necessary funds. 

Only One Righteous. 

Perhaps it may be a source of wonder 
that the Boston press has no more influ- 
ence upon the Legislature in preventing 
the passage of the Meigs bill. Here, 
again, I quote from a well-read legislator. 
The members don’t care, he says, for 
what the Boston papers say, for they 
ate every one of them for sale, not only 
the ir news columns, but their editorials. 
When pressed for particulars, he did 
agree, that one, at least, was probably 
incorruptible. Which one it was I will 
not say and so let each suppose that it is 
itself the oue, but I will give them all 
the benefit of their current reputation 
among a portion, at least, of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. This is by no 
means a new charge, or I should not 
mention it. But when there is au im- 
pression that any one, not to say more 
thau one of the papers, will support 
measures in its editorial columns from 
other considerations than themeiitsof 
the case, theu it cannot be expected that 
the editorials will have as much influ 
ence as if it were a certainty that public 
good was the only reason for the attitude 
of the paper.— Boston Letter to Spring- 
field Republican.

Surtimcr 1)otcle. 


The city ordiuauce requiring bicyclists 
to carry lighted lanterns at night will be- 
come of no effect after July 14th, as the 
law passed by the present legislature fe- 
peals all previous laws, city or town 
ordinances, and also prohibits the future 1 
euactment of similar laws by any city or 1 
town. The lantern ordiuauce was very 
unpopular wi h wheelmen, though it 
was as much for their protection as for 
that of the ridiug or walking public. 
The new law regulates the speed of 
bicycles to 10 miles an hour, and pro- 
vides that a bell shall be carried. Iu the 
public parks of Boston and parks or 
other grounds under the supervision of 
the park commissioners a lauteru must 
still be carried and the park commission- 
ers are the only body that can mnke any 
rules in conflict with this law. The bill 
was drawn up in favor of the wheelmen 
by Chief Consul Geo. A. Perkins of the 
Mass. Div. L. A. W., and is very satis- 
factory to them.

The New Hampshire Slate Board of 
Agriculture lias just issued a very hand- 
some pamphlet, entitled ‘‘New Hamp- 
shire Fai ma for Summer Homes,” with 
fine illustrations on heavy white paner. 
It gives a very glowlug account of the 
attractions of the Granite State, and 
follows it by a list of the '‘abandoned 
farms,” by which, the report states, is 
meant farms uuoccupied hut with build- 
ings iu good condition. As every busi- 
ness man has an idea of sometimo owu- 
ing a farm, the pamphlet will have a 
good many reiders. The list of aban- 
doned farms is uow reduced to 750, from 
1342 in 1800. so that those who have not 
yet made their choice will fiud the 
variety lesseuiog every year. Neverthe- 
less, the man who wants a farm could 
probably be accommodated, at his owu 
price, even if these on the list were all 
t ken. The desciiptionH aio very takiug 
in such weather as we have bad the past 
week. Think of 000 acres in a mountain 
town, with house of fifteen rooms and 
several barns for ouly $3 an acre. There 
are several small fauns of a bundled 
acres or so with buildings for less than 
a thousand dollars, aud the locations 
vary from half a mile from a railroad 
station to twenty. As the report states, 
a farm can be purchased for the cost of 
a summei’s outing for the family, and 
the buyer could have a home for all the 
futuie. as the laud would be left even if 
the buildings f> 11 over his bead the first 
summer. The descriptions read very 
flue on paper, but one who has luoked 
up some of these bargains says that the 
would-be buyer should always visit them 
before closing a trade, just to see how 
far the reality falls short of the ideas 
called up by the desciiption. The New. 
Hampshire board of agiiculture is cer- 
taiuly enterprising iu seediug out this 
list just at this time, but if any Newton 
mm wants a cheap farm he can find 
plenty of them iu Massachusetts withiu 
a short railroad ride of Bostou, by ap- 
plying to any real pstate agent who deals 
iu farm property. It is not best for a 
oity man to go too far from civilization 
in his first venture of country life. 


Sunday was one of the hottest days 
experienced in Newton and the tbermo- 
metic reports were so high that to print 
them would ruin nay paper’s reputation 
for veracity.

We 1 
generally have some of the hottest | 
weather of tb$ summer in June, but this 1 
year it beat the record. 

Many people have asked if it is neces- 
sary to have an open patrol wagon to 
carry drunken men through the streets, 
aud if so, if they could not be uuloaded 
at West Newton without making the 
affair into a spectacle for all the school 
children and loafers of that ward, as is 
now too ofteu the case. The spectacle 
is not an edifying one for children of 
tender years, aud possibly the wagon 
might be driven into the patrol stable, 
and the doors closed before the victim is 
tumbled out of the wagon aud dragged 
off to a cell. The ends of justice would 
be just as well served ami the public 
spared a painful sight.

No; you would go at once 
and place au advertisement iu a news- 
paper thut is read by the people. A rule 
that applies to a lost pockelhook adver- 
tisement upplies with eoual force to 
every other class of udvertUiug. 

“Get your wares, your propositions, 
your wauls, before the reading people, 
aud you are doiug the best oauvossiug 
for customers that you possibly cuu. 
Money speut with these travelling ad- 
vertising solicitors is simply uiouey 
thrown away. That’s all.’’— The Jour- 
nalist.

Politics and Rcligiou in Hawaii. 

[Rev. Dr. A. 8. Twmubly in Congregationalism] 

I have been into maoy of the native 
churches in Honolulu nnd have conversed 
with religious people, native and foreigr, 
from this aud other islands, and am 
forced to the conclusion that the reli- 
gious, not to say the moral, condition of 
the native Hawaiinus is not encouraging 
to the lovers of this interesting race. I 
could give a lemmk.ibie account of a 
visit to a native Mormon church where 
the worshipers (sic) did whatever they 
pleased during the service, just what 
the natives enjoy doiug the best. I 
could tell of the Roman Catholic suc- 
cesses among them— 500 native boys in 
St. Louis college of Honolulu and a 
cathedral filled with natives on Easter 
Suuday. I could also relate my experi- 
ences on Sunday afternoons at the little 
Protestant churches iu the vicinity of 
Honolulu aud the frequency of disgrace- 
ful scenes on Sunday iu native houses, 
where liquor drinking and worse vices 
are indulged in out of sight of the police. 
But it is s ife to s ly that at least one-half 
of the congregations have deserted their 
churches because of the political trou- 
bles, at any rate making that an excuse 
for staying away. At Hilo the uative 
pastor said it was hard to get together 
even a half of his people ou Sundays, al- 
though iu some of Father Coan’s little 
churches scattered over ‘the vicinity a 
few faithful souls still keep up a sun- 
rise prayer-meetiug before going to their 
work. 

Sad as these symptous of decline may 
be, there are some hopeful signs. A 
Sunday school convention at Ewa, near 
this city, was largely attended. The 
papers gave a detailed account of a most 
encouraging series of meetings. There 
are devoted uative pastors ou all the 
islands. The last two reigns did not 
c»rry any larce proportion of the natives 
back to the Kahunas or revive the hula 
dances as a national practice. But it 
will require mauy years of faithful labor 
by self-sacrificing white men aud women 
to restore the religious condition to what 
it was even 20 years ago. The natives 
seem indiffereut, rather thau opposed, 
to religion. They grow more aud more 
indolent in their habits. They resent 
foreign interference iu politics and reli- 
gion, and the missionary is no longer 
their beloved leader and spiritual guide. 

However we must uot forget that there 
are 57 native churches, with native 
pastors ou the Hawaiiau islands; that 
284 new members were received in one 
year, 1892-’03; that 44 suspended mem- 
bers wero restored and S2 suspended; 
that the total number of names on the 
church rolls is over 4000; that nearly 
3000 are iu the Suudav schools; that they 
have giveu over $1200 for pastor's sup- 
port, about $1500 for church buildings 
and for benevolent woik $600. 

If these things seem small in a uative 
population of 40,000, then we must fall 
back on the 7U,0J0 hopeful conversions 
of the past 74 years; ou the jhope that 
the docile, kindly people will, under au 
improved Cbristiau government in the 
future, return to their allegiance to the 
king of kings, nnd on the promises of 
God’s word that "the isles shall wait 
upon me, and ou miue arm shall tli y 
trust.” With this motto as their watch- 
word, the Hawaiiau Evangelical Associa- 
tion, with such meu as A. F. Judd, Rev. 
Dr. C.M. Hyde, Rev. Hiram Bingham. 
Rev. S- E. Bishop, Rev. II. H. Parker, 
and others like the Damons, the Alex- 
anders and the Joneses, may hope for 
better tbiugs as they devise larger 
measures aud give ample means for the 
work. 


To Stop Docking. 

If legislation cau put a stop to tho 
dockiug of horses’ tails the bill which 
has been passed by the preseut Legis 
lature, aud which has been sigued by the 
Governor, ought to accomplish that eud. 
It is provided in this act that whoever 
causes or knowiuglv permits docking to 
be done upon a hoise of which he is the 
owner, lessee, proprietor, or user, or 
whoever assists iu or is preseut at >uch 
cutting, shall be puuisbed by imprison- 
ment iu tbe jail uot exceeding one year 
or by a fine of uot less thau $100 uor 
more than $3oo. The discovery of a 
horse with its tail cut and tho wouud 
uuhealed upou the premises of auy per- 
son to be accepted as primu facie evi- 
dence that tbe person having charge of the 
horse, or the pers *u who has use of the 
premises, committed the ofieuce. As au 
inducement to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals to be ou 
the lookout tor this otTeuce, it is further- 
mote provided that oue-half of the tines 
collected under this act shall go to the 
society. This is by far the most drastic 
legislation yet iu this direcitou, but it 
remains to he seeu whether it will piove 
uffecitve.— Bostou Herald.

Papers from the aldermen woro then 
passed in concurrence and the couocil 
adjourned. 


NEWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 

TUE LAST MEETING OF THE YEAH SLIM I.Y 
ATTENDED. 


The school board met Wednesday 
evening, with Chairman J. Edward 
Hollis in the chair and Messrs. Knapp, 
Drew, Brackett, Mason, Smith and Mrs. 
Martin absent. 

Orders were adopted granting leave of 
absence to Lawrence L. Wilson and Delia 
A. Allen of the Williams school, Julia 
M. Cole of the High school and Elizabeth 
F, Paddock of the Pierce school, with 
balance of salary. 

Appointments were then made as fol- 
lows: Alice M. Wimple aud Harriet B. 
Soooner as assistants at the Williams 
school at a salary of $620 each; Alice M. 
Micombar to suoceed Miss Tyler, re- 
signed, as laboratory assistant at the 
High school; Harriet E. Constantino as 
assistant at the High school at a salary 
of $1000. 

Relative to the latter appointment the 
superintendent said Miss Coustantine 
was a Wellesley graduate and was very 
highly appreciated in Worcester, whero 
she had been teaching Latin in the High 
school for the past year or so. Sho 
would teach Latin here for the present, 
David F. Clark and James W. Beecher 
were added by appointment to the 
present list of truant officers. 

The report of the superintendent dealt 
with the question of establishing new 
lines for school districts aud the mem- 
bers of the board were exclusively pro- 
vided with printed copies of the new 
districts as prepared. The superinten- 
dent said there were no material 
changes, only in the Underwood and 
Lincoln school districts where quite 
a large number of the present Under- 
wood school pupils will be transferred 
to the Lincoln school on Thornton and 
Pearl streets. 

The press were not furnished with 
copies of these changes as the lines can- 
not be defined for the information of our 
readers. 

Mr. Boyden moved that the report be 
accepted and moved to adopt the dis- 
trict lines as presented. This was 
seconded by Mr. Hale. 

Chairman Hollis suggested that in the 
absence of both the Ward One gentle- 
men in whose ward these changes were 
contemplated, it might be wiso uot to 
take such summary action 
Some discussion was followed by a 
passage of the motion with tho under- 
standing that the Ward One gentlemeu 
could suggest an amendment if they 
desired, next fall. 

The finance committee reported ad- 
versely on increasing the Clafliu school 
janitor salary to $60 per month, but 
recomrnendeu that $10 per month be al- 
lowed for extra work, which after some 
discussion was adopted. 

The sum of $15,480.15 was appropri- 
ated for Juue expenses. 

Mr. Howes brought up the question 
of sanitary and safety investigation of 
the school houses of the city referred to 
the city council some weeks since aud 
from which nothing has been heard. 
He submitted a letter from T. E. Cabot 
of the Boston fire underwriters aud U. 

C. Crosby of the N. E. Insurance Ex- 
change, in which they detailed a 
thorough investigation of the Bigelow 
and Underwood schools, which they 
found in a very dangerous condition re- 
lative to lire, which could uot from the 
location of the chimneys, otherwise than 
be disastrous in loss of life. Tho cbirn- 
iftys and stacks were of metal directly in 
violation of all modern building laws, 
and both buildings were momentarily 
dangerous and uutit for school houses. 

He offered a resolve to be forwarded 
to the city council, but it was finally re- 
ferred to the school bouse committee. 

Mr. Be k referred to the present lack 
of teachers aud thought something 
should be done about it, but it was laid 
over until fall for discussion 

Mrs. Divis called arteutiou to the uon- 
atteudauce at school and truaucy of 
children, mentioning two cases of par- 
ticular fLgauce in Ward Throe. 

Mr. Ward believed truaujy should be 
firmly deal with aud that the board was 
desirous of haviug the laws in this re- 
spect, rigidly enforced. 

The board theu adjourned into execu- 
tive session.

The committee of citizens engaged in 
raising a testimonial in honor of the late 
Henry L. Bixby, Newton’s fire depart- 
ment chief, are meeting with gratifying 
success and over $5000 has already been 
contributed.

A LARGELY ATTENUKD MEETING SUNDAY 
IN ELIOT HALL. 


Hev. A. H. Plumb of Boston spoke be- 
fore a large audience last Sunday in Eliot 
hall. A half hour praise service led by 
Mr. W. H. Partridge and assisted by the 
participation of Miss Brackett, soprano, 
and MIsb Parks, cornet, preceded the 
address. 

Rev. Dr. Calkins of Eliot church pre- 
sided and Rev. J. B. ttould delivered the 
opening prayer. 

Rev. Dr. Plumb took for his text the 
words “For we can do nothing against 
the truth, but for the truth.’ 1 II Cor. 
xiii, 8. In these words the apostle re- 
fers to the fact of the omnipotence of 
truth. All aims, methods and deeds are 
regulated by the laws of truth and all 
gained by untruth or that which is not 
in harmony with truth is without 
strength or permanency. 

The importance of courteous discus- 
sion in relation to sectarian interference 
in civil affairs was the leading topic of 
discourse, which he wished to call to the 
attention of bis hearers. In the first 
place it was not the Roman Catholic 
people but the hierarchy which had so 
outrageously interfered in our civil 
affairs, and the fact that such interfer- 
ence tends toward a revolution of our 
government, iB one reason why everyone 
should become alive and active in these 
matters. Sectarian interference changes 
the whole aim and effect of our govern- 
ment. The latter is of and for the whole 
people and not of or for any one class or 
sect, and the control of civil affairs must 
not be in the favor of any one class or 
church, but for tho good of the people at 
large. 

It was a great thing for the Roman 
Catholics to interfere at Baltimore to 
stop the sale of liquor, and the Roman 
Catholic church has done a great work 
in the support of the home against the 
loose laws which fill our divorce courts. 
But those are not for the church alone 
but of the people at large. 

The state and the church should be 
kept distinctly separate, and in confound- 
ing these two the Roman Catholio church 
is wrong. 

It is a hand to hand conflict to live in 
these times of social turbulence, and the 
government has a right to interfere in 
these matters for the welfare of the peo- 
ple. Sectarian interference is a violation 
of the great fundamental principles 
under whioh this government was estab- 
lished. The Catholic congress of lay- 
men recently stated that the pope was 
not a subject which is contrary to all our 
belief in that all men are alike amend- 
able to the law and no man has irre- 
sponsible power over others. Such 
statements are in direct opposition to all 
our best laws and all these things show 
that they are working in the interests of 
their church, solely. 

The speaker referred to the use of 
$0,000,000 of the public money out of the 
state treasury of New York in the past 
11 years in the interests of the Catholic 
church, and the corrupt officials who 
took that money are in high esteem in 
the Roman Catholic church. The latter 
insists on a lion’s share of public office 
in order to get into the public treasury. 

Referring to the parochial schools, he 
said the scholars were brought up in 
ignorance of many great historical facts, 
and anything reflecting on the church 
was carefully excluded from their text 
books. 

These evils may be fought in various 
ways. By the ballot in putting men in 
public office who will labor solely for the 
good of the people at large, by lending 
support to an amendment to our national 
law, prohibiting the use of public money 
for sectarian institutions, and by opeu, 
honorable, courteous discussion of these 
matters. 


St. Andrews, N. B. 

A glance shows St. Andrews to be 
situated on a peninsula five miles in 
length, extending into Passamaquoddy 
Bay, which is seventeen miles long by 
six in width, and in point of attraction 
has but few rivals, with strong points in 
common and being often compared with 
the Bay of Naples. 

The outer edge of the bay is encircled 
by mouutainous island ranges, which 
serve to guard both the bay and peninsu- 
la from the objectionable fogs of the 
eastern ooust. , During the summer 
months cool breezes prevail, the ther- 
mometer seldom reaching 85 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The out re vicinity is traversed by the 
finest roads. Salt aud fresh water fish- 
ing is had within an hour’s sail or ride, 
while the bay aud lakes afford unsur- 
passed yachting and boatiug facilities. 

The entire abseuce of mosquitoes and 
malaria, the general air of restfuluess, 
together with the curative properties of 
the balsam-ladeu atmosphere, have made 
St. Andrews long and extensively known 
as au elysium for the hay-fever patient, 
jaded tourist, pleasure-seeker, and 
sportsman. 

The town, of 1,700 population, numer- 
ous hotels aud boarding-houses, has five 
excellent eburohes. schools, livery- 
stableB, stores, markets, telegraph office, 
and a weekly newspaper, ‘‘The St. 
Andrews Beacon,” while yachts in 
charge of reliable captains, cauoes with 
or without their Indian owners, and row- 
boats can be hired on very reasonable 
terms. 


Old Songs Made New. 

There is not much that is new in the 
world when it conies to popular songs. 
Mark Twain observed recently to a re- 
porter, that there were only 37 jokes iu 
tho world,— and that that observation 
was oue of them. There is even less 
variety iu the sougs of the day, aud 
every few years some old favorite will be 
found bobbing blithely to the surface 
disguised with a new name and words, 
ana perhaps a few trifling variations in 
the air. Thus the Boston Transcript 
lias culled attention to the fact that 
“Sweet Marie,” which is the latest 
aspiraut to the popular favor enjoyed by 
such songs as “After the Ball,” “Three 
Little (iirls iu Blue,” and “The Bowery” 
is nothing but “Baby Mine,” whioh had 
a great vogue about 15 years ago, with a 
more esthetic name, aud a few slight im- 
provements iu the melody.

STAINED GLASS PANEL PLACED IN TIIE 
FRONT DOOR OF LA8ELL SEMINARY. 


The class of ’04, Lasell Seminary, has 
left behind it a lasting memento. 

Instead of the conventional ivy or tree, 
the class of ’03 left a sturdy granite 
boulder, which stands out Btrong and 
beautiful from the green turf of the front 
lawn. 

Tho olass of ’04 chose as its memorial 
to fill the large panel of the front door 
with a beautiful stained glass light, 
which has for a motive a plain panel of 
amber opalescent glass, in the centre of 
which is a medallion, made similar in 
design to the class pin; that, is, the upper 
half of the shield is in white and the 
lower half in gold, with the letter “1” 
worked out in cut jewels representing 
the diamonds of the pin. This is sepa- 
rated from the amber of the back-ground 
by a soft greeu scroll. 

The medallion is encircled b» a laurel 
wreath, tied with a “Lasell blue” bib- 
bon, which is significant to the graduat- 
ing class. 

Surrounding the centre panel of amber 
glass there is a beautiful border of scroll 
work, in the same green which is used 
in the wreath surrounding the medaliion. 
This is in variegAted antique glass, and 
its strength contrasts beautifully with 
thesoftnesB of the amber. This, iu turn, 
is edged with lines of “Lasell blue,” and 
relieves the entire light from the wood- 
work of the door. 

The effect of the whole is very artistic, 
embracing soft effect of color with 
strength of design. 


Newton Hospital. 

The groduating exeroises of the Train- 
ing School for Nurses were largely at- 
tended last week. This was an occasion 
of special interest to the friends of the 
school, since it was the first graduation 
day to be observed in the elegant build- 
iug provided by the generosity of Mr. 
L. G. Pratt and the late Mr. E. W. Con- 
verse. The spacious assembly rooms 
were filled with an interested audience, 
who could not fail to appreciate the 
significance of such a function, where 
consecrated wealth, devoted public 
spirit, technical instruction, and un- 
selfish womanhood, combine to produce 
the bright consummate flower of our 
civilization. 

The devotional exercises were appro- 
priately conducted by Rev. Dr. Shinn, 
and the address was delivered by Dr. E. 
P. Scales, two of the original projectors 
of this institution, who have constantly 
worked for its interests from the begin- 
ning. Dr. Scales gave an interesting 
sketch ot the hospital, its methods, its 
growth and its success, and closed with 
well-chosen words of advice to the 
graduates, and a welcome to the ranks 
of tho profession, whose honors and re- 
sponsibilities they divide with the 
doctors. 

Each graduate received her diploma 
from the hands of Piesident J. R. Lee- 
son, and a badge of gold from Mrs. E. 
B. Haskell, of the Board of Managers. 
In conferring the diplomas President 
Lee8on departed widely from the per- 
functory Pro auctoritate mihi commissa 
which one hears so often ou commence- 
ment days, and gave to each graduate a 
few personal words of commeudatiou 
and cheer, which they will always re- 
member. The audience was delighted 
with this fresh illustration of the re- 
sources of the President, whom the 
hospital is so fortunate in having for its 
executive officer. 

This graduation day was rich not only 
in science and sentiment, but art also 
contributed to grace the occasion. The 
Misses Kimberly and Miss Fyffe kindly 
provided a musical program, and gave 
selections ou the piano and violin, which 
were exquisitely rendered and highly ap- 
preciated. 

The interest of the day, however, cen- 
tered about the class of teu nurses, who 
received the insignia of their profession 
after a thorough course of training iu 
the school. They had passed examina- 
tions which showed exceptional attain- 
ments, and they had received a personal 
training which the Superintendent of 
nurses is admirably qualified to give. 
The hospital has no hesitation in send- 
ing out this class with the seal of its ap- 
proval, and feels that iu fitting these 
young women for their responsible work, 
it has rendered an inestimable service to 
the commuuity, and is justifying the 
confidence reposed iu its management. 
Such a work must not be allowed to 
falter for the want of means for its 
prosecution. Undoubtedly the old and 
new friends of the Institution will testify 
their appreciation by still larger gifts iu 
tho future. 

An Unsavory Record. 

| Springfield Republican,] 

It is going to be a very unsavory record 
which the Legislature of 1804 will leave 
behind. Referring to its course the 
United States Iuvestor says: — 

The willingness of legislative bodies to 
play into the hands of corporate inter- 
ests was never more marked than during 
the past six months in Massachusetts. 
Probably the Bell telephoue measure is 
as flagrant a piece of legislation as cau 
be recalled. The couteutiou that the 
Bell Company is not a quasi-public cor- 
poration is as great a piece of effrontery 
as was ever offered the public. In fact, 
the most remarkable feature of the 
Legislature of 1804 is that the public 
interests have been subverted openly aud 
unblushiugly, instead of quietly aud iu a 
manner to give rise to as little comment 
as possible. 

Aud the Boston Commercial Bulletin 
pays its respects to the body about to 
adjouru tu this manner:— 

Judgiug from the caliber of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature of 1803-94, the citi- 
zens of this commonwealth ueed to exer- 
cise a greater degree of discrimination iu 
the choice of their future representatives. 
It is a long time siuce the State House 
has been burdened with a Legislature of 
so unsatisfactory a character or oue that 
has so shamelessly published to the 
world its weaknesses where corporation 
legislation is concerned. What with 
the Meigs bill uud the telephoue iniquity 
the body, as a whole, has distinguished 
itself beyond all power of imagination 
when it first met. The year 1804 seems 
to be a great period for corruption, its 
exposition uud punishment iu various 
parts ot tho country.

.JULY WEATHER. 


SOME FACTS TAKEN FROM OBSERVATIONS 
DURING THE PAST 23 YEARS. 


From the record of observations taken 
here by tbe Boston weather bureau dur- 
ing 23 years, tbe mean or normal tem- 
perature of the mouth of July is 72 deg. 

The warmest July was that of 1872, 
with an average of 70 deg - ; the coldest 
July was that of 1884, with an average of 
09 deg. The highest temperature during 
any July was 101 deg. on July 10, 1880; 
tho lowest temperature during any July 
was 40 deg. on July 22, 1874. 

The precipitation (rain and melted 
snow) average for the month 3.45 inches. 
The average number of days with .01 of 
an inch or more was 11. The greatest 
monthly precipitation was 0.86 inches, in 
1880. The least monthly precipitation 
was 1.44 inches in 1885. The largest 
amount of precipitation recorded in any 
24 consecutive hours was 2.37 inches on 
30th and 31st July, 1870. The average 
number of cloudless days was 8. The 
avernge number of partly cloudy days 
was 14. The average number of cloudy 
days was 0. The prevailing winds have 
been southwest. Tbe highest velocity 
of the wind during any July was 00 
miles on July 26 and 27, 1879. 


Sporting Gentry in Modern New 
England. 

Tbe New England gentleman of fifty 
years ago, if he could see the way we 
live now, would opeu his eyes at the im- 
portance which the horse and his ac- 
coutrements have acquired in tbe eye of 
the present generation, and undoubtedly 
would come to the conclusion, on the 
whole, that our ancestors were bigoted 
in their association of a semblance of sin 
with a free use of the quadruped in ques- 
tion. Certainly, the gay vehicles, bright 
harnesses, and sleek, stylish animalB 
which are to be encountered nowadays 
along the country roads of the strict 
old country of Essex, are a vast im- 
provement, from an {esthetic point of 
view, over the Bombre chaises and in- 
elegant nags by means of which our 
forefathers endangered their chances of 
salvation. The charms of out-door life 
on tbe North Shore have fostered a taste 
for riding and driving which has proved, 
alike iu a hygienic and a liberalizing 
sense, a great benefit to both tbe sexes. 
Riding, at which most young ladies and 
many men in tbe North used to shy, lias 
become, iu severnl sections of the coun- 
try, and conspicuously on the Beverly 
shore, a favorite form of exercise and 
recreation. Under the conduct of the 
Myopia Hunt Club, fox hunts after tbe 
Euglisb pattern engage the enthusiastic 
attention of a considerable number of 
young and middle aged people during 
the early autumn months. The beauti- 
ful inland country about Wenham, Hamil- 
ton and Topsfield has become a race- 
course for this bunting element, many of 
whom do not hesitate to risk life and 
limb iu their almost hysterical enjoy- 
ment of tbe transplanted ancient sport. 
The Huut Club has a modest club house 
at Hamilton, where a pack of hounds are 
kept, and iu the course of the last five 
years a colony of horse-loving spirits 
has absorbed aud settled upon the most 
attractive of the surrounding farms, 
some of which possess an old fashioned 
picturesqueness whioh suggests brass 
audirouR aud gilly-flowers.— From “Tbe 
North Shore of Massachusetts,” by 
Robert Grant, in the July Scribuer. 

South Street Improvement. 

The Newton Central boulevard is to 
enter Boston at the intersection of Lake 
and South streets, and it is proposed to 
make South street aud Cbestuut Hill 
aveuue to Beacon street circle 120 feet 
wide, as au extension of the Newton 
boulevard. 

The work of surveying this extension 
is progressing, and will probably be com- 
pleted aud the maps filed withiu a few 
weeks, for the actiou of the Boston street 
commissioners. 

Oue side of South street runs ou the 
liue of Evergreen cemetery, and at that 
part of the street the widening will be 
entirely on the other side. The south- 
erly side of the Newton boulevard will 
have to be extended to tbe junction of 
the cemetery liue and South street, so 
that tbe takings will be largely ou the 
northerly side, except at the intersection 
with Chestnut Hill avenue, where they 
will be mostly on the southerly sido of 
this aveuue. 

The laud owued aud occupied by the 
St. John’s Ecclesiastical Semiuary will 
be cut into, also land on tbe avenue 
owned by tbe city of 3ostou. 

Catholics and the Public School. 

Frederic K. Coudert, Id tbe July Forum. 

As to our common schools, true there 
is an honest difference of opinion among 
our citizens ns to tbe proper way of cou- 
ductiug them. But as tho enormous 
majority of tho people in every State is 
iu favor of uusectariau public eduoatiou, 
it is the height of absurdity to take that 
as the target for violence aud oppression.

Thus far, certuinly, they have received 
but little aid from the State, and their 
magnanimous hearing, added to the 
great hardship whioh the system has en- 
tailed upon them, viz., payment for that 
education, which many of them con- 
scientiously tefuse to receive, should en- 
title them to tho warmest admiration 
aud respect.

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THE TELEPHONE VETO. 


There is a good deal of discussion over 
the effect of Governor Greenhalge’s veto 
of the Bell Telephone bill, and some 
people think that by it he has signed his 
political death warrant. There are so 
many prominent citizens who were 
financially interested in the bill, and 
their expected profits were so seriously 
interfered with, that it is not believed 
that they will easily forgive the act that 
dashed their hopes of gain to the 
ground. 

The ease with which the bill passed 
the legislature, although it was contrary 
to the declarations against stock water- 
ing made by both parties, shows how 
great was the influence that the Bell 
Telephone people could exert, and how 
easily they compelled senators and 
representatives to obey their commands. 
They evidently had no idea that the 
governor would have “sand” enough to 
stand up for the interests of the people, 
and the veto must have been as un- 
expected as it was unwelcome. 

It would be interesting if one could 
know the inside history of this bill in 
the legislature, and just how members 
were induced to favor it. There is the 
lobby influence, of course, and the tele- 
phone people are said to have been well 
represented there, but just how did the 
lobby get in such effective work is some- 
thing that outsiders would like to 
know. 

The Bell stockholders are scattered 
throughout the state and are mostly 
men of wealth and prominence, and 
possibly the representatives did not like 
to offend the most intluential men of 
their own town. The paper that could 
get at the inside facts and print them 
would make its fortune. 

•Tt has been an interesting fight and a 
very significant one. We have been 
shown that a wealthy corporation can 
control our General Assembly, in spite 
of the anti-lobby laws, and that both the 
House and Senate are weak and sub- 
servient before a company that repre- 
sents enormous capital, but fortunately 
we have a governor who is courageous 
enough to stand up for the interests of 
>£he people against monopoly, and his 
veto brushes aside all the Actions and 
quibbles which the legal couuii! of the 
Bell company put forward. The veto 
means that in Massachusetts at least 
corporations are still under the coutrol 
of the state, thauks to Governor Greeu- 
halge. If he has iucurred the enmity of 
the lobbyists, aud would-be stock-grab- 
bers, he has also earned the respect and 
couAdence of the people, and the latter 
ought to be able to defeat the former, 
iu any political Aghts that may come in 
the future. 


■Bifpehin tendent Seaver was re- 
•aleoted without trouble by the Bostou 
school committee, Tuesday uight, and 
the premature disclosure of the plot 
against him was sutAcieut to defeat it. 
It roused at once a great public seuti- 
meut io favor of Mr. Seaver, whose labors 
for the Boston schools have beou widely 
uppreci ited, and have earued him the 
distinction of being one of the best 
school superintendents in the country. 
If Bostou schools are not all that they 
should be, it is certainly not the fault of 
Mr. Seaver, who has found himself 
hemmed in iu eveiy direction, but a 
ohauue for the better iu that respect will 
come uuder the now rules. Perhaps the 
blame, if there is auy, may be laid to the 
doors of the multitude of “supervisors" 
as they are called, aud who have the 
power to interfere iu all sorts of ways 
with their own little hobbies, to say 
nothing of the hobbies of the members 
of the school board itself.

CITY GOVERNMENT. 

THE LAST MEETING nEFORE THE SUM- j 

M Kit VACATION REPLETE WITH IMPOR- j 

TANCE. 

The aldermen and council held a meet- 
ing last evening which concludes their 
regular sessions until September. 

The mayor presided iu the board nud 
all were present. 

A hearing was opened on the matter 
of taking land on the banks of the 
Charles river between the Newton Boat 1 
club house and Auburn street bridge for I 
public park purposes. The doors to the | 
council chamber were opened and both I 
branches assembled in a joint hearing on 
the matter. 

Those in favor of the park were first 
given an opportunity but no one accepted 
and the remonstrauts were heard with 
the understanding that those favoring 
should have a chance to close. 

THE REMONSTRANTS. 

Francis Blake of Weston was the Arst 1 
speaker. He was heartily in favor of 
anything which would improve or beau- | 
tify the liver bauks, but wanted aright * 
of way over the property with the joint j 
owners of the land, the Boston Athletic 
Association as an outlet to the proposed 
grounds of the association. A system 
of parks on the opposite bank of the 
river were to extend to aud about the 
grounds. 

President Henry Parkman, of the Bos- 
ton Athletic Association, spoke of the 
joint purchase of laud with Mr. Blake 
for the purpose of extending the grounds 
and to furnish a convenient entrance 
near the Riverside station. The inten- 
tion was to build a bridge to conuect 
with the present end of Charles street 
affording an entrauce from near the sta- 
tion to the grouuds. If this entrance 
was refused them it would seriously in- 
jure their laud aud proposed improve- 
ments and they would be compelled to 
claim heavy damages on their grounds, 
which was Allowable as adjoiniug prop- 
erty was affected by such claims. 

Mr. Blake here submitted plans of au 
irou and wooden bridge, the latter with 
30 feet spans, 20 feet wide and 120 feet 
long. He favored the iron bridge as less 
objectionable an obstruction and as 
more beautiful. He was perfectly will- 
ing to erect an iron bridge if the city so 
desired and would give them the right 
of way. 

Iu answer to inquiries from Alderman 
Bothfeld it was found that the associa- 
tion purchased the disputed land four or 
Ave weeks since aad although a bridge 
at this point was on the plan fust shown 
the association when they purchased 
their grouuds a year ago the way of en- 
trance did not enter into prominence in 
the original purchase. A station on the 
B. & A. at the grounds bad never been 
considered. 

The aldermeu mentioned that as Wes- 
ton bridge would be the terminal of the 
boulevard people driving would be apt 
to reach the grounds by that route. 

Mr. Parkman admitted this but said 
the bridge was designed principally for 
people coming out on the traius to River- 
side to avoid tne distance by Weston 
bridge although the proposed structure 
would be large enough for cairiage use.

A COMPLETE WRECK. 


CROWELL’S GRAIN ELEVATOR RUN INTO 
RY COAL CARS. 

H. W. Crowell’s throe-story grain 
elevator on Church street was destroyed 
yesterday msrniug by being run into by 
loaded coal cars. 

The damage was done by the through 
western freight which left Worcester at 
1.45 in charge of Conductor Berry and 
drawu by engine 158 of the Boston »& 
Albany railroad. 

The freight reached Newton about 4.25 
and ten minutes later a Hying switch 
was made to leave nine long coal cars 
ou a spare track near the Newton Coal 
Company's sheds. 

The momentum given them must have 
been tremendous, as the two braketnen 
in charge could not coutrol them, and 
they ran Bquarely into the elevator, which 
was opposite, and about 25 feet distant 
from the end of the track. 

The shock when the cars struck was 
followed by a crash which awoke people 
a half-mile away, as the grain structure 
collapsed aud came to the ground in a 
huge pile of timber, state and thousands 
of bushels of grain. 

It was completely demolished, aud lies 
Aat on the ground. 

The freight brakemen jumped before 
the cars struck, escaping injury. 

Two of the coal cars left the track, 
and the forward trucks of the one which 
did the execution were buried in the cellar 
of the wrecked buildiug. This car is 
No. 10,743 of the Delaware & Hudson 
Coal Company, and has a capacity of 
40,000 pounds aud weighs 22,950 pounds. 

This is the smallest of the niue cars, 
all of which were loaded with coal con- 
signed to Albert Brackett & Son. All 
but one were pulled on to the track again 
by the freight. 

The wreck was visited by hundreds of 
people yesterday morning. 

The elevator was owned by W. G. 
Lewis of Framiugham, aud was built 25 
years ago. It is insured. 

There were 3000 bushels of oats, 700 
bushels of corn, 11 tons of shorts and 
one or more carloads of miscellaneous 
stock in the elevator at the time of the 
accident, all of which is covered by in- 
surance.

Holler Scales. 

The use of oil in preventing boiler 
scale now so prevalent is met with the 
objection that iu using other than stand- 
ard oil of 150 to 800 degrees fire test 
there is danger of the formation of what 
is called oil scale. This, according to 
chemical authority, is owing to the fact 
that wheu the higher fire test oils are 
introduced they rise and float upou tho 
top of tho water, aud the latter, impreg- 
nated with sediment and mud, boils 
aud bubblos up through the oil scum on 
top, and on the water becoming vapor- 
ized it liberates the particles of mud 
and scale contained, which fall back 
upon this layer of oil upou tho top of 
the water. After awhile the layer of oil 
becomes so impregnated with mineral 
substances that it sinks to the bottom 
of the boiler, forming an incrustation, 
or oil scale, which is as injurious to the 
boiler as is tho lime or magnesium 
scalo. But the same objection, it is re- 
marked, has also been made to crude 
petroleum. — New York Sun.

1 Outside of Newton there ia no Are 
chief in this country more widely or 
favorable known than the late Chief 
Bixby, while his department is noted far 
and wide for its excellence. Could the 
people of Newton iuapect other depai t- 
ments and the way some fires are 
handled in other places and compare 
them in every particular with Nowton’s, 
they would more fully understand and 
appreciate the excellence of Newton’s 
model department, made so by the late 
chief. 

No department is copied from more 
than Newton’s which I know from 
positive knowledge. 

Injustice has been done the late chief 
by his opponents in their statements 
that he was too fond of makiug "a show” 
by bis uniform and bright red buggy. 
To make "a show” was far from his 
uature, as he was naturally of A quiet, 
unassuming aud unostentatious dis- 
position. He wore tbe uniform and 
used a red buggy because ho considered 
them proper and necessary for a 
thoroughly modern department, and so 
that people could distinguish his team 
enroute to fires aud clear tho way when 
they saw him approaching at a distance. 
Tbe chief led and not followed in the 
work of chiefs of largo cities, as many 
others do; he did what ho believed was 
right nnd in doiug so he was often mis- 
understood and Heldom fully appreciated. 
He stood in his own shoes and always 
wore the same size hat, whether he was 
critized harshly and unjustly, or the 
recipient of deserved praise. Ho per- 
formed his duties, as he saw them, 
honestly, conscientiously and to tbe best 
of bis ability, regardless of censure or 
praise aud as an old-time friend of bis 
recently stated in a communication pub- 
lished in a Waltham newspaper, no 
better epitaph couid be placed on his 
tombstone thaD, "Here lies a man.” H.

Bixby of the fire department. It is 
nsid that Boston would be called upon to 
allow otie of its fire department officials 
to accept the position; and a Waltham 
paper states that an ex-chief of that de- 
partment is being boomed by his friends 
therefor, and numerous past ami 
present firemen of Newton have been 
mentioned. 

If Newton desires, as l believo it does, 
to continue the excellent system under 
what Chief Bixby so successfully con- 
ducted the department for 15 years, and 
made it one of the best oall force de- 
partments in tho country, and if it de- 
sires to have its fires as well handled as 
they have been during the late chief’s 
regime, there is but one person who is 
fully qualified to take up the duties of 
that position aud conduct the depart- 
ment ur near as it is possible to do so to 
Chief Bixby’s high standard, and that is 
Acting Chief W. B. Randlett, who for a 
decade or so has been second in com- 
mand, and knows tbe late cbiet’s 
methods and customs better than anyone 
else. 

Could Chief Bixby have had a voice in 
the selection of his successor, Capt. 
Randlett would have been his choice 
most emphatically. He frequently in- 
formed the writer that wheu his time 
came to step down and out that in Capt. 
Randlett the city would rind a most com- 
petent successor, and that whenever he 
left the city ho always felt at ease, know- 
ing that tbe department in charge of 
Capt Randlett was in competent hands, 
and in him the chief always had the 
utmost confidence. 

For some ten years or so these two 
model city officials have worked harmo- 
niously together; a combination of ex- 
cellence which it would be difficult to 
duplicate in this or any other city. 
Each thoroughly understood the other, 
aud would work together at tires, each 
knowing just what the other was doiDg 
without seeing or meeting until the fire 
was extinguished. 

Capt. Randlett can take the depart- 
ment just where Chief Bixby left it and 
conduct it ou the same lines, and handle 
fires in the same excellent manner as 
heretofore. The success of n fire chief 
does not wholly lie in his ability to 
handle a fire, he must possess sufficient 
executive ability to enable him to main- 
tain and discipline the department so 
that it can be handled in the best man- 
ner possible at a fire. He must also pos- 
sess a knowledge of the fire service of 
the country to enable him to select the 
best suited for the department of which 
he is the head. Chief Bixby possessed 
these qualities in a marked degree and 
Capt. Randlett possesses far above the 
average, and is fully competent in all tbe 
necessary requisites to fill the responsi- 
ble position of chief, which his past 
faitbiul services entitles him to, and 
true civil service reform makes him most 
eligible. 

The selection of a chief from some 
other city will mean an almost entire 
new system to conform with the ideas 
and customs of the new encumbent. If 
a Boston man is selected it will mean 
Boston customs, which will never be 
tolerated in Newton. That is a perma- 
nent force department. Newton has a 
call force and no call force fire depart- 
ment was ever yet successfully conducted 
on permanent force rules. 

To introduce Boston methods into the 
Newton department means the introduc- 
tion of politics, which have never yet 
got a footing in this department, and we 
trust they never will. It will mean that 
a "pull” will be necessary to secure pro- 
motion instead of merit. It will mean 
a disregard of the rule which now ab 
solutely prohibits tbe use of intoxicat- 
ing liquors by members of the force, if 
we aro to judge by present Boston cus- 
toms, and it will mean a large number of 
evils which exist iD large city fire de- 
partments controlled bv politics and 
politicians, which the Newton depart- 
ment now as always in the past is free 
from. 

It would not be a wise policy to place 
at the head of so important a depart- 
ment, oue who is a stranger to our city, 
its buildings, its people and their ways, 
and above all a stranger to the fire de- 
partment. 

It is a mistake to think that all tb£ 
best fire officials in the state are in the 
Boston department as such is not a fact. 
Iu several of tho smaller cities aud towns 
firemen fully as able as those of Boston 
can be found. There is not an abler all- 
around chief iu any of the larger cities 
in this country than was the late Chief 
Bixby, while Capt. Randlett whom none 
will say had a peer iu the position he 
has occupied while in this city, came 
from the small town of Milton. The 
small city aud towu departments tor 
their size as a whole are the best rnau- 
aged, while some of the best handled 
fires are found outside of the largest 
cities. 

There is not a man better qualified by 
nature, experience and kuowledge of the 
city aud the fire department for the 
position of chief thau Walter B. Rand- 
lett, and the writer believes that out 
of 100 persons iu the city, desires his 
deserved promotion to that position, 
and above all, the people do not want an 
outsider to come iu aud demoralize our 
uew excellent department, which in all 
probability, one selected from outside 
would do. 

In closing I desire to add a few words 
to the many already spoken in praise of 
tbe late Chief Bixby ne was an honest 
man, had he not beau, he might have 
left more of this worlds goods behind 
him than he did, as no public official has 
greater opportunities to accumulate 
money by dishonest methods, thau has 
the chief of a fire department in the 
purchase of apparatus aud supplies. To 
uone of these would the laLe chief stoop, 
and the city by his strict honesty hab 
beeu saved thousands of dollars during 
his long term of office,of which it knows 
nothing, by beiug able to buy the best 
supplies at the lowest price possible, be- 
cause there were no cigars, wine sup- 
pers or commissions to be paid for out 
of the profits by the settler, lie would 
never accept even the slightest favor 
from those of | whom he purchased good: 


THE VALUE OF RICH MEN. 

Extract From an Address by Richard 
H. Dana, In Boston, Feb. 28. 1804. 
When in Chicago at the World’s fair 
you probably saw in the fine art gallery a 
very striking statue of a group of persons 
struggling for labor tickets. As yon 
know, there have been times in certain 
parts of England when labor hns been 
very scarce, and what little employment 
there was used to be distributed by scat- 
tering labor tickets among the people. 
This statue represented such a scene as 
often took place. One large, strong man 
has grasped the ticket and holds it aloft 
In his hand, a stalwart young man is try- 
ing to take it from him. An old man 
clings piteously to his waist, but. all the 
while the eyes of the fortnnate holder are 
looking at a poor woman with her child 
at his feet, nnd he is struggling between 
his own desire for work and his pity for 
those more helpless than himself. 

Now what does all this mean? It means 
a scarcity of wenlth in that town. Now 
let us suppose that there should come 
into that town to stay 100 men with in- 
comes of $15,000 apiece, let us sny owners 
of a rich copper mine in the west. Whnt 
would be the result? They would build 
homes. That would create a demand for 
lumber, bricks, stone, lime, cement, hard- 
ware and labor. Then the lumber nnd 
hardware dealers would have money, the 
brick yards would start up and with the 
joint employment of labor there would be 
a demand for nil sorts of articles. 

The storekeepers would have more 
money, rents would be paid, real estate 
would advance, nnd again there would be 
more demnnd for goods, and that would 
be a demnnd for more labor nnd that in 
its turn create demand for goods and so 
on. Not only the townspeople, but the 
farmers would be benefitted. The de- 
mand for farm products would not stop 
with wbat tbe 100 rich men nnd their 
families would consume, but storekeep- 
ers, mechanics and laborers who before 
could not afford the pittance to keep 
life in their bodies would now he pur- 
chasers of milk, butter, eggs, meat and 
vegetables. 

Now, would it have been a wise policy 
to have kept these 100 rich men from com- 
ing into thnt town by insisting on impos- 
ing an unjust double tax on their prop- 
erty which other countries did not insist 
on? 

I heard on the floor of the legislature 
last year a member who got up and de- 
nounced rich men generally and said, 
"We don’t want any more millionaires in 
the commonwealth.” What is the use of 
talking that way. It. isn’t that we want 
the individual millionaires or that 
they are any more ngreeubie than 
equally well educated, honeBfc and able 
men who are poor, but we do need their 
wealth, and yet we insist on a double tax 
in this state such as none of our surround- 
ing states require, and which tends to 
keep out and drive out wealth from this 
state, and efforts ore being made at the 
state house to enforce that unjust double 
tax more stringently than ever. 

What's In a Name? 

Tho custom of naming flats after 
their builders or owners is a growing 
ono and sometimes results in a curious 
combination. Just below me aro two 
now flathouscs, built last Bummer. Ono 
was named "Albert,” aud on the plate 
glass front door of the udjoining one 
was the word "Madeira,” it having 
been built by a patriotic gentleman 
who names his flathouses after various 
wines. But the latter was sold to a man 
named Hawkins, who forthwith put his 
own name up. So now the combination 
is complimentary to the old time and 
widely known White Houso ooachmau, 
"Albert H awkins. ” — New Yo rk Herald.

ROOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


The July number of The Forum will 
be, as usual, a special educational num- 
ber; aud, as usual, it will deal with very 
practical problems iu education — prob- 
lems of interest not to professional edu- 
cators only, but problems that touch the 
very base of our system of training. The 
three articles are: “The Ideal Training 
of an American Hoy,” a working state- 
ment of the highest ideal, by Prof. 
Thomas Davidson; “Research the 
Vitalizing Method of Higher Teaohing,” 
by President J. Stauley Hall— the most 
suggestive of his series of articles; aud 
“Will the Co-educated Co-educate their 
Cliildreu?” in other words, will womou 
who attended co-educatioual colleges 
seud their children, especially their 
daughters, to these colleges? This 
article, by Prof. Martha Foote Crow, of 
the University of Chicago, is based on a 
series of inquires made of the Alumna) 
of Cornell, the University of Miohigau, 
aud the other co-educational schools. 

As becomes a July number of any 
magazine, the Atlantic for this month 
has its share of out-of-door papers. They 
show more than one way of getting a 
change of scene and air, for besides Mr. 
Frank Holies’s Nova Scotia paper, “The 
Home of Glooscap,” and Mr. Hradford 
Toney’s Florida sketch. “On the Beach 
at Daytona,” au uusigued article, “The 
City on the Housetops,” gives a vivid 
aud sympathetic picture of the summer 
life on the roofs of houses iu the most 
crowded quarters of New York. Mr. W. 
R. Thayer has edited for the Atlautic 
the letters of Sidney Lanier to a Phila- 
delphia friend. Professor Tyrrell, of 
Dublin, takes one iuto the far past with 
his study of "Lucretius,” and “The Red 
Bridal,” a Japanese love story, by 
Lafoadio Hearn, goes as far iuto the 
remote East. Two political papers of 
unusual value are Mr. Harvey N. 
Shepard’s “The Mayor aud the City,” 
aud Professor J. Laurence Laughliu’a 
“Monetary Reform iu Santo Domingo.” 
“Philip aud his Wife” proceeds iu three 
stirring chapters, and Mrs. Catherwood 
supplies u Freueh Canadian story, 
“Pontiao’s Lookout.” Houghton, 
Mi 111 in & Co., Boston. 

In the next Harper’s Bazar there will 
be a story by Mrs. Harriet Prescott 
SpolTord, entitled “Jesse;” also a very 
useful aud practical paper ou “Color in 
the House,” with special application to 
the treatmeut of floors, colorings and 
coveriugs, by Mrs. Caudace Wheeler. A 
promiueut fashion feature in this issue 
of the Bazar is a chic toilette to be worn 
at the races. To this may he added a 
number of graduating gowns aud simple 
priut waists for young womeu. 

Scribner’s Magazine for June contains 
au article by John Heard, Jr., which, 
for the first time iu accessible form in 
English, tells the tragical story of 
“Marimiliau aud Mexioo” iu the light of 
many documents which have recuutly 
beeu published in France. This drumu- 
tio recital of an episode which the writer 
calls “oue of Napoleon’s Day-Dreams,” 
gives, iu that picturesque style which 
the author has shown iu his stories, a 
perfectly clear account of the eveut from 
its conception to the execution of 
Maximilian. The true iuside history of 
the part played by t lie Uuited States, the 
author tiiiuks, will probably never be 
thoroughly kiiowu because there were 
few documents aud the real iustruotious 


wore given by word of mouth by men 
who have panned away. Mr. Heard’s 
narrative is entiched with a series of 
striking pictuies by Marchetti and 
Gilbert Gaul. 

A Daughter of Music, by G. Colmore, 
is the title of a novel which is attracting 
n remarkable degree of attention in 
England at present. This strong and 
brilliant work is to be published im- 
mediatelv in Appletous’ Town and 
Country Library. 

The first volume of the eagerly awaited 
Memoirs of the Baron de Menevai, 
Private Secretary of Napoleon I., is to

July Fourth, 1894* 

We understand that a petition has 
been sent in by the Social Science Club 
of Newton, to those directly responsible 
for our city’s well being and well doing, 
asking for better protection from the 
liceuse so cruelly shown in many in- 
stances heretofore, and especially July 
4th, 1893. 

The leading purpose of the day is 
patriotic, the cultivation of patriotic 
feeling in all suitable ways, of joy aud 
gladness in the possession of .our inde- 
pendent and happy country. For the 
older and more thoughtful of our citizens 
the celebration should be in harmony 
with the best ideas of the dignity and 
greatness of our natiou. This idea con- 
scientiously carried out by our best 
people, must, and will impress itself 
upon those not able to grasp the full 
meaning of the day, and especially upon 
the children aud youth among us. THIN 

For them, the day afforded aud should 
afford room for everv kind of innocent 
demonstration. The country belongs to 
the whole people, all are its citizens, all 
should be its lovers, all its defenders, 
aud the largest liberty the greatest 
variety of exercises, consistent with 
public order, and private rights must be 
allowed. All hilarity aod noise cannot 
and should not be suppressed. Nothing 
is liked better by the majority of the 
people or is considered more appropriate 
than the salutes which usher iu the day 
or mark the culminating points of the 
different ceremonies, and not only the 
tiring of cannon but small arms and eveu 
the fire crackers of the enthusiastic boys, 
under reasonable restrictions, have their 
patriotic uses. Fourth of July boys 
should make patriotic men. Iu their iu- 
teuse enjoyment of the day they learn to 
love it, and that love will help them to 
appreciate it, and to understand its deep- 
er meaning, as they grow up to man- 
hood. 

It is only natural that that intense 
feeling of joy and triumph should be ex- 
pressed by noises, small and great, aud 
there is no hope, nor is it desirable that 
their patriotic noises should ever be 
wholly suppressed in our uational cele- 
bration. 

Id all that stirs our emotion or senses 
a thrill of patriotic feeling from heart to 
heart, or iucreases in any way our genu- 
iue love of country, let there be liberty, 
let the gale of enthusiasm “blow great 
guns and small arms,” iu the common 
rejoicing. But when this liberty is 
abused it becomes “license” which 
meaus iu this case “abuse of freedom.” 
It is “liceuse” which disturbs the slum- 
bers of the sick by startliug explosions 
at midnight. To many of these, the 
critical moment may have come, in their 
illuess, when rest aud quiet are essential 
to life itself. Have the well no private 
rights in this matter? 

It was this license which allowed the 
malioious mischief done iu Newton a 
year ago. Is the wanton destruction of 
property au evidence of patriotism, or 
can shameful cruelty to auimals be re- 
garded as less than on outrage? Is uot 
this liceuse all the more despicable wheu 
done on a day that celebrates our dearly 
bought liberty, a day that should he 
given to noble feelings aud generous 
actious. Let us leave the celebration of 
anniversaries of liberty by acts of li- 
ceuse to fanatics or such ill-balauced 
folk, of whom it was said by oue uobie 
woman: “Oh! Liberty what crimes am 
committed in thy uame!” It is no doubt 
a far cry from the dark side of the 
Freueh Revolution, to the breaches of 
good order, which mar our glorious 
Fourth, but the uuderlyiug principle is 
the same, and the carelessuess or malice 
shown by small acts of wanton mischief 
want only opportunity to produce more 
serious evils. The “accideuts” by which 
tuauy people are maimed or killed, 
property destroyed, etc., would seem to 
teach their owu lesson, but the same 
recklessness aud carelessuess is repeated 
year after year with the same results. 

Would not the expression of a better 
aud more thoughtful public seutimeut iu 
regard to tbeso things result iu a more 
cultivated oarefuluess? 

Reforms in these matters should he au 
easy tbiug iu Newtou, where our uational 
holiday is not disgraced by the open 
saloon. If the day is free from the 
druuken men, that leads to so much that 
dishonors it, iu the crazy oxcitemeut of 
drink, should uot every street withiu 
our borders he alike safe for the passer- 
by, aud every home, rich aud poor alike, 
be so protected that there should be no 
need for the inmates to do police duty, 
by sittiug up all uight to preveut des- 
truction of property. We are sure that 
our city fathers will devise some meaus 
to begin a reform so much ueeded every- 
where, aud that cau be best beguu 
where the public seutimeut is for law 
aud order as it is in Newtou. H.

It was a brave act and everyone 
who knows the building, the difficulties to 
be encountered iu getting to tin bell, and 
tiie tons of iron which hung in that blazing 
tower, appreciate the action which saved 
tiie school house. The ladders did not ar- 
rive until the fire was nearly out. The 
damage will not exceed 8500.
